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DEPARTMENT OF FINANCIAL 
AND COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS 


On November 24th, 1966, the Honourable H. L. Rown- 
tree, Q.C., was sworn in as Minister of Financial and Commer- 
cial Affairs and the Act establishing this Department was 
proclaimed. The Ontario Securities Commission will form part 
of the Department of Financial and Commercial Affairs. 


- PROCLAMATION 


The Honourable H. L. Rowntree, Q.C., announced on 
the 23rd of January, 1967, the proclamation of The Securities 
Act, 1966. The Act becomes effective in two stages. Section 1 
and Parts I, III, IV and V take effect as of January 23rd, 1967. 
The remaining parts of the Act will become effective as of 
May 1st, 1967. There follows on page 2 of this Bulletin a 
statement by the Commission of its interpretation of certain of 
the transitional aspects related to the coming into effect of 
the new statute. 


ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION 


THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966 
INTERPRETATIVE STATEMENT 


The Ontario Securities Commission feels that with the 


announcement of the proclamation of The Securities Act, 
1966, it would be of assistance to those interested persons 
if the Commission were to issue a statement as to the views 
of the Commission on the legal effect of the proclamation. 
It is appreciated that the coming into effect of the new Act 
containing, as it does, major legislative changes of wide 
application will create certain problems of adjustment. The 
Commission contemplates that the major area of difficulty 
will be that covered in the following paragraphs. 


ile 


All prospectuses filed with the Commission in accordance 
with and pursuant to The Securities Act, R.S.O. 1960, 
chapter 363 and amendments thereto (the old Act), 
prior to May 1st, 1967, which are signed and are sub- 
stantially in final form as of such date will be processed 
in accordance with such Act. All unsigned or draft 
prospectuses filed with the Commission which are not 
accepted for filing prior to May 1st, 1967, shall not be 
accepted for filing after that date unless such prospectuses 
comply in form and content with the requirements of 
The Securities Act, 1966 and the regulations to be made 
thereunder (the new Act). The Commission prior to 
May 1st, 1967, will accept for filing prospectuses prepared 
in accordance with the requirements of the new Act 
provided, however, they are signed as required by the 
old Act. No trading as permitted by section 36 of The 
Securities Act, 1966, may be carried on prior to May 
ist, 1967. 

Part IX of The Securities Act, 1966, relating to take-over 
bids will apply to any take-over bid made on or after 
May ist, 1967. 

Part X of The Securities Act, 1966, and section 4 of 
The Corporations Amendmente Act, 1966, relating to 
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proxies and proxy solicitation will apply with respect 
to all notices of meetings of shareholders given on or 
after May 1st, 1967, and all proxies solicited on or after 
such date. 


4. Part XI of The Securities Act, 1966, and section 3 of 
The Corporations Amendment Act, 1966, relating to 
insider trading will become effective on and after May 1st, 
1967, with the result that insiders of the prescribed com- 
panies and corporations who own capital securities in 
such companies or corporations will have to commence 
to file reports on or before June 10th, 1967. 

5. Part XII of The Securities Act, 1966, and sections 6 
to 15 inclusive of The Corporations Amendment Act, 
1966, dealing with financial disclosure will become 
effective with respect to financial statements made up 
to a date on or after May 1st, 1967. 


If particular problems arise not dealt with in the above 
paragraphs the Commission will be willing to consider them. 
It is requested that persons having such problems write to 
the Commission outlining in detail the facts of the situation. 


AVAILABILITY OF THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966 


It is anticipated that copies of ‘The Securities Act, 1966, 
will be available for distribution on or about the 1st of March, 
1967. The office consolidation which will be available at that 
time, will not contain the regulations to the Act which have 
not yet been published. Copies of the regulations will be 
published separately as soon as possible. 

Please note, the regulations to the Act provide the form 
of the prospectuses, and other information required to be 
filed under the new legislation. 

The purchase price of The Securities Act, 1966, will be 
$1.00 per copy. A like charge of $1.00 will be made for copies 
of the regulations. 

Orders will be accepted for copies of both The Securities 
Act, 1966, and the regulations, which will be forwarded to 
purchasers when available. Orders for these publications 
should be accompanied by a cheque made payable to 
‘Treasurer of Ontario’. 


ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION 
REVIEW FOR YEAR 1966 





Introduction: 


This review touches on some aspects of the work of the 
Ontario Securities Commission during the year 1966. The 
monthly bulletin of this Commission is published for the 
guidance of those engaged in or associated with the securities 
business to indicate developments in the policies of the 
Commission. It is hoped that this review summarizing the more 
important trends throughout the year, will be of additional 
assistance. 


Prospectuses: 


The following table gives the number of prospectuses 
accepted for filing by the Commission during the year 1966 
and the number of amendments processed.

The Commission is in the process of reviewing the policies 
applied in accepting prospectuses for filing. During the last 
year new theories have been developed for the protection 
of the investor. 


For a number of years the Commission has permitted 
mining, gas and oil companies to enter into underwriting 
option agreements for a total of a million shares. The main 
concern of the Commission has been to make certain that the 
underwriting option agreement would place in the hands of the 
company sufficient monies to accomplish the recommendations 
of the engineer. The Commission is considering whether this 
policy should not be altered to take into account not only 
minimum but maximum needs. One step the Commission has 
taken is to review any subsequent underwriting option agree- 
ments against the then existing financial needs of the company. 
In Re Great Pine Mines Limited, Feb. 1966 O.S.C.B. 7, the 


Commission reviewed the arguments for and against permitting 
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a company to raise an additional amount of money over and 
above that which it would receive under the basic underwriting 
option agreement. It concluded since the company did not 
require the monies that a second agreement would provide, 
then the second agreement could not support a subsequent 
distribution to the public. 

In the process of accepting prospectuses for filing the 
Commission has adopted a more sophisticated approach when 
considering the consideration paid for assets. In both the 
decision of the Director in Re Robax Mines Limited, Feb. 1966 
O.S.C.B. 17 and of the Commission in Re Prima Mining and 
Metal Company Limited, Oct. 1966 O.S.C.B. 20, the Com- 
mission considered the effect on the company and its share- 
holders in the issuing of further vendor shares to the promo- 
tional group for newly acquired properties. 

With one type of company the Commission has adopted 
a new standard of disclosure. ‘The lesson of the collapse of the 
Atlantic Acceptance Corporation Limited has indicated that 
the financial information generally given by this type of 
company is not sufficient for accurate assessment of its affairs. 
A new and more extensive standard of disclosure has been 
developed by the audit staff of the Commission. The conclu- 
sion that a new approach should be taken is supported by the 
fact that the Institute of Chartered Accountants are also 
reviewing the standard of financial disclosure that such 
companies should make. There follows this review a statement 
of the existing requirements of the Commission. The Commis- 
sion looks forward to the report of Mr. Justice Hughes of the 
Royal Commission on Atlantic Acceptance Corporation 
Limited, as a guide for further improvements in this area. 


Escrow Provisions: 


The year 1966 saw the Commission develop further its 
new policy dealing with the release of vendor’s shares from 
escrow. Vendor’s shares are those shares received by a person 
selling properties to a company. In Re Nipiron Mines Limited, 
Jan. 1966, O.S.C.B. 10, the Commission stated its former 
policy which permitted release on a mathematical basis, was 
no longer to be followed. The new approach of the Commission 
is to review various aspects of the affairs of the company before 
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a release will be given. In Re Northlodge Copper Mines 
Limited, Sept. 1966 O.S.C.B. 1, the Commission set out the 
following rule as the policy of the Commission: 


‘The release of any shares from escrow will be only 
upon the Commission being satisfied that work on the 
property has proceeded in a proper manner and the 
work has indicated the property warrants further ex- 
ploration and development, or that the company’s 
affairs generally warrant a release. The Commission 
will study the current balance sheet of the company in 
order to ascertain what progress has been made in 
financing and operation and will give consideration 
to engineers’ reports and to the general progress of 
the company. In no event will there be more than one 
share released from escrow for every four shares 
purchased from the treasury of the company until the 
property owned by the company has been developed 
to the stage where sufficient financing can be obtained 
apart from the sale of shares.”’ 


In the later case of Re Consolidated Manitoba Mines 
Limited and Great Basin Metal Mines Limited, Dec. 1966 
O.S.C.B. 5, the Commission indicated that the transfer of 
escrow shares within the escrow also would not be a mechanical 
matter in all cases. When the transfer involves a change of 
control, the Commission set down that it would require at 
least the approval of the other shareholders. 

The Commission feels both these changes will tend to 
ensure that monies raised from the public are used for the 
benefit of shareholders as a whole and are directed towards the 
development of mining properties and not for some alternative 
purpose. 


Supervision of Speculative Mining Companies: 

A common complaint that has existed is that some 
speculative mining and oil companies, which have raised 
money from the public, have failed to utilize the funds for the 
purposes expressed in the prospectus. It has been said that the 
worst abuses arise not during the course of primary distribution 
to the public, but subsequent to that period after money has 
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been received by the company. The Commission has a limited 
jurisdiction over the manner in which companies utilize such 
funds. Securities laws are directed towards regulating the sale 
of securities. The obligation of officers and directors as to the 
manner in which they utilize monies raised is primarily a 
matter of corporation law. The Commission has felt that while 
this may be technically correct, any steps it can take to ensure 
investors are treated equitably are to the benefit of the 
securities business. Thus in those few cases where the Com- 
mission has a continuing jurisdiction over officers and directors, 
the Commission has embarked upon a policy of reviewing their 
conduct. 

One instance where the Commission has a limited juris- 
diction is in the consideration of amendments to prospectuses. 
In these situations primary distribution is still in progress and 
there is a statutory obligation on promoters to file an amend- 
ment to the prospectus if any material change occurs in the 
affairs of the company. The Commission has adopted the 
practice that when such amendments are filed there also be 
filed a statement of source and application of funds. The 
statement indicates how the monies raised have been used. 
The Commission may also require an up-to-date engineer’s 
report if any substantial work has been done on the property of 
the company since the date of the filing of the prospectus. 

Another area in which the Commission has a limited 
degree of continuing control over the affairs of the company 
lies in its power to grant releases from escrow and consents to 
the transfer of shares within escrow. Earlier in this report there 
has been set forth the new policy of the Commission in this area. 


Registration: 


Persons or companies engaged in the sale of securities to 
the public must hold registration with the Commission. During 
1966 the Commission processed 2,006 applications from 
persons entering the securities business. This number is an 
increase of 190 over the previous year and continues a trend 
that has existed for several years. The total number of regis- 
trants of all types at the end of the year was 5,037, again an 
increase over the preceding year. 

A responsibility the Commission has is to supervise the 
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conduct of registrants. Complaints received from the public 
are investigated. ‘he Commission also institutes investigations 
on its own initiative. A number of these investigations led to 
disciplinary action against registrants. 

A main concern of the Commission this year was directed 
towards sales literature. The judgment in Re Goldmack, Jan. 
1966 O.S.C.B. 14, criticized the use of misleading bid and 
asked prices. Later judgments further developed the view of 
the Commission on this point. 

‘The concern over sales literature led to orders stopping 
primary distribution when it became apparent that new letters 
contained information not reflected in the prospectus in 
connection with the same issue. 

In Re Simpson, Mar. 1966 O.S.C.B. 17, is the first 
reported judgment of the Commission disciplining a registrant 
for misleading the public by manipulating the market price of 
shares. ‘Che Director observed that manipulation of the over- 
the-counter price of securities would lead to disciplinary action 
against registrants. He also indicated that a registrant cannot 
avoid responsibility for his customer’s manipulative trading 
when the registrant is aware of the customer’s intention. This 
rule against manipulation was applied again by the Director 
in Re Barrett Goodfellow, July-Aug. O.S.C.B. 9. 


Investigations: 

During the course of 1966 a large number of investigations 
were conducted by the Commission, both of a formal and 
informal nature. While the fact an investigation is being 
conducted should not imply any wrongdoing on the part of 
any individuals, there is a prophylactic effect created by the 
fact that it is known the Commission will enquire into and 
consider questionable situations. 

The responsibility on the Commission in such enquiries 1s 
to report to the responsible Minister any facts which indicate 
any person may have contravened the provisions of the Act or 
may have committed a criminal offence in connection with a 
transaction relating to securities. 

As a result of inquiries in which the Commission has had 
a part, a number of prosecutions have been initiated. Well over 
80 charges have come before the courts this year in which 
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investigations conducted by the staff of the Commission have 
played a part. 

In addition to the investigations carried on directly by 
the Commission, the legal and investigation staff have been 
called upon to assist in the work of both the Royal Commission 
on Atlantic Acceptance Corporation Limited and the inquiry 
headed by the Honourable I. C. Rand, Q.C., into the matter 
of The Honourable Mr. Justice Leo A. Landreville. 


The staff also has made a number of enquiries in co- 
operation with other jurisdictions, in both Canada and the 
United States. 


Relationship with other Furisdictions: 


Following the practice established in 1963, two formal 
meetings were held with administrators from other provinces. 
These meetings are held to establish close co-operation between 
the regulatory bodies and to arrive at a maximum degree of 
uniformity. Due to the volume of the items to be discussed, 
the length of the meetings was again extended. Undoubtedly 
these meetings are developing a mutual understanding of 
problems across Canada. 

A member of the Ontario Securities Commission has been 
for some years a member of the S.E.C. Liaison Committee of 
the North American Association of Securities Administrators. 
This connection with the Securities and Exchange Commission 
has been of inestimable benefit to the Ontario Commission. 
The co-operation received from the Federal authorities is all 
that one would wish. 

Similarly, the membership of the Ontario Commission in 
the North American Association of Securities Administrators 
has given Ontario a contact with all the States in the United 
States. It gives an opportunity of exchanging views with these 
other authorities to the benefit of Ontario issuers. 

This year saw the revival of the Canadian Government’s 
active interest in the matter of securities laws. There were 
numerous meetings on a Federal-Provincial level during this 
year. This Commission is of the view that the work performed 
at these meetings will be of benefit to all the residents of 
Canada. 
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One result of these meetings has been the establishment of 
a Committee to study the mutual fund and investment contract 
business in Canada, upon which there will be representation 
of both the Federal and Provincial Governments. Questions 
have been directed to this Commission as to the length of time 
this study will take. This is impossible to estimate at this time. 
While the Commission will have the benefit of extensive studies 
on the mutual fund business conducted under the direction of 
the Securities & Exchange Commission in the United States, 
it should be borne in mind that those studies, upon which a 
report has recently been issued, were commenced in 1958. 


Relationships with Associations: 

The Commission has had occasion to discuss many matters 
with the self-disciplining associations during the year. One 
important topic resolved was the matter of study courses for 
registrants. ‘he co-operation of all the associations, The 
Toronto Stock Exchange, the Investment Dealers’ Association, 
The Broker-Dealers’ Association and the Canadian Mutual 
Funds Association, led to the proposed policy of the Commis- 
sion as announced in the October Bulletin. That policy has 
now been formulated and will be published in a later bulletin. 

The Canadian Mutual Funds Association is to be compli- 
mented on the fact that on its own initiative, it has established 
a training course for salesmen of mutual funds to complement 
the existing Canadian Securities Course which applies to the 
Investment Dealers’ Association and the Stock Exchange 
members. 

During the late fall a number of the staff of the Commis- 
sion were privileged to attend a series of training sessions on the 
procedure followed by investment dealers in developing 
financing for industrial companies. These sessions should be of 
benefit both to the staff and industry. The Commission 
expresses its thanks to the Investment Dealers’ Association, its 
executive and the particular members who directly partici- 
pated in the effort involved in providing these courses. 

An approach has been made for members of the staff of 
the Commission to enrol in the training program of the 
Toronto Society of Financial Analysts. The taking of this

course will place an added burden on our staff but the benefit 
which will follow has led the staff to assume this burden. 


Legislation: 

A considerable portion of the time of the Commission was 
spent in the drafting of the new Securities Act, passed by the 
Legislature on July 5th, 1966. Subsequent to the passing of that 
legislation, further work was necessary in developing the 
regulations to be made under the statute. Part of this process 
was the holding of public hearings when submissions were 
made to the Commission on the draft regulations. ‘These have 
been assessed and the regulations are in the process of being 
finalized. It is appropriate at this time that the Commission 
should express its appreciation to those groups and individuals 
who prepared submissions and appeared to make representa- 
tions. We are aware that considerable time and effort were 
involved. We are also confident that the legislation is much the 
better as a result of the efforts of these people. 

Those in the industry are by now substantially familiar 
with the provisions of the new legislation and it is not intended 
to review it in this report. The legislation has been recognized 
as the most advanced in this field in Canada and has, we feel, 
set a pattern for legislation in the other jurisdictions in Canada. 
Ontario recognizes that uniform legislation is desirable and 
considerable time was spent during the year in discussing the 
new Ontario Act with the other jurisdictions. The Ontario 
Commission has made available to these other jurisdictions the 
benefit of its experience gained in developing the Act. 

The Commission has been faced with the problem of 
making internal adjustments in connection with the new 
legislation. For this purpose a series of 10 seminars of over 
three hours each were held this fall. At these seminars senior 
members of the staff led discussions in connection with the 
new statute. This program of familiarization should avoid 
most of the complications caused by the adoption of new 
practices under the new statute. 


Forecast for 1967: 


The Commission looks forward to 1967. The introduction 
of the new Securities Act will give the Commission additional 
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weapons in the struggle for investor protection. Adjusting to 
the new Securities Act will cause problems for the industry. 
The Commission will do all in its power to facilitate the 
adjustment. 

The new Act has charged the Commission with added 
responsibilities. ‘The Commission will apply itself diligently to 
fulfilling these new duties. In some cases detailed studies will 
have to be conducted and the Commission will again be calling 
upon the industry for assistance. 

One important addition to the duty of the Commission is 
to register and regulate underwriters; that is, those persons or 
companies who promote the distribution of securities to the 
public. ‘he Commission will be required to develop a policy 
on the standards that must be maintained by these registrants. 

The Commission has been charged with the overseeing of 
the rules of the Toronto Stock Exchange. For the first time the 
Ontario Securities Commission has become a securities and 
exchange commission. Already meetings have been held with 
representatives of the Exchange to establish new rules relating 
to primary distribution through the Exchange. We are con- 
fident that the new approach will provide better public 
protection. At the same time both the Exchange officials and 
the Commission will keep the practices under review, prepared 
to make further changes if the need arises. 

This principle of constant review is one which must apply 
to all areas of the securities market. The experience of all 
jurisdictions is that regulation of the securities market requires 
constant vigilance. A maturing economy requires more mature 
rules. ‘The Commission intends to play a role in the establish- 
ment of these rules.

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POLICY RELATING TO THE DISCLOSURE IN 
PROSPECTUSES OF INFORMATION RELATING 
TO SALES FINANCE COMPANIES 


All sales finance companies, while by interpretation under 
The Securities Act are treated as industrial companies, are by 
the very nature of their business different to a marked degree 
from the usual industrial company. The normal business of 
sales finance companies is dealing in commercial paper rather 
than a product, making it imperative that certain information 
is available in addition to that normally required by other 
types of companies. Without this information it must be 
considered that full disclosure is not made and that the 
investing public will not have the proper information to 
assess the financial position of the company. 

Many sales finance companies in the interest of diversifica- 
tion invest in other types of industrial companies which in some 
instances are involved in a completely different type of under- 
taking. It is therefore essential for full disclosure to demonstrate 
the assets employed and the operating results of the financial 
area of the operations apart from the industrial area. 

The financial statements in a prospectus should be in such 
form and contain such information as will provide the investor 
with the additional information to support the information 
included in the body of the prospectus. 

To meet these requirements the Commission has adopted a 
new policy for the disclosure of financial information relating to 
sales finance companies in prospectuses. For the guidance of 
interested persons, this policy is set out hereunder. 

The additional information required in a prospectus of a 
sales finance company for the disclosure of financial informa- 
tion should be included under 5 separate headings with 
adequate descriptions to explain to the reader the purposes of 
each section. ‘(hese may be considered as follows: 


1. Maturity of Receivables: 


There shall be included in the prospectus a break- 
down in schedule form of receivables showing (i) those due 
within the next subsequent year; (ii) those due within the 
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2 years next thereafter; and (iii) those due at any later 
date. ‘There shall also be shown the various classes of 
receivables. 

As receivables are the major asset of sales finance 
companies and as most financial statements show as 
current assets those receivables coming due within the 
business cycle of the company which may be 5 years or 
more then the breakdown in maturity dates is essential in 
establishing the working capital position. Maturity of 
receivables is also essential in establishing the company’s 
ability to meet future obligations, cash flow and indirectly 
to meet dividend and interest requirements. This infor- 
mation is also essential in establishing the liquidity of the 
company. 


Interest and Dividend Coverage: 


There must be disclosed the figures of earnings in 
cash which will be available to meet the interest require- 
ments and dividend requirements of the company, 
according to the various classes and precedent of securities 
outstanding. 


Asset Coverage: 


Details must be provided of the balance of net assets 
available to cover the securities offered. This will be the 
resultant figure after elimination of the assets necessary to 
safeguard the position of the more senior securities of the 
company which are outstanding. This is essential because 
in the event of dissolution each class of security has certain 
rights, privileges and priorities. 

Sinking Fund Requirements: 


There must be shown the aggregate current sinking 
fund requirements. Such information is essential because 
it involves not only the present liquid position of the 
company, but is also tied very closely to the company’s 
ability to meet other obligations as well as dividend 
requirements. ‘This information should be segregated and 
not merely contain the detail given in the prospectus 
relating to the rights, privileges and preferences of each 
class of security ranking prior or pari-passu. 
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Liquidity Schedule: 

This schedule shall show the company’s working 
capital position based on the financial position as of the 
date of the balance sheet in the prospectus. The schedule 
will show those assets which will be due within the next 12 
months and the liabilities payable within the same period. 
In establishing this schedule certain portions of the 
information contained in sections 1 to 4 above will be 
essential and will support the detail of the schedule. 

In the event the company shows a liquidity deficiency 
full detail must be provided as to the manner in which the 
company proposes and is able to overcome such defi- 
ciency; for example, by unused lines of bank credit. 
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POLICY OF THE ONTARIO SECURITIES 
COMMISSION ON APPLICATIONS UNDER SECTION 
19(2)(1) (iii) OF THE SECURITIES ACT 





Under the above section of The Securities Act a company 
wishing to sell to holders of its securities additional securities 
of its own issue is required to give notice to the Commission 
and the Commission is required within 10 days of receipt of the 
notice to notify the company if it objects to the sale. To assist 
the Commission in determining whether it should object to the 
sale and to facilitate the matter for the company the Commis- 
sion requires together with the notice the following informa- 
tion.: 


1. The date of its last annual meeting and a copy of the 
minutes of that meeting. 


2. A copy of its last annual report. 


3. Any changes in the directors and officers of the company 
since the last annual meeting. 


4. A statement signed by an officer of the company that 
there have been no material changes in the circumstances 
of the company since the last financial statement delivered 
to the shareholders. 

5. Particulars known to the directors of any transfer of shares 
which has materially affected the control of the company 
since the last meeting of shareholders, or alternatively a 
statement that no such particulars are known. 

6. In addition to the information required by section 19 (2) 
(1) (iii) a brief statement of the purposes for which the 
additional funds are required and if a minimum amount 
of funds are required to carry out that purpose so state 
and give what, in the opinion of the Directors, is the 
minimum amount so required. 

7. A copy of the material which will be sent to the holders 
of its securities to whom the offer is being made and if the 
offer is being made in any jurisdiction by way of a pros- 
pectus a copy of the prospectus submitted for acceptance 
in that jurisdiction. The material to be sent should

indicate clearly the length of time the offer will be open 
and whether any payment is to be made to any person or 
company in connection with the obtaining of subscrip- 
tions. 

Any other relevant material which would assist the Com- 
mission. 

If the information supplied under item 6 discloses a mini- 
mum amount of funds are required, the further following 
information is to be supplied:—

If the offer is on a best efforts basis, state whether the 
funds received with subscriptions are to be returned 
to the subscribers in the event the required minimum 
is not obtained; also, in such case, describe the ar- 
rangements to be followed to assure that such funds 
will be returned to the subscribers, for example such 
arrangements may provide for the establishment ofa 
trust whereby such funds are to be held as trust funds 
to be returned to the subscribers in the event that the 
required minimum is not obtained; if the funds are to 
be held by a trustee name and identify the trustee; 


If the offer is made in conjunction with a standby 
underwriting the name and address of the under- 
writer, evidence of the financial ability of the under- 
writing, whether the underwriting agreement con- 
tains a market-out clause or other similar out clause, 
and if so the terms thereof and in the event the 
market-out clause is exercised or for any other reason 
the minimum capital required is not obtained, 
whether the funds received will be returned to the 
subscribers giving particulars of the arrangements to 
be followed to assure that such funds will be returned 
to subscribers in the event the minimum amount is 
not obtained, for example, such arrangements may 
provide for the establishment of a trust whereby such 
funds are to be held as trust funds to be returned to 
subscribers in the event that the required minimum 
is not obtained; if the funds are to be held by a trustee 
name and identify the trustee. 
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While each situation will be dealt with on its own facts, as 
a general statement of policy the Commission will not object 
to the sale by a company of additional securities of its own issue 
to its holders of its securities if the company has been holding 
regular annual meetings; distributing to the holders of its 
securities the information required by the Act incorporating 
the company; complying with the applicable provisions of 
The Securities Act; if there has been no change in the manage- 
ment elected by the shareholders at the last annual meeting 
or no change in effective control of the company since that 
date and if the offer contains provisions providing for the return 
to the subscribers of any funds subscribed when the minimum 
amount required for the expressed purpose is not realized from 
the offer. 

In considering the length of time the offer is open, the 
Commission will consider whether the purpose of the offer 
requires a minimum to be raised, or whether the funds sought 
are to be used for the general purposes of the company. In 
the situation where there is a minimum requirement, the 
Commission will not consider as unreasonable any offer left 
open for no more than 30 days, in other cases the Commission 
will not consider as unreasonable any offer left open for no 
more than 90 days. 

The Commission, in reviewing the financial ability of an 
underwriter to meet his commitment, the fact that the under- 
writer is a registrant subject to minimum capital requirements 
will be given favourable consideration. 

Section 19 (2) (1) (iii) exempts the class of offer contained 
therein from the prospectus requirements of the statute. The 
purpose of this policy is not to hamper such offerings, but to 
permit the Commission to ascertain whether the company has 
supplied the required information to holders of its securities in 
the past and therefore comes within the philosophy of the 
section and to ascertain whether the conditions of the offer 
themselves are reasonable. It is not the intention of the Com- 
mission to review the material received in the same manner as 
filings under the prospectus provisions of the statute.

The matter came on for trial before His Worship, 
Magistrate P. C. Bergeron at Magistrate’s Court, Cornwall, 
Ontario on January 4th, 1967. 

Upon pleas of guilty by both parties, His Worship 
proceeded to impose the following penalties:

On October 20th, 1966, registration as a salesman was 
granted to Mr. Loughrey. Since the overwhelming majority 
of applicants truthfully make answer to the questions in the 
application, we do not hold up an application merely to: await 
the return of the police checks. Mr. Loughrey’s application 
clearly stated that he had no previous criminal convictions. 

Our routine enquiries indicated that his answer was false. 
Mr. Loughrey was interviewed by a member of the registration 
staff and denied that he was the individual whose record had 
been forwarded to us. The next day he returned, admitted 
that the criminal record was his, and subsequently confirmed 
this admission in writing. 

Mr. Loughrey admitted that the falsehood was deliberate, 
that he appreciated that he was swearing a false affidavit in 
support of his application and that he did so in the belief 
that if his record came to our attention he would not be granted 
registration. On these facts there is no alternative but to cancel 
his registration as a salesman.

IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT 
AND 
IN THE MATTER OF STANLEY T. DOUGLASS 


Hearing: November 25th, 1966. 


Present: Stanley T. Douglass, 
S. F. Antonette—Staff Counsel 


S. T. Douglass holds registration as a salesman. He has 
been engaged in various facets of the business for many years. 
Between March 15th, 1954 and August 20th, 1964, he did not 
hold registration. On the latter date he obtained the present 
registration with a broker. On March Ist, 1966, his registra- 
tion was transferred to his present employer, another broker. 

On March 23rd, 1966, a draft filing was submitted to the 
Commission preparatory to qualifying an underwriting entered 
into by Mr. Douglass’ broker employer on behalf of S. T. 
Douglass Company Limited, a company controlled by Mr. 
Douglass. The draft disclosed this company as the promoter. 
This material was partially processed when our staff were 
notified that the underwriting agreement had been altered and 
that Mr. Douglass’ present employer was to be substituted. 
Nothing further has been heard from the filing solicitor since 
April when we were advised that a further revision was to be 
forthcoming. The filing can be considered abandoned. 

Recently my attention was directed to the fact that Mr. 
Douglass owed his former employer some $48,088.10 which 
he had incurred as a result of trading losses charged to the 
accounts of Mr. Douglass, his wife and his company. My 
attention was also directed to the fact that the shares of the 
company which had been the subject of the abortive filing had 
been recommended and traded by Mr. Douglass. These shares 
traded on the unlisted market. During a period from February 
1st to February 7th, 1966, inclusive Mr. Douglass purchased 
70,600 and sold 34,200 shares with the price ranging from a 
low of $1.12 on February 1st, a high of $1.50 on February 3rd 
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and a low of $1.37 on February 7th. The shares had been trad- 
ing in the 60¢ range the previous October, according to Mr. 
Douglass. 

The question raised through these facts was whether Mr. 
Douglass had been engaging in manipulative practices which 
might be considered as having improperly influenced the 
market price of such securities. These principles are considered 
in Re James LaVerne Simpson (Mar. 1966 O.S.C. Bulletin 17) 
Mr. Douglass’ evidence showed a much broader spectrum of 
conduct. 

The person named by Mr. Douglass as being the moving 
force behind the public company is an individual who is well 
known to the Commission and who would be unacceptable 
as an underwriter. This person’s name does not appear in the 
draft filing. Mr. Douglass became acquainted with him 
through his then employer. About October, 1965, this man 
gave him a glowing oral report about the company’s mining 
property in the Timmins area. He offered Mr. Douglass what 
was described as an “‘oral option” on 40,000 shares of stock at 
60¢ per share. Mr. Douglass became enthusiastic about the 
company’s prospects and recommended the purchase of 
these shares to his clients. Despite his enthusiasm he was in 
the end result a seller during this first period, purchasing 5,000 
shares on November 30th, 1965, to cover his short position 
and the balance of 35,000 shares on January 26th, 1966. His 
profit was about $30,000 at this point of time. 

Early in 1966 it was proposed that the company enter a 
new venture, the one on which the draft filing was based. 
Mr. Douglass, who had been introduced to it while vacationing 
in Florida by a friend of the individual returned to Toronto 
enthusiastic about the new venture into which it was proposed 
this company should enter. He agreed to his company 
sponsoring an underwriting and to its name being shown 
on a proposed prospectus as the promoter. It is clear from 
his evidence and the documentation he provided that at all 
times he had a partner or partners if he was not, in fact, a 
nominee or so-called front for the real promoter. 

For the purpose of this hearing I am concerned with the 
consequences of the conduct admitted by Mr. Douglass only 
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so far as they affect his fitness for continued registration. ‘The 
other individuals towards whom my attention was directed 
by Mr. Douglass through his testimony have not had the 
opportunity of replying to or explaining his allegations. 

There were factors brought forward by the registrant, 
including his own seeming candour, and the fact he chose 
to appear without counsel which must weigh heavily. His 
admitted conduct must call for some action. My conclusion 
is founded on his inability to appreciate the nature and 
consequences of his conduct. He sold when he was advising 
clients to buy. His so-called option was in the nature of a 
secret commission which became of value only if the shares 
went up in price. His purchases in early February, at in- 
creasing prices, can only be explained in the context of the 
proposed underwriting and the hope that buying could be 
attracted at even higher prices. That the buying which he 
was led to believe would come in from the United States did 
not materialize, that his trading resulted in losses when the 
underwriting did not proceed does not change the picture. 
His benefactor did not support him further. His former em- 
ployer pressed him for payment. His health did not permit 
him perhaps to look after his interest. Having explained all 
this Mr. Douglass was unable to appreciate that his conduct 
might call for some criticism. 

In my view it is not in the public interest to continue the 
registration of Stanley Taylor Douglass and it will therefore 
be cancelled.

On December 2nd, 1966, my attention was directed to 
an article appearing in the regular news letter issued by a 
securities adviser dated November 25th, 1966, recommending 
the acquisition of shares of Chipman Lake Mines Limited. A 
prospectus relating to the securities of this company dated 
October 18th, 1966, had been give interim acceptance on 
November 9th and final acceptance on November 25th. The 
article referred to the acquisition of interests in three new areas 
from a United States corporation, Mining & Minerals 
Production Corporation. 

None of the properties are referred to in the current 
prospectus. ‘I'he securities adviser was asked to provide us 
with the source of his information. He furnished us with a 
mimeographed letter dated November 10th, 1966, on the 
letterhead of Chipman Lake Mines Limited addressed to its 
shareholders and signed by Phillip DeZwirek as president 
of the company. For the most part the letter reproduced a 
press release which Mr. DeZwirek reported had been sent to 
all the major news media in the United States and Canada. 
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The letter, while indicating that one property had been 
acquired, does state at another point that this property 
reported to be producing gas and oil in commercial quantities, 
was to be acquired from the United States’ Corporation, 
together with a sulphur-mercury property in Utah and a 
royalty interest in 400,000 acres on-shore and off-shore 
Honduras oil concessions. 

The third paragraph of Mr. DeZwirek’s letter reads as 
follows: 


“There has been a delay in the acquisition of 
these new properties due to the backlog of work at the 
relevant Securities Commissions. However, your 
Company has worked in conjunction with the Com- 
missions and full cooperation has been forthcoming so 
that the financing is now being completed.” 


In fact the prospectus submitted and accepted makes 
no mention of these properties or of any intention to acquire 
them. No submissions have been made concerning them to us. 

During the course of the hearing Mr. DeZwirek made 
‘+t clear that he had been negotiating these acquisitions for 
some period of time and in fact had advanced funds to one 
of the ventures personally. He produced a copy of a letter of 
sntent dated November 9th, 1966, addressed to Mining & 
Minerals Production Corporation of behalf of Chipman Lake 
sn which the latter offered to acquire three properties, subject 
to the approval of the various regulatory bodies governing 
the issuance and trading in securities of Chipman Lake Mines 
Limited. This would involve the issue of another 1,700,000 
shares for vendor consideration, plus a substantial amount 
of money. 

It is hardly necessary to comment as to the obvious motive 
for making this press release. Mr. DeZwirek’s interest in the 
promotion is set out clearly in the prospectus. His explanation 
that he felt his shareholders should have the information 
does not account for the international press release. Under 
the circumstances the release was premature and misleading. 


These acquisitions, accepting Mr. DeZwirek’s statements, 
would be of immense value to the company. The proposal 
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to issue an additional 1,700,000 vendor shares must also 
profoundly affect the company. The ability of the sponsors 
to provide the necessary financing and the financing required 
might be quite different. The engineering reports and 
geological data as well as the qualifications of the authors 
must be reviewed by our technical consultant. The bona 
fides of the vendors must also be examined. The effort of the 
promoter to create this interest in the company on the basis 
of what might be and now what is cannot be overlooked. 
These are not matters which can be covered by a simple 
amendment. A complete recasting and review of the filing is 
required. While it may be true that primary distribution to 
the public has not yet commenced the only method of en- 
suring that the present filing is not taken as permitting it to 
start is to order that it shall cease. We have notice of intention 
to engage in primary distribution. The effect of this order by 
virtue of section 46 (2) (b) of The Securities Act is to revoke 
our recent acceptance of the October 18th, 1966, prospectus. 
The order has already issued and is subject to the usual right 
of appeal.

Walter Frederick Reber first obtained registration as a 
salesman on September 9th, 1954. This registration continued 
without significant interruption up to the time of the hearings. 
On February 14th, 1962, it was transferred to a member firm 
of The Toronto Stock Exchange. Subsequently this company 
advised us that Mr. Reber’s employment had been terminated. 
This termination is noted on our records as being on May 
10th, 1962. We received no advice from the employer which 
would indicate that they had any difficulty with Mr. Reber 
ptior to the termination. Subsequently, in September, 1965, 
Mr. Reber’s registration was transferred to another member 
house, his present employer. In January, 1966, we learned 
that the former employer had raised an objection to Mr. 
Reber being granted a salesman’s license with a Toronto 
Stock Exchange member house.

This adverse report effectively prevented Mr. Reber 
from obtaining what is known as a customers’ men status. 
The facts supporting the allegation were sketchy but they did 
disclose what appeared to be unauthorized trading by Mr. 
Reber in shares of an issue being sponsored by his then 
employer in March, 1962. What has proved to be a relatively 
lengthy enquiry was started when these hearings were con- 
vened on February 18th in order to give Mr. Reber the 
opportunity of hearing first hand and answering the allegations 
made by the former employer. This has now been done. 


Since the enquiries which followed have raised questions 
regarding the fitness for continued registration of other 
individuals whose evidence has been given or obtained on and 
after February 18th, it is not my intention to outline the facts 
and circumstances in this decision. Suffice it to say that Mr. 
Reber, who had been employed by this firm to run its unlisted 
trading account, admits placing orders to purchase through 
another dealer at or above the price at which his then em- 
ployer was offering them for the purpose of creating an 
appearance that public demand existed for the stock. The 
firm had difficulty in marketing the issue. In the end result it 
felt obligated to accept delivery and pay for the shares which 
had been purchased by the other dealer at the request of Mr. 
Reber. A loss to the firm resulted. 


So far as this registrant is concerned, the question of 
whether he placed these orders without the knowledge, consent 
and approval of his superiors need not be decided to resolve 
the issue. It is noted that the evidence he gave in this regard 
has been corroborated in some measure by other evidence. 
The real point here is, that accepting Mr. Reber’s evidence 
at face value, he admits that the purchase orders were placed 
solely for the purpose of leading prospective purchasers of 
these shares to believe that there were public purchasers 
willing to buy the shares at the offering price or higher. 
Under the circumstances as he described them, he intended 
that the prospective purchasers should be deceived. 


In weighing the penalty I am mindful that this is the first 
occasion Mr. Reber’s conduct has been brought into question. 
I am also mindful of the surrounding circumstances including 
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the position taken by the salesman that he honestly believed 
that he was acting with the consent and approval of his 
superiors. He illustrated this position by referring us to 
dealings that he has had with the firm subsequent to the 
termination of his employment. The employer did not feel the 
matter to be sufficiently serious to warrant bringing it to the 
Commission’s attention. Mr. Reber, on the other hand, 
concedes that the idea of placing these deceptive orders was 
his. 

The deception practised was substantial and consequen- 
tial. The registration of Walter Frederick Reber will be 
suspended for three months effective December 19th, 1966.

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EXAMINATION PROGRAM FOR SALESMEN 


Confirming the proposal announced in the October 1966 
Bulletin, all persons making application for registration as sales- 
men after January 1st, 1967, will be required to enrol in a 
recognized course before registration will be granted and to 
complete the course successfully within a reasonable time of 
enrolment. 

The Commission has reviewed the courses of study avail- 
able and finds The Canadian Securities Course provides an 
acceptable standard of knowledge for salesmen employed with 
all types of dealers, while the Canadian Mutual Funds Course 
provides an acceptable standard of knowledge for those sales- 
men employed by dealers registered exclusively to sell mutual 
fund securities. 

The following policy and procedure is outlined for the 
guidance of the industry. 


(1) Before “probationary” registration is granted, if the 
applicant is suitable for registration in all other 
regards he will be required to provide proof of enrol- 
ment in a recognized course. The Canadian Mutual 
Funds Course is recognized only where the applicant 
will be employed by a dealer registered exclusively to 
sell mutual fund securities. An instruction sheet 
will be forwarded to the applicant when his applica- 
tion is received. 


(2) The proof of enrolment will specify the time when 
the next available course commences. This will 
serve to fix the maximum length of the period of that 
applicant’s “probationary” registration and_ the 
limitation, if any, on his registration. 


(3) The applicant must actively pursue the course of 
study. 


(4) If the applicant successfully completes his course he 
will be given full registration to sell either mutual 
fund securities or securities generally depending on 
the course of study.

If the applicant does not pursue the course of study or 
fails the course, his ‘‘probationary”’ registration will 
be terminated, unless some special ground for per- 
mitting the “‘probationary”’ registration to continue 
can be established by the applicant. This might 
involve, for instance, some major illness or similar 
misfortune which made completion of the course 
impossible. An application for such continuation 
must be supported by an affirmative report from his 
employer demonstrating that it has inquired into and 
is prepared to verify the circumstances surrounding 
the application for a continuation. 


An applicant who loses his “‘probationary”’ registra- 
tion under the preceding paragraph, may make a 
subsequent application for full registration providing 
he has at the time of such subsequent application, 
successfully completed the appropriate course. 


Applications for full registration may be made by 
persons who have completed a recognized course prior 
to applying. Proof thereof should be supplied with 
the application. 


Applications for exemption from the examination 
requirements may be made by persons with at least 
five years’ experience in the investment business in a 
recognized jurisdiction or who has successfully passed 
a course of similar standards in another jurisdiction. 
Each application will be considered on its merits but 
professional status, e.g. a lawyer or accountant, will 
not, by itself, be grounds for an exemption without 
the collateral experience. 


These requirements are not to be taken as replacing 
any additional standards or tests which any of the 
self-regulatory associations may now have or in the 
future establish, or as a limitation upon such associa- 
tions establishing any additional standards.

This is an appeal to the Commission from an Order of the 
Director dated December 16th, 1966, cancelling the registra- 
tion as a securities advisor of Southern Brokerage and Holding 
Company Inc. In his reasons for judgment the Director 
rested his decision solely on a passage in the November 25th, 
1966, issue of the appellant’s weekly publication, The Canadian 
Forecaster, recommending the purchase of shares of Chipman 
Lake Mines Limited. That recommendation was based 
primarily on what was in fact inaccurate information received 
from the president of the company and the Director held that 
the appellant should not have relied upon uncorroborated 
statements from this informant; for he was president, promoter 
and underwriter and in each of these three capacities vitally 
interested in furthering the sale of the shares of the company. 
It was argued before the Commission that the Director was 
wrong in so holding. 

The Commission agrees with the Director that the 
appellant was careless and irresponsible in relying upon infor- 
mation obtained from a person with such a vital interest with- 
out corroboration from elsewhere. The Commission is also of 
the opinion, formed after review at the hearing of two other 
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‘ssues of The Canadian Forecaster, that the registrant has in 
yet another respect fallen far short of the standard demanded of 
it by its registration as a securities adviser; for, lacking sufficient 
available information on which to base a recommendation, it 
nevertheless proceeded to make one. 

The registrant first recommended the purchase of the 
shares of Chipman Lake Mines Limited in the issue of July 
15th, 1966, wherein it was stated “Chipman Lake Mines moved 
ahead sharply in heavy volume on the Canadian Stock 
Exchange on news that the company had acquired a 50% 
interest in two producing oil wells in Oklahoma and rumors 
of possible participation by U.S. interests in a stepped-up drill 
program on the company’s molybdenum property in the 
Rouyn-Noranda area of Quebec.” ‘The prospectus of the 
company, filed later, does disclose the acquisition of a 50 per 
cent interest in two wells in Oklahoma. It was, however, 
obvious from the answers given at the hearing by Mr. Munro, 
the executive editor of The Canadian Forecaster, that he had 
no accurate information on these wells. The facts are, accord- 
ing to the prospectus, that these two producing oil wells would 
give the company an income of around $3,000.00 a year, which 
in relation to the over 4,000,000 shares outstanding was 
absolutely insignificant. ‘To recommend a stock on the basis 
of the acquisition of oil wells without verifying the production 
is an irresponsible act and, in this particular instance, an 
irresponsible act that could have seriously misled the readers. 

In the issue of November 18th, 1966, there is a recom- 
mendation that those who purchased on the basis of the July 
recommendation ‘‘may now take profits’. That recom- 
mendation was based on the vague generalization that the issue 
had been “over-bought”. The issue which has caused the 
Commission most concern, however, is the one of November 
25th, 1966. The recommendation there was made in colourful 
language, commencing with the heading ‘‘ long-time courtier 
of lady luck may finally have wooed and won”. It recited once 
more the acquisition of the 50 per cent interest in two produc- 
ing oil wells and went on to mention three properties 
“acquired” from Mining and Mineral Production Corpora- 
tion. It is in connection with the reference to these three 
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properties that the Commission finds the recommendation 
peculiarly objectionable. In the first place, the properties had 
not been fully acquired, since only a conditional agreement had 
been entered into. In the second place, information that 
should have been set forth in order to justify so enthusiastic a 
recommendation simply was not given. ‘The cost of acquiring 
the properties was not mentioned nor was any mention made 
of the possible effect of the cost on the existing shareholders. 
Neither was it disclosed what interest the company would have 
in the properties. Indeed the information set forth in the 
publication would give the impression that Chipman Lake 
Mines Limited was to be the sole owner of these properties, 
although Mr. Munro should have been aware at that time 
that the interest was less than that. 

Mr. Munro was questioned about his knowledge of the 
missing information and he testified that he inquired of the 
president of the company as to what the purchase price was 
and what interest the company had in the property, but in 
both cases was told that the information could not be made 
available to him. ‘The Commission cannot see how a securities 
adviser can conscientiously and responsibly recommend the 
purchase of a security without having such basic information. 
At the very least Mr. Munro should have highlighted in the 
story, and in the clearest language, the fact that he did not 
have the information. 

The principal sources of information, according to Mr. 
Munro, were a press release issued by the president of Chipman 
Lake Mines Limited, direct conversations with the president 
and stories which appeared in the Northern Miner and in a 
Dow-Jones report. It was suggested that the registrant was 
publishing a weekly newspaper and he was entitled to do what 
other news media had done, that is publish the news release 
of the company in much the same manner as did the registrant. 
This argument is based on a misconception of the position 
of a securities adviser. A securities adviser is not a publisher 
of a newspaper. A securities adviser is a person who repre- 
sents himself as being qualified to engage in the business of 
recommending the purchase or sale of specific securities at 
opportune times. His role is not that of merely reporting 
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information which comes to his attention, but is that of 
giving advice to investors. To give advice it is necessary 
to have the relevant information and to give advice knowing 
that such relevant information is not available is improper 
conduct. 

The registrant was subject to discipline by this Com- 
mission on April 14th, 1966, at which time its registration, 
under which it carried on business in Ontario, was suspended 
for six months. That warning has not proved an effective 
way of instilling in the registrant a proper appreciation of its 
role as a securities adviser. ‘The Commission feels that 
there is now only one course open to it and that is to cancel 
the registration. The Commission therefore confirms the 
Order of the Director.

On December 2nd, 1966, my attention was directed to 
the November 25th, 1966, issue of The Canadian Forecaster 
recommending the purchase of shares of Chipman Lake 
Mines Limited. The article referred to the acquisition by that 
company of interests in three new properties from a United 
States corporation, Mining & Minerals Production Corpora- 
tion. Since we had accepted a prospectus relating to the 
securities of Chipman Lake dated October 18th, 1966, on the 
same date, November 25th, and since the prospectus neither 
refers to the acquisition or proposed acquisition of the three 
properties nor contains any information about them, the 
report was of concern. 

Mr. Alan McDonald Munro, the president and principal 
shareholder of Southern Brokerage and Holding Company 
Inc., which is the publisher of The Canadian Forecaster, was 
contacted to determine the source of his information. He 
forwarded a copy of a mimeographed letter dated November 
10th, 1966, on the letterhead of Chipman Lake Mines Limited 
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addressed to its shareholders and signed by Phillip DeZwirek 
as president of the company. The facts upon which Mr. 
Munro relies are contained in this letter and a copy of a 
preliminary engineering report dated November 9th, 1966 
on one of the three properties. This report was supplied to 
him by Mr. DeZwirek as the result of Mr. Munro speaking 
to him following the receipt of the November 10th letter. 
Mr. Munro stated that Mr. DeZwirek confirmed the facts 
in the letter and gave him the report as further verification. 
Mr. Munro also attempted to contact the vendor of the 
properties but without success. 

The letter itself contained a curious statement which 
was picked up by Mr. Munro in the article. It states in the 
third paragraph, 

“There has been a delay in the acquisition of these 
new properties due to the backlog of work at the relevant 
Securities Commissions. However, your Company has 
worked in conjunction with the Commissions and full 
cooperation has been forthcoming so that the financing 
is now being completed.” 


The Canadian Forecaster has this to say, 

“Three properties were acquired from Mining & 
Mineral Production Corporation (a U.S. company). 
Although final approval of the terms of acquisition has 
yet to be given by the Ontario and Quebec Sec. Comm.s 
and the C.S.E., the company felt confident enough to go 
to work immediately.” 


As noted previously the material submitted and accepted 
for filing makes no mention of these properties. No sub- 
mission of any kind concerning them was made to us until a 
hearing held on December 6th, 19660, concerning the question 
of whether the prospectus contained full, true and plain 
disclosure of all material facts. 

Southern Brokerage and Holding Company Inc. hold 
registration as a securities adviser. By order of the Com- 
mission dated April 14th, 1966, its registration was suspended 
for six months. (O.S.C. April, 1966 Bulletin.) The registra- 
tion was reinstated only on September 24th, 1960. 
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The facts in the present case bear some striking similarity 
to the facts which led to this suspension. The information 
again was supplied to Mr. Munro by the president of the 
company who again was an individual who had a vital 
interest in the successful distribution of the shares which were 
the subject of the Ontario filing. Mr. Munro’s position 
briefly is that if the material is misleading it is because he 
himself was misled by an individual whose veracity he had 
no ground to doubt. Mr. Munro’s faith again was in some 
measure misplaced. 

We have learned that as at November 4th, 1966, Mr. 
DeZwirek made an offer to the owners of the property on 
behalf of Chipman Lake. The negotiations had been in 
progress for some time. The offer would require the issuance 
of an additional 1,700,000 vendor shares in addition to some 
money. ‘he present financing, referred to in the November 
10th letter, was reviewed and accepted in the light of the 
disclosed property acquisitions. Substantial questions in- 
volving additional financing, the review of engineering and 
geological reports and the qualification of their authors, as 
well as the proposed vendor consideration must be the subject 
of submission and consideration after a contract is concluded. 

The registration of Southern Brokerage and Holding 
Company Inc. is founded on the ability of Alan McDonald 
Munro to advise that company’s clients in a responsible 
fashion concerning the purchase and sale of securities. In the 
light of his recent experience and the warning given to him 
by the Commission one is entitled to expect that he would 
not publish the contents of a press release as the basis for a 
recommendation to purchase shares without corroboration 
from some source other than the author of the press release. 
The warning given through the suspension has not acted as a 
deterrent. ‘The registration of Southern Brokerage and 
Holding Company Inc. as a securities adviser will therefore 
be cancelled.

IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT 
AND 
IN THE MATTER OF G. STUART JENKINS 


Hearing: January 12th, 1967. 


Present: G. Stuart Jenkins in person. 
B. C. Howard—Staff Counsel. 


The facts developed in the Prudential Finance Corpora- 
tion Limited et al investigation clearly disclosed that G. Stuart 
Jenkins, then the salesman at J. R. Timmins & Co. in charge 
of trading the account of O’Brien Gold Mines, Limited as 
well as being a director of the same company, on November 
16th, 1966, issued instructions to employees of that firm to 
pay $15,000 to the Bank of Montreal out of the account of 
O’Brien Gold Mines, Limited against delivery of 30,000 
shares of New Senator Rouyn Limited. On that day the 
shares of New Senator Rouyn traded at a high of 21/4¢ per 
share. Investigation disclosed that payment was made to that 
bank for the account of G. Stuart Jenkins and the stock 
delivered was arranged by him. Mr. Jenkins admits that the 
stock delivered was his. 

Mr. Jenkins, after the suspension of trading in the shares 
of O’Brien Gold Mines, Limited and after the collapse of 
Prudential Finance Corporation Limited became publicly 
known, returned $8,750 by way of a certified cheque, according 
to this evidence. Mr. Jenkins alleges that he delivered the 
New Senator Rouyn shares against payment to O’Brien 
Gold Mines, Limited account on the instructions of O’Brien’s 
secretary-treasurer, J. B. Brien. He does not suggest that Mr. 
Brien authorized him to charge over twice the market price 
for these shares but claims this was a mistake. I find this 
explanation completely unacceptable. 
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Application has been made to transfer Mr. Jenkins’ 
registration to another broker. Mr. Jenkins is very much 
involved in many of the transactions to which those investigat- 
ing the affairs of Prudential Finance Corporation Limited and 
its associated and affliated companies are concerned. His 
position is yet far from clear. Accordingly I am suspending 
the registration of G. Stuart Jenkins pending the completion 
of this investigation after which time the merits of any future 
application made on his behalf will be considered.

COMMISSION AND STAFF CHANGES 
REORGANIZATION 


On February 28th, 1967, the Honourable H. L. Rowntree, 
Q.C., the Minister of Financial and Commercial Affairs, 
announced with regret the resignation of Mr. J. R. Kimber, 
Q.C., as Chairman of the Ontario Securities Commission in 
order that Mr. Kimber might undertake new responsibilities 
as the President of The Toronto Stock Exchange on May Ist. 
While the resignation was effective on March 15th, Mr. 
Kimber agreed to remain as a special consultant to the 
Department until he assumed his new position. 

Concurrently with this announcement the Minister an- 
nounced the appointment of Mr. Henry E. Langford, O.C., 
as the Commission’s Chairman effective March 15th together 
with the appointment of the Commission’s first full time Vice- 
Chairman, Mr. Gordon E. Grundy, F.C.A. on the same day. 
Mr. D. S. Beatty was appointed as a Commissioner as at the 
same time joining the two remaining Commissioners, Mr. 
J. F. McFarland and Professor John Willis. These appoint- 
ments bring the Commission to its full complement. 

Mr. Kimber’s contributions during his period of office as 
Chairman of the Commission, the Chairman of the Attorney 
General’s Committee on Securities Legislation in Ontario, and 
a key figure in the drafting of The Securities Act, 1966, and its 
regulations are further landmarks in a distinguished career. 
The background and experience of Chairman Langford, 
Vice-Chairman Grundy and Commissioner Beatty in the 
financial and business community are well known. ‘To this is 
added the knowledge of Commissioners McFarland and Willis. 

The appointment of the Commission’s first permanent 
Vice-Chairman in the person of Mr. Grundy reflects the 
Commission’s increasing administrative responsibilities. Mr. 
Grundy, for instance, is now specifically concerned with the 
administration and enforcement of Parts XI and XII, the 
Insider Trading and Financial Disclosure provisions of The 
Securities Act, 1966. 

The Commission is pleased to announce the completion 
of the staff reorganization directed to the administration and 
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enforcement of all of the provisions of The Securities Act, 1966, 
when they become fully effective on May 1st, 1967. 

Subject to the direction of the Commission and under the 
immediate supervision of its Chief Administrative Officer, the 
Director, Mr. H. S. Bray, Q.C., the Commission staff has been 
organized into the Administration, Prospectus, Registration 
and Investigation Sections. 

The Administration Section, supervised by the Chief 
Administration Officer, Mr. R. W. Knox-Leet, will be respon- 
sible through its Insider Trading and Financial Disclosure 
Group for the review and preliminary enforcement of these 
new provisions. Mr. Knox-Leet’s broad experience has been 
utilized in his appointment as a Deputy Director to act when 
required in the absence of the Director or the other Deputy 
Directors. All filings and applications for registration will be 
submitted through this section for preliminary processing. 

The Prospectus Section, under the head of the Chief 
Prospectus Filing Officer, Mr. T. O. P. Brown, F.CAS 
formerly the Commission’s Chief Auditor, has become com- 
pletely professional in character. Apart from Miss E. M. 
Browne, whose experience in mining filings marks her quali- 
fications, the prospectuses and financial statements will be 
reviewed by lawyer-professional accountant teams. Dr. M.H. 
Frohberg will continue to give technical advice as regards 
mining and oil filings. In other specific areas involving 
technical opinion the advice of experts will be sought on a 
consulting basis. This staff has been strengthened by the 
recent appointment of Mr. James Maunder as Financial 
Analyst. Mr. Brown, now a Deputy Director, is able to act 
under most circumstances for the Director in relation to 
prospectuses. 

The Registration Section, dealing with the variety of 
classes of registrant entitled to trade or give advice continues 
under the supervision of Mr. T. T. Birkett, the Registration 
Officer. Mr. Birkett has also been appointed a Deputy 
Director for the purposes of his duties and, as such, can also 
act for the Director under most circumstances. 

The enforcement of The Securities Act and related matters 
rests with the Investigation Section. Under the Chief Legal 
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Investigation Officer a staff of lawyers, professional account- 
ants and investigators have been grouped whose sole responsi- 
bilities are in this area. Mr. B. C. Howard will occupy the 
position of both the Chief Legal Investigation Officer and 
Senior Investigation Counsel. Mr. G. R. Gillman, C.A., is 
the Senior Investigation Accountant while Mr. N. W. H. Cox 
continues as Chief Investigator to supervise the staff of experi- 
enced investigators. Lawyers, accountants and investigators 
will continue to operate in teams in major investigations. 
Counsel will continue to act as such in all areas in accordance 
with past policy.

Decision of the Director 


IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT 
AND 
IN THE MATTER OF 

OBSCO CORPORATION LIMITED, 

TILE INVESTMENTS LIMITED, 

POOL INVESTMENTS LIMITED, 

STOCKWELL INVESTMENTS LIMITED,

Obsco Corporation Limited is a federal company, resident 
in Ontario, whose shares were formerly listed for trading on 
The Toronto Stock Exchange. It was known previously as 
Ontario Beauty Supply Company Limited. In August, 1965, 
the company divested itself of its business and assets. In March, 
1966, The Toronto Stock Exchange suspended trading of the 
company’s securities because of this and the lack of public 
distribution of its shares. The issued capital of the company 
was later split so that there are now 2,109,750 shares out- 
standing. 

In December, 1966, information was received by the 
Commission questioning the rising price of the company’ sshares 
on the unlisted market. The shares have traded from 55¢ on 
November 1st, 1966, to a high of $1.20 in December; and a 
range of 90¢ to $1.10 this year. There have been no changes 
in the company’s affairs which would warrant the increasing 
price excepting rumours of a proposed new business venture. 

We have had discussions with the company’s solicitor 
concerning this up to and as recently as February 3rd. The 
agreement regarding the device about which the rumours 
centre he described as extremely conditional. On February 
3rd a telegram was received by the Commission purporting to 
be from a United States’ corporation, Fotochrome Inc., who 
claim the rights to the device advising us that no other com- 
pany has the rights until they relinquish them. Obsco’s 
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solicitor confirmed that the facts recited in this telegram were 
LUC: 

Control of Obsco, until the summer of 1966, we are 
informed, was in the hands of the company’s president, 
James I. Moses of Hamilton. He sold a substantial number of 
his shares at a fraction of the recent market price. 905,000 
shares were registered subsequently in the name of a New 
York brokerage house and then transferred to ‘Tile Investments 
Limited of P.O. Box 711, Nassau, Bahamas. On December 
15th, 1966, the 905,000 shares were divided with 305,000 
shares remaining in Tile’s name, 200,000 shares were trans- 
ferred to Pool Investments Limited of P.O. Box 437, Nassau, 
and 200,000 shares each to Stockwell Investments Limited and 
Aaron Gold, both of P.O. Box 711 in Nassau. Mr. Moses still 
holds about 700,000 shares according to the solicitor. 

The situation was brought to a head by the showing of a 
prototype of the device in ‘Toronto and Montreal. ‘The pat- 
tern appeared similar to methods which have been used with 
some success both here and in the United States in recent 
years. 

Our enquiries have not advanced to the stage where a 
conclusion may be drawn as to who has been selling shares 
into a market created by the rumours. The merits of the 
device and the feasibility of it are unknown. No filing has 
been made. Obsco’s ability to finance or arrange for the 
financing of the development, manufacturing and marketing 
of it have yet to be demonstrated. Obsco’s position is extremely 
‘tenuous in the absence of verifiable fact. 

Clearly it must be a temptation to those who have 
acquired shares at low prices to dispose of those shares when 
amarket appears. Mr. Gold and the Nassau based companies 
are outside of our jurisdiction. Until such time as a prospectus 
is submitted and on which the public may properly base their 
investment decisions it is in the public interest under these 
circumstances to take steps to ensure that those primarily in a 
position to benefit should not do so without a filing. Accord- 
ingly, by virtue of the assignment to me by the Commission of | 
their power under subsection 3 of Section 19 of The Securities 
Act, I have issued orders denying the exemptions in clauses 2 
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and 7 of subsection 1 of Section 19 to Obsco Corporation 
Limited, Tile Investments Limited, Pool Investments Limited, 
Stockwell Investments Limited, Aaron Gold and James I. 
Moses. 

It must be emphasized that we have no evidence that 
unlawful primary distribution has in fact taken place. Our 
enquiries in this regard are continuing. However, the pattern 
is one which has been followed in the past. As a practical 
matter it was not possible to convene a hearing before the 
orders issued. ‘The public interest demanded some stay or 
caution. An application to rescind or vary the orders will be 
considered at such time as a prospectus relating to the securi- 
ties has been accepted for filing. 

Ontario registrants should take notice that as a result of 
these orders they are not permitted to act on behalf of any of 
these persons or companies, directly or indirectly, in relation to 
trading in securities of any company. They are also cautioned 
to make enquiries to satisfy themselves as to the ultimate 
source of any Obsco shares which they are asked to sell lest they 
inadvertently become a party to unlawful primary distribution 
fromthe public of Obsco shares. It is to this end that the 
Commission authorized the release of these reasons immediately.

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STATEMENT RE SECURITIES ACT 
ADMINISTRATION 


Following the issuance in March, 1965 of the Kimber 
Committee report, Ontario passed a new Securities Act in 
1966, based on the recommendations contained in the report. 
This new Securities Act tightened up the provisions relating to 
the issuance of securities and the registration of salesmen; 
much more complete financial disclosure by companies under 
the jurisdiction of the Ontario Securities Commission was 
required; positive control of the Toronto Stock Exchange by 
the Commission including authority over primary distribution 
of shares was provided; requirements were established for dis- 
closure in connection with take-over bids, for proxies and proxy 
solicitation and for insider trading as well as for regular 
financial disclosure. All of the provisions of this Act will be 
in force on May Ist. 

In preparation for its added responsibilities the Ontario 
Securities Commission has taken steps to expand, train and 
reorganize its staff as well as to provide the necessary quarters 
and administrative machinery. The regulations in connection 
with the new Act were issued March 16th, 1967. In addition, 
by amendments to The Securities Act this year the onion 
will be given further responsibilities over finance companies. 
The details of the regulations pursuant to this latter amend- 
ment are currently under study. 

We in Ontario think that our new securities legislation 
provides one of the most advanced codes in the country for the 
intricate business of supervising the issuance of and trading in 
securities and the supervision of the people engaged therein. 

The Ontario Securities Commission has always co- 
operated with the similar bodies in other Provinces and, of 
course, will continue so to do. Ontario does recommend 
strongly, however, that this co-operation would become most 
effective in the interests of the general population of Canada 
if all of the Securities Acts in all of the Provinces were, insofar 
as possible, made uniform, so that both the public and the 
individuals in the securities business would know their rights 
and duties regardless of the Province in which they live or the 
dealer or broker from whom they bought the securities.

1. Reporting and Disclosure Provisions under The Securities 
Act, 1966. 


2. Applications for Exemptions under Section 20 for the Act. 


Part I of this statement will deal chiefly with the very 
important reporting and disclosure provisions contained in 
the new legislation: 


1. Take-over bids—Part IX 

2. Proxies and proxy solicitation—Part X 
3. Insider trading—Part XI 

4, Financial disclosure—Part XII 


Parts X, XI, XII apply to companies incorporated in 
jurisdictions other than Ontario whose securities are listed and 
posted for trading on The Toronto Stock Exchange or who 
engage in primary distribution to the public of equity shares 
under an Ontario prospectus after May 1st, or who are insiders 
under the insider trading provisions of The Securities Act. 
The exceptions are banks under Part X and banks, registered 
loan corporations, trust companies and licenced insurance 
companies under Part XII. The “Insiders” of all of these 
companies are subject to the reporting requirements of Part 
XI. The recent amendments to the Ontario Corporations 
Act, which also come into force on May Ist, impose similar 
requirements on most Ontario public companies and their 
“Insiders, 

References to the “Legislation”? will include both The 
Securities Act, 1966 and The Corporations Amendment Act, 
1966 and the Regulations passed under them. ae, 

In Part II of the statement, applications for exemptions 
under Section 103 of Part X, Section 116 of Part XI and 
Section 131 of Part XII will be discussed. 

Part III of the statement will set out the policy of the 
Commission on applications for exemption under: Section 20 
of The Securities Act, 1966, with respect to secondary primary 
distribution of industrial securities listed on The ‘Toronto 
Stock Exchange. 


I. (1) TAKE-OVER BIDS—Part IX 


These provisions apply to an offer, other than an “exempt 
offer,’ made to registered Ontario shareholders to purchase 
sufficient equity shares that, together with the offeror’s 
presently owned shares, would give the offeror more than 
20% of the outstanding equity shares of the company. An 
“exempt offer’ includes a) private agreements made with 
individual shareholders and not the shareholders generally, 
b) purchases to be effected through the facilities of a stock 
exchange or in the over-the-counter market, or c) an offer to 
purchase shares in a private company or in a public company 
with less than 15 registered Ontario shareholders. 

A specific procedure must be followed. The offer must 
be sent to all Ontario shareholders. All concerned must 
receive the same treatment. Depending on the kind of offer, 
whether for cash or in exchange for shares in another company, 
a detailed form of take-over bid circular must be delivered. 
In the case of a cash offer, the real offeror need not disclose 
his or its identity. In the case of a share exchange offer the 
appropriate form of prospectus must be delivered to the 
offerees. Where the directors of the offeree company wish 
to recommend for or against the offer they must furnish their 
shareholders with a detailed ‘‘director’s circular.” 

Shares deposited in response to a bid may not be taken 
up for the first 7 days and the offeree may withdraw his shares 
during this period. The offer must remain open for at least 
21 days. Where the offer is for less than all the shares of a 
class none of them may be taken by the offeror until the 
expiry of 21 days. The offer may not remain open for longer 
than 35 days and if more shares are offered than are required, 
the offeror must accept the offers pro rata. 

Copies of all of the material required to be furnished to 
those persons or companies to whom the take-over bid is made, 
shall be filed with the Commission within 5 days after the date 
it is first sent to those persons or companies. 


(2) PROXIES AND PROXY SOLICITATION 


It should be noted, as stated above, that references to the 
legislation include both The Securities Act, 1966 and the 
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Regulations passed under it, and The Corporations Amend- 
ment Act, 1966 and the Regulations passed under it. 

The mandatory proxy solicitation provisions, in broad 
terms, apply to all Ontario public companies with more than 
15 shareholders, and all non-Ontario incorporated companies 
except banks whose shares are traded through The Toronto 
Stock Exchange or whose equity securities are distributed 
through an Ontario prospectus in Ontario after April 30th, 
196% 

The legislation makes the solicitation of proxies for such 
companies mandatory. As well as describing the form of 
the proxy, it requires that the proxy be accompanied by an 
‘information circular’, the contents of which are set out in 
the Regulations to either The Securities Act, 1966, or the 
amended Ontario Corporations Act, depending upon which 
one is applicable. The information in the circular must be 
given as at a date not more than 30 days prior to the informa- 
tion circular being sent to the shareholders. 

All non-Ontario companies required to deliver the in- 
formation circular as well as Ontario corporations whose 
shares are traded through the Toronto Stock Exchange, or 
who distribute equity securities through an Ontario pros- 
pectus after April 30th, 1967, must file a copy of the in- 
formation circular and the other material distributed to the 
shareholders with the Commission within 5 days after the 
material is first mailed to the shareholders. 


(3) INSIDER TRADING AND INSIDER 
LIABILITY 


The “Insiders” of non-Ontario companies whose shares 
are listed and posted for trading on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange or which distribute equity securities to the Ontario 
public through an Ontario prospectus after April 30th, 1967, 
and the “insiders”? of Ontario public companies with 15 or more 
shareholders, must file an initial insider trading report dis- 
closing their direct or indirect beneficial ownership of all the 
‘capital securities” of the company of which they are an 
insider within 10 days after the end of the month in which the 
Securities Act comes into force. Persons or companies who 
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become insiders after the Act comes into force must file such a 
report within 10 days after the end of the month in which 
they become insiders. (“‘Nil’’ returns will not be required). 
Any change in these holdings must be reported within 10 
days after the end of the month in which the change took 
place. ‘The Commission will summarize these reports and 
publish them monthly. 


‘“‘Insiders’’ of a corporation include: 
(a) Any director of the company; 


(b) Any senior officer, i.e., the chairman or vice-chairman of 
the board of directors, president, vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer, general manager, any individual performing 
similar functions to those previously described, and each 
of the 5 highest paid employees including the senior 
officers previously mentioned; 


(c) Excluding underwritings while primary distribution is 
still in progress, the beneficial owners of equity shares 
carrying more than 10% of the outstanding voting rights 
attached to all outstanding equity shares; 


(d) Every director or senior officer of a company that is 
itself an insider of a corporation; 


(e) Since a company is deemed to own beneficially securities 
owned by its “‘affiliates”’ and ‘‘affiliates”’ include companies 
which are controlled by the same person or company, or 
companies, where one is the subsidiary of another, or a 
complex variety of similar corporate relationships, if 
collectively the complex of companies owns beneficially 
more than 10% of the outstanding equity shares, each of 
these companies is itself an ‘“‘insider’” with the result that 
the directors and senior officers of each ‘‘insider” become 
“Insiders” themselves notwithstanding that the particular 
company may own no shares in the corporation of which 
they are by law deemed insiders, and 


(f) A ‘‘person’” is deemed to own beneficially securities 
beneficially owned by a company controlled by him or 
by an affiliate of such company. 
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Although the Regulations do not relieve the directors 
and senior officers of such a complex of companies as are 
deemed insiders under (e) or (f) of their personal reporting 
responsibilities or reporting as a result of being insiders 
personally because they are directors or senior officers of 
companies associated with the holding company of some 
““person’’, the corporate reporting responsibilities; not the indi- 
vidual’s, are relieved by confining the reporting to the com- 
pany or person having ultimate control of the complex. 

Once required to report, the insider must disclose any 
holdings and trading in the subject-company’s “capital 
securities.” This means reporting any shares of any class of 
shares, as well as any bond, debenture, note or other obliga- 
tion of a company, whether secured or unsecured. 

Upon application to the Commission’s Chief Administra- 
tion Officer, copies of the forms for the Jnztial Report of the 
Insider, and for the Report of the Insider on changes in the ownership 
of capital securities may be obtained. 

An insider of a corporation or the associate or affiliate of 
such insider who, in connection with a transaction relating 
to the capital securities of the corporation, makes use of any 
specific confidential information for his own benefit or 
advantage that, if generally known, might reasonably be ex- 
pected to affect materially the value of such securities, is liable 
to compensate any person or company for any direct loss 
suffered by such person or company as a result of such trans- 
action. In addition they are accountable to the corporation 
for any direct benefit or advantage received or receivable as 
a result of the transaction. 


(4) FINANCIAL DISCLOSURE 


All public companies, except banks, licensed or registered 
loan corporations, trust companies and insurance companies 
under Ontario’s Loan and Trust Corporations and Insurance 
Acts, whose securities are listed on the T.S.E. or whose 
equity shares are distributed under an Ontario prospectus 
after April 30th, 1967, are required to file detailed annual 
and semi-annual financial statements with the Commission. 
The Ontario Corporations Act requires that Ontario companies 
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that are subject to the requirements of the Act, furnish these 
to their shareholders. The detailed disclosure in both the 
Securities Act, 1966, and the amended Ontario Corporations 
Act parallel each other. 


(5) FEES AND SEARCHES 


Reports, documents and statements filed with the 
.Commission will be available for public inspection at the 
Commission offices. The fee for a search will be $1 and copies 
of documents may be obtained for 50¢ a folio. There will be 
no fee for filing insider reports. 


II. APPLICATIONS FOR EXEMPTIONS 


Ontario companies may apply to the Courts for relief 
from the mandatory provisions regarding proxies and _ in- 
formation circulars, and an order omitting sales or gross 
operating revenue from their regular financial disclosure. 
No application for relief from the filing of insider trading 
reports is available. 

All companies subject to the take-over bid requirements 
of The Securities Act, 1966 may apply to the High Court for 
an order declaring a take-over bid to be an exempt offer. 

Non-Ontario Corporations are permitted to make appli- 
cations to the Commission for exemptions from the proxy 
provisions, and the insider and financial disclosure require- 
ments, by virtue of Sections 103, 116 and 131 respectively. 

They may also apply to the Commission for an order 
permitting the omission of sales or gross operating revenue 
from the statement of profit and loss. 

Please note that Ontario Companies may not apply for exemption. 

On such applications, the general approach taken by the 
Commission will be as follows: 


(1) In all cases where the laws of the incorporating jurisdic- 
tion require the furnishing of the same or identical in- 
formation, the furnishing to the Ontario Securities 
Commission of a copy of the information as filed with the 
home jurisdiction, will represent compliance with the 
Ontario Act, and an application for exemption would

not be necessary. A copy of the information as filed 
with the home jurisdiction must be filed within the 
proper time by those persons. 


In all cases where the companies and persons affected are 
making substantially similar but not the same or identical 
filings under the laws of their incorporating jurisdiction 
application may then be made to the Commission under 
Sections 103, 116 or 131 for a decision as to whether the 
filing of a copy of the same information with the Ontario 
Commission would be considered by it as compliance with 
the relevant Part and, if not, what additional requirements 
the Commission would impose before ruling that the whole 
constituted compliance with the Ontario Act. In general 
terms, while the Commission wishes to minimize the 
problems of persons and companies subject to the Ontario 
requirements by accepting copies of material required 
to be filed and furnished under the laws of the home 
jurisdiction, in some cases additional information may 
be required in order to comply fully with Parts X, XI and 
XII. 


Applications for complete exemption under any one or all 
of Parts X, XI and XII will be considered where the laws 
of the home jurisdiction prohibit compliance with the 
Ontario Act. 


APPLICATIONS FOR EXEMPTION UNDER SEC- 
TION 20 OF THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966 WITH 
RESPECT TO SECONDARY PRIMARY DISTRIBU- 
TION OF INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES LISTED ON 
THE TORONTO STOCK EXCHANGE 


By Virtue of Section 58(2) of The Securities Act, 1966 


(the ‘‘Act’’) the prospectus requirements of the Act do not 
apply to the shares of industrial companies listed on the 
Toronto Stock Exchange (the ‘‘Exchange’’) in cases where 
such shares are distributed through the facilities of the Ex- 
change by way of isolated trades not made in the course of 
continued or successive transactions of a like nature. ‘This 
exemption would apply where a person or company (a 
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‘selling shareholder’) who owns sufficient shares to materially 
affect control distributes to the public any shares of the 
company through the facilities of the Exchange by way of 
isolated trades not made in the course of continued and 
successive transactions. 

A distribution of industrial securities through the facilities 
of the Exchange with the use of a statement of material facts 
provided by Form 16 of Regulation 101/67 to The Securities 
Act and referred to in Section 58(2) (b) of the Act may not be 
made. Accordingly, if a proposed distribution of shares of 
an industrial company through the facilities of the Exchange 
is not exempt under Section 58(2) (c) of the Act, such dis- 
tribution may not take place unless a prospectus is filed with 
the Commission under Section 35 or unless the Commission 
grants an exemption to the proposed distribution through 
the facilities of the Exchange under Section 20 of the Act. 

The Commission is aware that a great deal of information 
is ordinarily available to the public with respect to industrial 
companies whose shares are listed on the Exchange. Ac- 
cordingly the Commission may, in appropriate circumstances, 
and subject to such terms and conditions as it may impose, 
grant an exemption from the prospectus requirements of the 
Act of a proposed secondary primary distribution of shares of 
industrial companies through the facilities of the Exchange. 
To assist the Commission in determining whether it will grant 
an exemption under Section 20 of the Act, the selling share- 
holder or the person or company applying for the exemption 
on his behalf should file with the application the following 
information: 


1, The name and address of the selling shareholder, the 
number of shares owned by him and by his associates and 
affiliates, the number to be offered for his account and the 
number to be owned by him after the offering. 


2. A copy of the latest filing statement, if any, on file with 
the Exchange if filed with the Exchange within the 
previous year, together with a copy of all material given 
to the shareholders by the company within the previous 
year.

The proposed method of distribution through the facilities 
of the Exchange and the price at which the shares are to 
be offered or, if not then ascertainable, the method by 
which the price is to be ascertained. 


A summary showing in reasonable detail the volume of 
trading and the price range of the shares in the six-month 
period preceding the date of the application. 


The particulars of any information known to the selling 
shareholder, the chief executive officer and chief financial 
officer of the company whose shares are proposed to be 
distributed that indicate any adverse material change in 
the financial position or prospectus of the company since 
the date of the last interim or annual financial statement 
of the company on file with the Commission. 


If any shares of the class proposed to be distributed were 
acquired by the selling shareholder within the year 
preceding the date of the application, give the average 
cost of such shares to the selling shareholder. 


Whether the shares will be investments in which the 
Canadian and British Insurance Companies Act states 
that a company registered under Part 3 thereof may, 
without availing itself for that purpose of the provisions 
of subsection (4) of Section 63 of the said Act, invest its 
funds. 


Particulars of any transfer of shares which, to the 
knowledge of the selling shareholder, the chief executive 
officer, or the chief financial officer of the company, has 
materially affected the control of the company since the 
last meeting of shareholders, or alternatively, a statement 
that no such particulars are known. 


Whether in the opinion of the selling shareholder the 
proposed distribution of shares will materially affect the 
control of the company. 


The reason why the selling shareholder wishes to effect 
a distribution of the shares of the company. 


Any other relevant information which would assist the 
Commission. 
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THE FOLLOWING POLICY WITH 
RESPECT TO AUDITORS WAS ADOPTED 


An auditor is not an acceptable person under section 
46(1) of The Securities Act, 1966, who is a director, officer or 
employee of the company on whose affairs he is reporting or 
of an affiliated company or who is a partner, employer, 
employee, or associate of any such director, officer or employer.

The above Corporation has applied to the Commission 
under the provisions of Section 20 of ‘The Securities Act for 
exemption from the provisions of Sections 6 and 35. ‘These 
are the Sections which provide for registration for trading in 
securities and for the filing of prospectuses. 

The Corporation is a public company chartered by 
Parliament in 1959. All of the shares (with the exception of 
Directors’ qualifying shares) are owned by Canadian chartered 
banks and the Directors are all senior officers of one or other 
of the chartered banks. The business of the Corporation 
involves borrowing from banks and others and the lending 
of this money to persons engaged in the export business. 
All of the Corporation’s loans are guaranteed by a chartered 
bank and are either insured or guaranteed under the Export 
Credits Insurance Act administered by officials of the Federal 
Government. The notes of the Corporation are sold almost 
exclusively through money market dealers to residents of 
Canada and the United States. From time to time the 
Corporation also sells direct to large investors. The notes 
issued by the Corporation are usually in units of $1,000,000, 
but sometimes smaller notes are issued. It will be obvious 
that these notes of the Corporation are acquired by investors 
who are fully conversant with the type of security which the 
notes represent. 

The Corporation would not be required to issue a 
prospectus or to register so long as its notes were sold only 
through registered dealers and for terms not longer than one 
year. From time to time, however, as already mentioned, 
the Corporation does issue notes direct to investors, both

within and out of Canada and the Corporation desires to be 
able to continue this business without complying with the 
formalities of registration as salesmen or the filing of a 
prospectus. 

It is the opinion of the Commission that in view of the 
type of business being conducted by the Corporation it would 
not be prejudicial to the public interest if sections 6 and 35 
did not apply to any of the transactions and notes of the 
Corporation. Accordingly an Order will be made to this 
effect upon the Corporation filing with the Commission a 
formal undertaking to advise the Commission if and when 
there is any change in the ownership of Export Finance 
Corporation of Canada Limited or in its control or in the 
nature of the business it transacts.

IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT

Hearings: December 9th, December 16th, 1966, 
and January 25th, 1967.

Mr. Musella obtained registration on May 28th, 1965, 
and on August 30th, 1966, this registration was transferred to 
a second employer. Subsequent to that date information was 
received from the former employer concerning the circum- 
stances under which a client of Mr. Musella’s had entered a 
contract a few days prior to his leaving their employ, the 
contract had been submitted by Mr. Musella as the basis for 
an immediate commission payment which in fact was made, 
Mr. Musella then terminated his employment, the client can- 
celled the contract and then entered a new contract with 
Mr. Musella’s present employer. Some ground existed for 
believing that Mr. Musella had sold the second contract even 
before his registration was transferred. The commission 
advanced was $121.00. Deducting some $24.84 the balance 
owing to his former employer was $96.16. 

The former employer wrote Mr. Musella on September 
26th, 1966, setting out these facts briefly and requesting 
payment of the balance. Mr. Musella replied by letter dated 
September 30th, denied the liability, but enclosed a series of 
twelve postdated cheques. 

Under normal circumstances we take no action on the 
simple ground that the salesman left owing money. This is 
a matter to be settled between the parties. However, when 
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some impropriety is made out as in the present case then 
ground for a hearing exists. Prima facie the client had been 
switched from one fund to the other to the detriment of the 
former employer. Although Mr. Musella was able to adduce 
evidence which cast the facts in a different light it did suggest 
that if he did not solicit or encourage the change actively it 
may fairly be concluded that he did nothing to prevent the 
change. 

Mr. Musella is articulate. He had no _ reasonable 
explanation for the cavalier manner in which he denied the 
debt while he acknowledged it through the series of postdated 
cheques. This can hardly be viewed as responsible conduct. 
He already received the commission from his former employer. 
He admitted that he received a second commission from his 
new employer. Having had the commissions twice he 
attempted to force the original employer to accept piecemeal 
payment over a twelve month period. 

An attempt was made to explore the depth of Mr. 
Musella’s understanding of the business in which he was 
engaged and the securities he was selling. The knowledge 
was superficial. 

Accepting the later evidence introduced by Mr. Musella 
concerning the possible confusion as to dates and circumstances 
no finding was made concerning the alleged switching. How- 
ever, Mr. Musella’s irresponsible attitude could not go without 
notice. At the conclusion of the hearing he agreed to make 
arrangements to repay his former employer the money he 
owed them. In addition he agreed to enroll in the Canadian 
Mutual Fund Course. His registration as a salesman was 
suspended for a period of forty-eight hours, being January 
30th and 31st, 1967, subject to the usual right of appeal to 
the full Commission. 

It has now been reported to me that Mr. Musella has 
lived up to his undertakings.

IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT

Hearings: January 7th and 16th, 1967.

This hearing flowed from an application made by 
Ronald Nudds, sponsored by I.0.S. of Canada Limited, for 
registration as a salesman. Mr. Nudds had held registration 
as a salesman from May 4th, 1959 until it was suspended by 
operation of law when he terminated his employment in July, 
1966. The only significant interruption was during 1965. 
The delay was occasioned when enquires were made concern- 
ing a specific contract. 

In light of the fact that the 1965 complaint was the first 
noted against Mr. Nudds, although the explanations left much 
to be desired the strong representations made by his former 
employer who was then seeking to re-hire him, swayed the 
balance in Mr. Nudds’ favour. Accordingly his registration 
was reinstated. A little under one year later the same 
employer discharged him for what they believed to be cause. 
With the exception of one call made to a residence with a 
salesman registered with his prospective employer under 
circumstances which in my view contravene subsection 1 of 
section 53 of The Securities Act, the matters to which we 
directed our attention all concerned contracts submitted by 
him to his last employer which resulted in his receiving an 
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advance on commissions where the alleged customer did not 
proceed with the contract. 

The situation is an unusual one in that the complainant 
is the former employer. There are no complaints from any of 
Mr. Nudds’ clients regarding the way he dealt with them. 
The inference that one may reasonably draw from the circum- 
stances surrounding the submission of the several contracts 
which resulted in Mr. Nudds being advanced commissions is 
that Mr. Nudds occasionally wrote a contract, accepting a 
cheque in payment, without making proper enquiries about 
the customer, and his ability or desire to pay. In each of the 
cases considered the customer did not proceed with the 
contract. In all but one case there was some question raised 
as to whether such an individual existed or, if they did exist, 
whether they had any serious intentions of making the invest- 
ment. In those latter cases it can hardly be said that the 
investment program was tailored to the needs of the client. 
In the other case, involving a doctor who was already a client 
Mr. Nudds, apparently in an effort to force a sale, got the 
doctor to sign a contract, made the initial payment under 
the contract himself, and when the client refused to proceed 
with the contract took advantage of the 30 day cancellation 
feature to rescind the contract, obtained possession of the 
cheque payable to the doctor and in order to obtain the 
return of his money Mr. Nudds endorsed the client’s name on 
the cheque and cashed it. In this way Mr. Nudds may be said 
to be merely receiving the return of his own money. However, 
the fact that his employer had been induced to advance money 
by way of commissions on the basis of the contract is not 
without significance. 

On August 31st, 1966, the applicant made an assignment 
under the Bankruptcy Act. The list of creditors is a reasonably 
long one and includes no less than three finance companies, 
two banks, the Department of National Revenue and a 
variety of other creditors. His former employer and its 
district manager also appear on this list. 

Mr. Nudds is personable. He no doubt was a good sales- 
man. It would appear that the questionable conduct has all 
been to the detriment of his former employer and not to his 


ly 


clients generally. Mr. Nudds made a written submission, 
which he elaborated upon during the hearing in which he 
suggested that if it were not for the money which he found it 
necessary to borrow from time to time from his employer and 
his manager it would not have been necessary for him to 
make an assignment in bankruptcy. 

This explanation is hardly credible. It was in his power 
to refuse the moves suggested to him and to terminate the 
employment. The purpose of the moves, which he suggested 
placed him further in debt, was the hope of making larger 
commissions. If under the pressure of mounting financial 
difficulties he felt it necessary to increase his volume of sales 
to the extent where he attempted to force a sale by making the 
first payment himself or submitting contracts against which he 
drew commissions without being reasonably assured as to the 
ability to pay of the persons with whom he was dealing he can 
hardly blame his employer for this. 

As a matter of principle, an undischarged bankrupt can 
hardly be viewed as a suitable person to deal with and advise 
the public as to their investments. The need for money 
evidenced by the resulting bankruptcy does nothing to allay 
the suspicions raised by the facts surrounding the contracts 
we examined, including the earlier one and the one involving 
the doctor. It must also be remembered in considering the 
latter that the commission advanced was greater than the 
first payment. It is most fortunate there is no evidence 
involving funds obtained from clients. On all the facts I am 
of the view that Ronald Nudds is not a fit person to hold 
registration and it will be cancelled.

INSIDER TRADING—PERSONS REQUIRED TO 
FILE IN MORE THAN ONE CAPACITY 


Where an individual is an “insider”? of a principal 
company by virtue of holding senior positions or being a 
director of more than one company, those other companies 
also being “‘insiders” of the principal company, he need 
only file one insider trading report setting out his holdings 
and changes in his holdings of the securities of the principal 
company in relation to which he is an insider. 

Some suggestion has been raised that he must file a 
separate report in each of the capacities which create him an 
insider. It is sufficient in response to Question 4 in both 
Form 14 and Form 15 if the individual describes the several 
capacities which require him to report as an insider. 


NEGATIVE REPORTS—NOT REQUIRED 


The Commission does not interpret section 109 as 
requiring insiders who do not hold shares in the principal 
company to file negative or “‘nil’’ reports. 


PROPOSED POLICY CHANGE 
CONSENTS TO TRANSFER WITHIN ESCROW 


Since our decision in Consolidated Manitoba Mines 
Limited and Great Basin Metal Mines Limited (O.S.C. 
Bulletin, December, 1966, at page 5) The Securities Act, 
1966, has been proclaimed and is now fully in force. On 
considering requests for transfers within the escrow of numbers 
of shares of mining companies issued for properties which 
are sufficiently large to materially affect control the Com- 
mission has concluded that it would be inequitable to permit 
the sale and transfer of those shares unless a similar offer is 
made to all the shareholders of the offeree company. 
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The Commission is of the view that where an offer to 
purchase is made to the holders of escrowed shares a similar 
offer should be made to all shareholders following the standards 
of disclosure and the conditions laid down for take-over bids 
in Part IX of The Securities Act, 1966. If the offer is made 
generally in accordance with these standards the Commission 
is prepared to consent to such transfers within escrow as are 
necessary to permit the offers being taken up. 

The Commission has embarked upon a review of its 
policies regarding vendor consideration, escrowing, under- 
writing and price spreads. The policy enunciated above is 
an interim measure which will be reviewed in relation to all 
of these policies. 


“UNDERTAKINGS—EXTRA PROVINCIAL 
COMPANIES 


The Commission has instructed the Registrar not to 
issue a receipt for a prospectus relating to the proposed 
offering of equity securities until undertakings have been 
received satisfying the requirements of section 106 in Part 2G 
section 117 in Part XI and section 132 in Part XII of The 
Securities Act, 1966 and the regulations made thereunder 
relating to proxies and proxy solicitations, insider trading 
reports and financial disclosure.”

The above person, formerly registered as a securities 
salesman, was charged upon two counts of theft of certain 
sums of money from his former employer, a registrant under 
The Securities Act. 

This case was tried before His Worship, Magistrate L. C. 
Kurata, Q.C., at Magistrates’ Court, Old City Hall, Toronto, 
on April 20th, 1967. 

Upon pleas of guilty to both counts of theft, His Worship 
suspended the passing of sentence and released the accused 
on probation for a period of one year on each count, to run 
concurrently.

The accused, Roger Thomas Hanson, a Securities 
salesman, received a sum of money from a customer and failed 
to account for it to his employer, an investment dealer. ‘To 
cover up his failure to account, the accused prepared and 
delivered false confirmations. Prior to his trial, the accused 
made full restitution, 


The accused was charged with fraudulently failing to 
account for a sum of money contrary to Section 276 of The 
Criminal Code (Canada); with two counts of forgery con- 
trary to Section 309(1) of The Criminal Code (Canada); 
and with three counts of uttering forged confirmations 
contrary to Section 311(1) of The Criminal Code (Canada). 


The accused pleaded guilty to the charge of theft and to 
one charge of uttering before His Worship Magistrate R. C. 
Taylor at Magistrate’s Court, Old City Hall, Toronto, on 
April 28th, 1967. The other charges were withdrawn. 
The accused had no previous criminal record. Sentence 
was suspended and the accused placed on probation for 
twelve months. 


Note: The registration of Roger Thomas Hanson as a sales- 
man under The Securities Act, R.S.O. 1960, c. 363 
was cancelled on June 8th, 1966 following a hearing 
before the Director reported in the Bulletin, July- 
August 1966 at p. 14.

On January 4th, 1967, J. F. Simard Company Limited 
and Bernard Cardinal were convicted upon pleas of guilty, 
of unlawful trading in Magistrate’s Court at Cornwall. Mr. 
Cardinal was convicted of selling securities without registra- 
tion. J. F. Simard Company Limited were convicted of 
being a party to that offence. Mr. Cardinal was fined $100 
plus costs while the company was fined $200 plus costs. 
During January, 1967, a member of our audit staff examined 
the records of the company as at December 31st, 1966, and 
reported the results to me. 


In August, 1966 an application was received from 
J. F. Simard Company Limited to amend its registration as a 
non-member investment dealer to reflect the appointment 
of Roger Simard as President in the place of his father, J. F. 
Simard, and Mr. Andre Pallascio as Vice-President rather 
than Managing Director. In addition, recognition was 
sought as a trading officer for Mr. Bernard Cardinal, C.A. 


Mr. Cardinal is known to us as a public accountant in 
practice in Cornwall, Ontario. Financial statements certified 
by him have been and continue to be accepted for filing. At 
one time he held registration with J. F. Simard Company 
Limited as a salesman but this registration lapsed on March 
31st, 1963. The facts demonstrate that subsequent to that 
time Mr. Cardinal continued to hold himself out as a rep- 
resentative of the Simard firm. The conviction involves the 
sale of mutual fund securities to some ten individuals, mainly 
his accounting clients, subsequent to the lapse of registration. 
For this service he was paid the usual commissions by the 
firm. In addition, he has admitted trading in exempt 
securities, this involving his purchase on occasion from the 
Simard firm as a principal with the re-sale of the securities at a 
mark-up. 

J. F. Simard Company Limited have held registration as 
a non-member Investment Dealer for many years. As 
reported in the Ontario Securities Commission Bulletin in 
November, 1961, the company was the subject of disciplinary 
action. The registration, cancelled by the late Chairman, was 
reinstated by the full Commission on appeal. At this point in 
time the moving force behind the company was its founder, 
Mr. J. F. Simard. During the period with which our investiga- 
tion staff was concerned, the father was in the process, seem- 
ingly, of taking a less active role which culminated in his 
resignation from the firm last summer. Thus, in reaching 
my conclusions, I have not weighed the previous disciplinary 
action against the present management. 


During the course of the hearing some effort was made to 
justify the conduct of Mr. Cardinal and Mr. Simard as regards 
the unlawful trading. It should be clearly noted that there 
was no suggestion of any fraud in the dealings with these clients, 
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nor is there any suggestion that the clients suffered through 
having dealt with this unregistered salesman. The conclusion 
I reached as a result of hearing what was said was that neither 
Messrs Simard, Mr. Pallascio, nor Mr. Cardinal seemed to 
be aware of the fundamental sections of The Securities Act 
which regulate the conduct of salesmen. The attitude 
evidenced, as well as the lack of knowledge, led me to the 
conclusion that the fines, which in the end result amount only 
to retroactive licence fees, have not served to bring home to 
Mr. Simard and his associates the seriousness with which we 
view these laws. None of those present, for instance, were 
aware of the specific circumstances under which it is possible 
for a salesman to telephone to or call at the residence of a 
prospect for the purpose of trading in securities. 


Since they are not members of the Ontario District of ‘The 
Investment Dealers’ Association of Canada, it was necessary 
that the firm be granted special recognition. From the file 
it is apparent that this special recognition was predicated on 
the fact that the major portion of the firm’s business had been 
devoted to the underwriting of securities issued by small 
municipalities and separate school boards. Indeed, the 
representation which swayed the Commission in reinstating 
the company’s registration in 1961 was that with this firm out 
of existence one of the few active underwriters of small school 
board and municipal issues would be removed. Our auditor’s 
report indicates that this still remains a major portion of the 
company’s business. 


An entirely new facet was added to the business when, 
according to Mr. Simard, they purchased a seat on the 
Canadian Stock Exchange. No application has been made to 
us reflecting the firm’s membership in the Canadian Stock 
Exchange. In particular, the application of September 20th, 
1966, setting out the change of officers with which we are 
presently concerned does not disclose the fact in response to 
question 8 which asks it. While our audit report reveals that 
something less than 10% of the value of the firm’s trading in 
1966 involve agency transactions through the Canadian 
Stock Exchange there were, during the period July 1st to 
December 31st, 1966, 895 stock transactions as opposed to 
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672 bond transactions and 218 mutual fund trades. In 
addition, the character of the company’s business has changed 
since, in effect, as a broker it carries accounts on margin. 
Investment dealers do not carry margin accounts. The 
question of whether the firm is more properly a broker-dealer 
has been reserved. 


Dealing with the registration of J. F. Simard Company 
Limited as a non-member Investment Dealer, since the 
applicants appeared most anxious to have the issue resolved on 
the date of the hearing, I gave judgment at its conclusion with 
the assurance that these written reasons would follow. Subse- 
quent to the lapse of Mr. Cardinal’s registration, the yellow 
pages of the Cornwall telephone book gave the company name 
under Mr. Cardinal’s address and telephone number. During 
part of this period, Mr. Cardinal displayed in front of his 
premises a sign indicating that they were the business premises 
of J. F. Simard Company Limited. During December, 1965 
the advertisements which led to the complaint from which 
the prosecution flowed were placed in the Standard-Freeholder 
of Cornwall by Mr. Cardinal in the firm’s name, as Investment 
Dealers, giving Mr. Cardinal’s address and telephone number 
in Cornwall and describing the company, among other things, 
as the distributors of a mutual fund. No reasonable explana- 
tion was offered for any of this conduct. The best that can be 
said is that the trading officials and prospective trading officials 
of this registrant were completely ignorant of the law. While 
I cannot accede to the recommendation of staff counsel that 
the conduct is so blatant as to warrant cancellation of the 
registration, the ignorance displayed, and such it appears to be, 
cannot be condoned. As noted above, the fines imposed 
are no more than ex post facto registration fees. In order to 
bring home the duty this dealer owes through the Commission 
to the public an order issued suspending the registration of 
J. F. Simard Company Limited for one week effective March 
13th, 1967. Prior to March 13th, an appeal was taken from 
this decision and this order has been stayed by the Commission 
pending the disposition of that appeal. 


Dealing with the positions of Roger Simard and Andre 
Pallascio in the present amended application the ignorance 
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displayed led me to conclude that if they are to continue in the 
securities business they should demonstrate no less high a 
standard of knowledge than that which the Commission 
requires from their salesmen. Accordingly, the reinstatement 
of their recognition as trading officers of this company was 
conditioned upon proof of their having enrolled in The 
Canadian Securities Course. Presumably, since the suspension 
itself is to be reviewed, these conditions also will be considered 
by the Commission on the appeal. 


As to Mr. Bernard Cardinal, Mr. Cardinal has been and 
continues to practice his profession as a public accountant. 
When advised that Commission policy requires those who 
obtain registration either as salesmen or as a trading officer of 
a dealer to devote their full time to their chosen field, Mr. 
Cardinal, in effect, abandoned his application. It would 
appear that what had been contemplated was that Mr. 
Cardinal, on a part-time basis, would be the manager of the 
Simard company’s Cornwall branch. Although the applica- 
tion describes him as the company’s treasurer, he would not 
be required to attend on any continuing basis at the company’s 
head office in Ottawa. Indeed, it was not intended that he 
should doso. Certainly it is clear that had Mr. Cardinal wished 
to pursue the application for recognition, it could only have 
been conditioned on his successfully completing The Canadian 
Securities Course. In this connection, I note that those 
passing the Canadian Securities Course are required to study 
the securities laws of the province in which they reside. The 
application made to have Bernard Cardinal recognized as a 
trading officer will therefore be refused since he is unwilling 
to devote his full time to this occupation. 


As to Phillippe Plouffe, Mr. Plouffe has been with the 
Simard company since 1965 as its secretary. He has no 
previous experience in the securities business. The application 
made on his behalf for recognition as a trading officer will be 
refused until such time as proof is supplied that he has enrolled 
in The Canadian Securities Course. I was advised that Mr. 
Plouffe does not normally deal with the public, but that the 
status was being requested merely to enable him to accept 
orders rather than solicit orders. I have suggested that the 
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company may wish to make application, after the new Act 
comes fully into force on May 1st next, for recognition of Mr. 
Plouffe as a “non-trading’” employee under subsection 1 of 
section 19 of The Securities Act, 1966. 


At the present time no appeal has been filed from this 
decision so far as it affects Mr. Cardinal or Mr. Plouffe. 
However, the time for appeal has not yet lapsed.

In the case of Arrow Petroleums Limited, a substantial 
amount of new equity capital will be injected into the company. 
In the case of McManus Motors Limited, the amount of the 
proposed floating charge debentures to be issued will be 
reduced to an amount sufficient to pay off the sinking fund 
debentures maturing December 15th, 1967. Mr. H. J. 
McManus, Sr. will guarantee the retirement of the latter 
debentures by the company out of the proceeds of the present 
issue. 

Under these circumstances, the Commission is prepared 
to accept the amended prospectuses from the applicant com- 
panies and the decision of the Director is amended to permit 
these prospectuses to be accepted for filing as of the 17th of

Both Arrow Petroleums Limited and McManus Motors 
Limited are effectively controlled by the McManus family of 
London, Ontario. During the course of these combined 
hearings I had the benefit of the evidence of Mr. H. J. 
McManus, Senior, with Mr. H. J. McManus, Jr. also being 
present. 

For some years Mr. McManus, Sr. has followed a policy 
of incorporating a company as the basis for a new business, 
subscribing for a relatively small number of shares, and 
financing the company by way of private loans from the banks 
and family resources. As a next step he has filed and obtained 
registration as a security issuer for the company concerned, 
with the object of selling debt securities to the public. The 
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proceeds of these loans from the public have been used in the 
past largely to retire the commitments to the private lenders. 

In the past the Commission has had to consider this 
activity in relation to Hotel London Limited and Arrow 
Petroleums Limited. During the present hearings we were 
concerned with McManus Motors Limited, a company which 
has not found it necessary to make a filing since November, 
1958. 

Dealing firstly with Arrow Petroleums Limited, this 
company was incorporated on March 31st, 1964. It is the 
base of a rapidly expanding wholesale and retail petroleum 
business. ‘The draft prospectus aims at offering an unspecified 
face value amount of 7% floating charge debentures for the 
purpose of repaying outstanding liabilities, general corporate 
purposes, and expansion of the company’s existing business. 

From the evidence, it is perfectly clear that approximately 
$180,000 is required to make up the deficiency in working 
capital. An additional $300,000 must be found by February 
1st, 1968 to retire a bank loan of $300,000. An examination 
of the comparative earnings statements and the other financial 
information available gives serious concern as to whether the 
earnings, together with other resources of the company, are 
sufficient to accomplish the objects described in the prospectus. 
Coupled with this must be taken Arrow Petroleums inability 
to say with any certainty how much money it will be able to 
raise through the sale of debentures when the bank loans 
become due next February. 

The staff took the position, with which I entirely agree, 
that in the absence of an underwriting assuring the company 
of this money, some other form of arrangement must be made 
to ensure that the company will continue to receive the funds 
necessary to its operations. The cash flow, while admittedly 
being substantially larger during the past year, is not as yet 
sufficient to carry the operation. Mr. McManus, Sr. found 
himself unable to concede the necessity for some protection by 
way of trust deed and trust funds or underwriting. In my 
view disclosure is not sufficient. ‘This filing is refused under 
section 44(1) (c) on the grounds that there is no assurance that 
the proceeds from the sale of these securities will be sufficient 
to accomplish the objects indicated in the prospectus. 
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The McManus Motors Limited filing is simpler, in that 
the real purpose of the filing is to retire approximately $200,000 
in 5% and 6% sinking fund debentures due December 15th, 
1967. It is noteworthy, as with other of the McManus’ com- 
panies, that no sinking fund has been established as such. 
The situation is substantially similar to that found in Arrow 
Petroleums. There is no underwriting, no provisions made 
for a trust, nor is there any suggestion that a trustee will be 
appointed to look after the interest of the holders of the 
approximately $600,000 in floating charge debentures which 
it is hoped to market. The draft prospectus for McManus 
Motors Limited will be refused on the same general ground as 
that for Arrow Petroleums Limited. 

During the course of these hearings it was urged that to 
refuse the filings would not give proper regard to the business 
experience of Mr. McManus and the respect with which he is 
held in the London business community. ‘This argument 
would perhaps be a stronger one if the financing were being 
done through an underwriting by the McManus’ interest, or 
if the McManus’ interest, in fact, acted as a guarantor for the 
loans. It is noteworthy, and indeed Mr. McManus, Sr. 
emphasized the fact, that all of the equity in these two ventures 
is held by the McManus family. ‘The amount of their interest 
in dollars, apart from the undoubted energy and business 
experience of Mr. McManus, is substantially less than the 
amounts of money these companies have borrowed, both 
privately and from the public. It is because of this relatively 
small equity that the new asset coverage of both ventures is 
substantially below the normal 2) to 3 times asset coverage 
considered equitable. However, I have not found it neces- 
sary to delve further into this aspect for the purpose of this 
decision. It is a matter which properly could be the basis of 
concern since it may be considered that the potential profit to 
the McManus’ interests is unconscionable in relation to the 
risk the public are being asked to assume.

Mr. Murdock obtained registration as a salesman on 
October 29th, 1964. The application contained the usual 
question, 


“Has the applicant been charged, indicted or 
convicted under any law of any province, state or 
country, or are there any proceedings now pending 
that may lead to any indictment, conviction or 
injunction other than as disclosed in item 4? (Answer 
“Ves” or “No”. If affirmative, give particulars.) 
(Note that this question refers to all other laws, 
e.g. criminal, immigration, customs, liquor control, 
etc. of any province, state or country in any part of 
the world.)”’ 


In response to this question Mr. Murdock replied, 
“TRAFFIC VIOLATION CARELESS DRIVING 1963.” 


On the basis of Mr. Murdock’s sworn statement that 
these and the other answers in his application were true the 
registration was granted. At this time Mr. Murdock was 30 
years of age. 

On October 28th, 1964, Mr. Murdock together with a 
number of other applicants appeared before the Registration 
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Officer, T. T. Birkett. Since this is a most important question 
Mr. Birkett, during the course of the discussion period, 
explained the meaning of this question in a clear and com- 
prehensive manner. Those wishing to change their answers 
were invited to remain behind. Following well established 
practice, the fact of the interview, its date, and the fact that 
question 5 was specifically explained to Mr. Murdock, was 
noted on his file. Mr. Murdock did not elect to remain 
behind. 


Applications are not delayed pending the return of our 
routine police checks. The honest applicant does not suffer 
delay in order that we might screen out the rare exception. 
Mr. Murdock obtained the benefit of this policy on October 
29th, 1964, the day following his interview when he was 
granted registration. For the most of this time he has been 
employed by broker-dealer registrants specializing in the sale 
of highly speculative securities through the use of the long 
distance telephone. 


In the present case our routine system failed to uncover 
Mr. Murdock’s criminal record immediately. Indeed it was 
over two years later that information received led to further 
enquiries. Mr. Murdock, when asked about the record, filed 
an affidavit of explanation in which he admitted difficulties 
at the times, in the places and under the circumstances which 
resulted in three convictions. On the first of these, involving 
theft, no doubt because he was then eighteen years old, he was 
given a suspended sentence. Less than two months later, 
having gone from Toronto to Vancouver, he was sentenced to 
2 months in jail less 2 days for taking an automobile without 
the owner’s consent. Just over two years later, now twenty 
years old, he was convicted of theft in North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan and sentenced to 2 months in jail with hard 
labour. 


As to each of these convictions Mr. Murdock swore in his 
affidavit, and affirmed in his evidence before me, that he was 
not aware that he had been convicted of these criminal 
offences. He adds in each case that not only was he not 
guilty of the offence with which he had been charged but that 
had he had counsel he would have been found not guilty. 
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He admitted having spent time in jail. One would be naive 
indeed to accept the explanations that he was unaware that he 
had been either charged or convicted in those three cases. 


Mr. Murdock made some attempt to negate the steps 
taken by Mr. Birkett in explaining question 5 to applicants. 
He stated that the question was never explained. He then 
offered to call the evidence of another registered salesman, 
John Burgess, whom he alleged was present during the pre- 
registration interview. Mr. Burgess, he alleged, would 
corroborate his evidence that no explanations were offered by 
Mr. Birkett. 

Mr. Birkett was called and gave sworn evidence regarding 
the procedure he followed in processing this application. 
Mr. Murdock had stated that Mr. Burgess and he attended at 
the Commission offices and submitted their applications at the 
same time. Before calling Mr. Burgess we reviewed Mr. 
Burgess’s file, discovered that while Mr. Burgess had obtained 
registration with the same employer as Mr. Murdock initially, 
and is presently registered with another broker-dealer who 
also was Mr. Murdock’s employer, his application had been 
submitted several days prior to that of Mr. Murdock. Mr. 
Burgess was interviewed on October 22nd, 1964. He re- 
mained behind and made a written correction to his answer to 
question 5. The change did not affect his fitness for registra- 
tion and Mr. Burgess was granted registration on the same day. 
With these times established Mr. Murdock’s counsel did not 
elect to call Mr. Burgess as a witness on Mr. Murdock’s behalf. 

From the evidence I am of the view that the answers 
given by the registrant in 1964 were wilfully false. Corrobora- 
tion lies in the deliberate attempt made to mislead the staff 
and myself during the course of these proceedings. The 
registration has been cancelled. Mr. Bender is instructed to 
consider the facts further.

Statement of Commission Policy 


APPLICATIONS FOR ORDER FOR OMISSION 
OF SALES OR GROSS OPERATING REVENUE— 
CANADA CORPORATIONS— 

SECTION 21(3)—THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966. 


The Canada Corporations Act (sec. 117(1)), the 
Ontario Corporations Act (sec. 84(3) ) and the Ontario 
Securities Act (sec. 121(3) ) all contain provisions where- 
by companies may be allowed to omit sales or gross 
operating revenue from financial statements, which would 
otherwise require their inclusion, if such disclosure would 
be detrimental to the interests of the company (‘‘unduly 
detrimental’? in the latter two Acts). The Canada 
Corporations Act provides for an ex parte application by 
the company to a judge of the Supreme Court of Ontario; 
the Ontario Corporations Act provides for an application 
to a judge of the Supreme Court of Ontario on notice to 
the Ontario Securities Commission. ‘The Securities Act, 
which governs Canada and extra-provincial companies 
listed on The Toronto Stock Exchange, provides for such 
an order to be made by the Ontario Securities Commis- 
sion. This involves two applications in the case of Canada 
Corporations listed on The Toronto Stock Exchange. 


In the interests of uniformity of practice and of con- 
venience to the profession, the Ontario Securities Commis- 
sion suggests that if an application is to be made to the 
Supreme Court of Ontario under the Canada Corporations 
Act the solicitors for the applicant might follow the practice 
under the Ontario Corporations Act and give notice of 
such application to the Ontario Securities Commission. 
If this were to be done and an exemption order granted 
by the Court, the Ontario Securities Commission would 
be prepared to issue an order in similar terms without any 
further hearing.

AYLESWORTH, J. A.: (Orally, at the conclusion of the 


argument) 


This is an appeal under section 29 of ‘The Securities Act 
1966 from a decision of the Ontario Securities Commission 
dated 23rd February of this year confirming an order of Mr. 
H. S. Bray, Director under the Act, cancelling the registration 
of the appellant Southern Brokerage and Holding Company 
Inc. as a securities adviser. 


We are grateful to counsel both for the appellant and for 
the respondent for most helpful submissions upon the points 
in issue and the aid thus obtained by the Court from counsel 
has enabled us to bring the matter into focus and to render our 
decision without further consideration. 

In our opinion, the appeal fails. In order to succeed 


upon an appeal brought under the relevant provisions of the — 


statute, the appellant must demonstrate error in principle by the 
commission in the decision it has made or perhaps as a facet 


of the same obligation, demonstrate a clear misapprehension by the 
commission of the facts with which it had to deal upon its— 
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review. Further than that and assuming that in such an 
appeal to us, the appellant has demonstrated error in principle 
or such misapprehension of the facts, it remains for the appel- 
lant to satisfy this Court upon this Court’s view of the facts 
before the Commission that the order made by the Commission 
should not have been made. 


In the instant appeal none of these prerequisites for success 
in this Court have been demonstrated. We do not think it 
helpful to engage upon nor do we engage upon any review of 
the pertinent facts which were exhaustively dealt with by 
counsel. Suffice it to say that in our view the article com- 
plained of in the publication of the appellant dealt with 
several matters important to an interested reader of the 
publication—I am referring only to the references in the 
publication to the Chipman Lake undertaking—as though 
many possibilities or potentialities which confronted the 
concern being dealt with were indeed results actually obtained 
and were accomplished facts. In many respects this was not 
so and the material before the Commission and before us 
amply demonstrates that such is the case. To deal with these 
potentialities or possibilities as accomplished facts, in our 
view, was irresponsible conduct on the part of the appellant amply 
warranting the decision reached by the Commission. No claim in 
this Court by the respondent is made as to costs. The matter 
being in many respects of first instance in view of the enact- 
ment of what is now the Securities Act 1966, the Court in 
any event would have been inclined to make no order as to 
costs and accordingly no order is made as to costs of this 
appeal.

REGINA vs. JOHN ARTHUR MacDONALD 


MacDonald convicted after trial before a County Court 
jury presided over by His Honour, Judge Moore at Toronto 
on May 5th of defrauding a Toronto resident of $9,920 for 
shares in Atlantic Distillers Limited. He was sentenced to 
one year in jail. 

The investigation was conducted by H. C. McGuire of 
the Commission’s staff. The fraud involved advertising in 
Ontario daily newspapers for partners ‘‘with part or all of 
$125,000 for participation in distillery business.” 


REGINA ex rel SMITH vs. GEORGE KELLER 


After a plea of guilty on June 6th, 1967, was fined $300.00 
or 60 days on a charge of furnishing false information to the 
Commission in a prospectus of Boston Molybdenum Mines 
Limited. 


REGINA ex rel CROWE vs. PATRICK SHERIDAN 


After an appeal by way of trial de novo before His Honour 
Judge MacRae at Toronto on charges of unlawful trading in 
shares of St. Lucie Explorations Limited and filing a false 
prospectus for St. Lucie His Honour allowed the appeal and 
quashed the conviction finding the proceedings had been insti- 
tuted after the statutory limitation had expired. 


REGINA vs. MICHAEL MEYER RUSH, 
MANUEL BRITSTONE, ROBERT COLUCCI, AND 
JOSEPH S. WILLIAMS 


Charged on June 21st under section 408 of Criminal 
Code with conspiracy to defraud the public of $100,000,000 
more or less, and conspiracy to effect an unlawful purpose, 
to wit, to trade in securities without registration pursuant to 
the Ontario Securities Act.

Application was made on behalf of the insiders of The 
British American Oil Company Limited (B.A.) pursuant to 
section 116 of The Securities Act, 1966, for an order exempting 


all of the insiders of B.A. excepting the directors and senior 


officers of the company itself from the reporting requirements 


_ of Part XI of the Act. With reference to this limited group, 


some of whom were participating in an employee stock pur- 
chase plan, they requested permission to report the purchases 
under that plan only annually instead of monthly, because of 
the administrative problems involved in monthly reporting. 
Since the Commission had previously ruled in Inter-Provincial 
Pipe Line Company that such purchase plan did not have the 
same significance as market trading, the latter request was 
granted without detailed discussion. 


The problems raised in the general request proved 
interesting and of some considerable importance. 


B.A. is wholly controlled by Gulf Oil Corporation of 


Pennsylvania through its ownership of approximately 68% 
|of the issued capital stock of B.A. As well as B.A. “Gulf 


controls some 140 subsidiaries throughout the world and 
'directly and indirectly is involved in numerous joint ventures 


and partnerships. B.A. itself has some 75 controlled sub- 
sidiaries, including Royalite Oil Company Limited and 
Shawinigan Chemicals Limited. Gulf is clearly an “insider” 
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within the meaning of section 108(1) (c) (ii). Its directors 
and senior officers are insiders of B.A. by virtue of section 
108(2) (a). By the combined operation of section 1(2), 
1(4) and 1(7) the 140 subsidiaries of Gulf, as well as their 
directors and senior officers are insiders of B.A.; and so also, 
and for the same reason are the 75 subsidiaries of B.A., as well 
as their directors and senior officers. 


While regulation 58 provides that Gulf itself may file as 
the corporate insider of B.A. on behalf of all the affiliates 
this still leaves the problem of the directors and senior officers 
of this complex of companies scattered over the face of the 
globe, the majority of whom are no doubt quite unaware of 
the existence of the Ontario Securities Act, let alone the fact 
that they are insiders of B.A. and accordingly required to 
report their holdings of shares of that company pursuant to 
section 109 of the Act. Leaving to one side the question of 
enforceability, we feel that it would be quite unreasonable to 
expect all of them to do so. 


Clearly the purpose of the legislation is to bring to the 
attention of the public the view that those in a position to 
know most about a company’s affairs take of the company’s 
shares at the particular prices at which they are then trading. 
This being so, common sense dictates that in the complex of 
companies there are only certain groups of individuals who are 
privy to what might be viewed as executive or policy knowl- 
ledge which would affect their market decisions. On Mr. 
Macdonald’s evidence this interchange between B.A. and 
its affiliates would be confined to Gulf, Royalite and Shawi- 
nigan Chemicals. Accordingly, we have granted an exemp- 
tion from the reporting requirements of Part XI to all of the 
insiders of B.A. excepting the directors and senior officers of 
B.A. itself, Gulf and its directors and senior officers, Royalite 
and its directors and senior officers and Shawinigan and its 
directors and senior officers.

Reeves Macdonald Mines Limited, a federal company 
whose executive offices are in Vancouver, made application 
under section 103, section 116 and section 131 of The Securi- 
ties Act, 1966, for orders exempting it from the proxy and 
proxy solicitation requirements of Part X, the requirement 
that their insiders report their holdings pursuant to Part XJ, 
and the financial reporting requirements of Part XII. The 
shares of the company are listed on both the Toronto and the 
Vancouver Stock Exchanges. The basis for the application 
appeared to be that there are but fifty Ontario shareholders, 
relatively little trading in the securities of the company in 
Ontario, and that the company whose profits are down con- 
siderably, considers the requirements onerous. 


The fact that the company considers the requirements 
onerous does not provide a basis for granting an exemption. 
The theory of disclosure in these Parts of the Act is not related 
to the original distribution of shares but rather is concerned 
with the public who have bought and still hold securities and 


who should receive continuing and timely information 


regarding the company. The size of the company or the 


_ number of its shareholders or the possible inconvenience to its 


staff do not in themselves constitute a basis upon which to 
grant an exemption from the requirements of Parts X, XI 
and XII of the Act. It is true that the number of Ontario 
shareholders is small, but nevertheless each of them is entitled 
to disclosure from the Company as if there were many more, 
and therefore the applications are refused, save that the 
company is exempt from filing in 1967 only, the interim 
financial statement required by section 129(1).

E. H. Pooler & Company Limited, on behalf of Martin 
Hirshorn as to one-third and D. Lough, F. Groleau, J. H. 
Seguin, and W. R. L. Torrance jointly as to the remaining 
two-thirds entered an underwriting agreement with Consoli- 
dated Montclerg Mines Limited. Subsequently Mr. ‘Torrance 
retired from the picture with his interest being assumed by 
Messrs. Lough, Groleau and Seguin. The underwriter pur- 
chased some 800,000 shares from the company under the 
agreement. These were divided between the Hirshorn and 
the joint accounts. Primary distribution took place through 
the use of a prospectus. 


During the period the prospectus of February 25th, 1966, 
was effective Mr. Pooler’s firms executed a substantial number 
of purchases and sales for these accounts. The Hirshorn 
account records the purchases of 266,666 shares from the 
company treasury, 348,203 shares from the public, with sales 
amounting to 557,887 shares leaving a balance of 56,982 
shares in the account. Under similar circumstances there are 
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some 117,624 shares in the joint account. Application was 
made pursuant to section 59(1) for a ruling that the sale of the 
shares by any of these parties from these accounts would 
constitute primary distribution to the public. 


It was conceded that much of the buying resulted from 
market maintenance. On behalf of Mr. Hirshorn however, 
it was submitted that some of his purchases were in the nature 
of investment rather than speculation or market maintenance 
and it was urged that shares so purchased have acquired the 
character of shares previously distributed to the public. It 
was also submitted that since far more than 800,000 shares had 
been sold for the accounts it would have been a simple matter 
of bookkeeping to record the sales in such a fashion so as to 
demonstrate that all of the shares purchased from the company 
treasury had been distributed. From the records available, the 
applicants were unable to show that at any particular point 
they had sold all of their shares, including those which they 
had added to the underwritten shares as a result of market 
maintenance. 


‘“We do not accept either of the above submissions. Our 
view is that the primary distribution of an issue to the public 
continues until the underwriter has sold (a) all of the shares 
he has taken down from the treasury and (b) all of the shares 
of that issue he has purchased—for whatever reason, be it 
market support, personal investment or any other reason— 
from the public. As to shares purchased for the purpose of 
market support, they obviously stand on the same footing in 
his hands as those he took down from the treasury but has 
not yet sold; he must therefore give to those he invites to buy 
them, the same protection, viz. a prospectus. As to shares 
claimed to have been purchased for reasons other than 
market support we think they should be treated as standing on 
the same footing. Because of the impossibility of distinguish- 
ing shares bought by an underwriter in a private capacity from 
those purchased by him for the purpose of market support, 
we do not think an underwriter engaged in primary distribu- 
tion can be heard to say that he purchased as a private 
investor and not as an underwriter distributing the issue. 
Where an underwriter in the course of primary distribution

buys shares for whatever reason this should be looked at as 
part of the overall operation and any sales from the block of 
shares in the underwriters hands be held to be distribution of 
shares not previously distributed and hence sales entitled to 
the protection of a prospectus. 


Applying this test we find that the shares in the hands of 
Martin Hirshorn, Donald Lough, Francis Groleau and 
Joseph Harry Seguin represent shares issued by a company 
and not previously distributed to the public. Accordingly 
any sale of them would constitute primary distribution to the 
public.

This matter came before the Commission by reason of a 


letter which it wrote to The Toronto Stock Exchange asking 
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the Exchange to discuss its proposed new schedule of com- 
missions to be charged on all business transacted on the 
Exchange. The authority of the Commission to take this 
action is found in the provisions of Section 139(2) of The 
Securities Act, 1966 which reads as follows: 


“139. (2) The Commission may, where it appears to it to 
be in the public interest, make any direction, order, 
determination or ruling, 


(a) with respect to the manner in which any 
stock exchange in Ontario carries on 
business; 


(b) with respect to any by-law, ruling, instruc- 
tion or regulation of any such stock 
exchange; 


(c) with respect to trading on or through the 
facilities of any such stock exchange or 
with respect to any security listed and 
posted for trading on any such stock ex- 
change; or 


(d) to ensure that companies whose securities 
are listed and posted for trading on any 
such stock exchange comply with this 
Act and the regulations.”’ 


This is a new provision in the law and since this is the first 
matter to come before the Commission under the new section 
it might be useful if the Commission were to set out its views 
on the arguments presented to it by counsel. 


Dealing first with the general intention of the section, 
The Toronto Stock Exchange suggested that the Commission 
should act under this section by means of private consultation 
with the Exchange when the Exchange was considering 
important matters of policy rather than by public hearings. 
The Commission does not agree with this interpretation of the 
legislation. 


In the first place, the language of the Act referred to 
above, does not provide that the Commission should consult 
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with and advise the Exchange. Secondly, it is the opinion of 
the Commission that the course suggested by the Exchange 
could involve the Commission in many of the day to day details 
of the administration of the Exchange which the Commission 
does not consider is its proper function. It is the Commission’s 
view that The Toronto Stock Exchange should continue to 
administer its affairs in the future as in the past. If, however, 
any of the actions of the Exchange appear to the Commission 
to be contrary to the public interest the Commission will ask 
the Exchange to explain the matter. This action might be 
taken by the Commission either on its own volition or as a 
result of representations received by it from members of the 
public. Such a hearing heing ipso facto, a matter concerning 
the public interest should be in public. It seems to the 
Commission that this procedure is preferable to any exercise 
by the Commission of its statutory authority in any informal 
or private manner. 


By the foregoing the Commission does not in any way 
suggest that there should be any interruption or diminution in 
the continuous exchange of information and discussion which 
has taken place in the past between the staffs of the Commission 
and the Exchange and such close co-operation between these 
staffs has and will continue to serve a very useful purpose in 
achieving strong administrative practices and policies. 


Turning to the question of the schedule of commission 
rates, it was the contention of the Exchange that while 
Exchange commissions were a matter of public interest, yet 
the Commission should not interfere with these rates unless 
the Commission was of the opinion that the proposed rates 
were “unconscionable”? or “‘oppressive”’. The Commission 
accepts the test proposed by its counsel that reasonableness of 
the proposed rates should he the criterion to be applied. 


In this case it is the opinion of the Commission that the 
Exchange has satisfactorily demonstrated the reasonableness of 
its proposed schedule of rates. "The material submitted by the 
Exchange shows that the cost of the operation of the Exchange 
and its members since the last rate increase was effected have 
materially increased. The material further shows that 
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improved services, both in the matters of research and the 
general handling of the business of the Exchange, have been 
installed at a considerable expense since its last increase. 
The Exchange filed material which showed that it had taken a 
period of actual operations and had recalculated what the 
commissions would have been on the business actually trans- 
acted during the period, if the new rate had been in force. 
This calculation shows that the increase in the overall com- 
mission costs would have been slightly less than 11 percent. 
The Ontario Securities Commission does not consider that such 
an increase, the first in many years, is unreasonable in the 


circumstances and so rules.

In May, 1966, advertisements appeared in Toronto 
newspapers inviting enquiries about membership in a club 
called The Sky Larks Society. The object of this club was 
said to be the acquisition of a used aircraft to be operated at 
cost for the benefit of the club’s members. Further enquiries 
were made about the nature of the club and we learned that 
the club was being promoted by Mr. Robert D. Roncarelli and 
Mr. John Wiser. Subsequently we learned that Mr. Harold 
N. Miller, President of Mount Royal Air services was giving 
technical advice to the club’s sponsors. The club received a 
good deal of publicity, including a small article in MacLean’s 
Magazine issue of August 6th, 1966. 


We were advised that application had been made for a 
Federal charter and by letter from the company’s Montreal 
solicitor we were informed The Sky Larks Society Inc. had 
been incorporated under Part II of the Canada Corporations 
Act as at May 12th, 1966. Its objects demonstrated that it was 
incorporated exclusively for educational and recreational 
purposes. It had no share capital. The public would 
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participate in its activities through memberships. In a com- 
pany such as this the memberships constitute the “security” 
being traded. The trading however would be exempted from 
the registration and filing provisions of The Securities Act by 
virtue of the combined effect of section 19(2)8 and section 41. 


In September we learned from the Air Transport Board 
that no application had been made to that Board for an opinion 
as to what status this company would have in purchasing and 
operating an aircraft in the fashion suggested by their adver- 
tising. Indeed, by letter dated September 22nd, 1966, we were 
advised by the Secretary of the Air Transport Board that they 
would require them to obtain a license as a commercial air 
service. In addition, there was no evidence that the company 
either had purchased or had an option on a specific aircraft. 
Without clearance from the Air Transport Board to operate a 
club, membership would be worthless. 


During the course of the hearing we received certain 
reassurances which are going to be confirmed by written under- 
takings. Todate approximately fifty memberships have been 
sold. ‘The funds are on deposit and intact in Montreal and 
Toronto. We are assured that these funds will not be 
touched until the minimum number of subscriptions neces- 
sary are obtained and clearance in principle has been received 
from the Air Transport Board. Mr. Miller assures us that the 
figures regarding the costs of acquiring, maintaining and 
operating an aircraft of the type specified in the advertising 
are reasonable. 


The clearance from the Air Transport Board is a condi- 
tion precedent to the feasibility of this scheme in Canada. 
Until the operation of an aircraft has been clarified, it is not 
in the public interest that this company should continue to 
enjoy the benefit of the exemption and accordingly it will be 
denied. In the event that their status can be cleared with the 
Air Transport Board, an application may be made to have this 
order rescinded. Before rescinding the order, however, I 
would require additional assurances regarding financial feasi- 
bility, including feasibility reports perhaps from someone, with 
the status and experience of Mr. Miller, and in addition, copies 
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of the information which it would then be proposed to supply 
to prospective members of the club and details of the trust 
arrangements made for the administration of the membership 
subscriptions until such time as sufficient funds were obtained 
to enable the club to operate. 


This order is, of course, subject to the usual right of appeal 
by way of a Hearing and Review by the full Commission.

Ernest Halpin holds registration as a salesman under ‘The 
Securities Act. Recently, during the course of a still current 
investigation, Mr. Halpin was questioned by our investigator 
as to the names of individuals from whom he received instruc- 
tions as to the opening and trading in a particular corporate 
client’s account. Mr. Halpin gave the investigator the names 
of now admitted non-existent persons. Subsequently he 
testified that his instructions had come from an individual who 
is well and unfavourably known to the Commission. 


A deliberate attempt was made to deceive the investigator. 
The person from whom Mr. Halpin received instructions was 
well known to Mr. Halpin. He is a former registrant whose 
registration was cancelled as a result of criminal misconduct 
for which he served a jail sentence. The individual with 
whom Mr. Halpin subsequently admitted dealing stated, in 
effect, that the fictitious name was used to conceal the fact 
that he opened and gave trading instructions on the account 
from Mr. Halpin’s then employer. This individual, formerly 
a writer himself, no doubt was known to Mr. Halpin during the 
period when Mr. Halpin was the editor and publisher of the 
Canadian Mines Chronicle and the news editor of the Bay 
Street Journal. 

Mr. Halpin was advised that I considered that this 
conduct affected his fitness for continued registration. He 


was also advised that I would afford him an opportunity to be 
heard on April 25th, 1967. He elected not to attend.

In considering the ramifications of Mr. Halpin’s conduct 
I do so without any real knowledge of the issues raised in the 
current investigation. In my view the attempt to deceive 
those conducting the investigation cannot be condoned and 
action cannot be deferred until the investigation is complete. 
The registration of Ernest Halpin as a salesman is now 
cancelled subject to the usual right of appeal.

The electronic arteries of the investment industry are the 
means of communication available to them. The obvious 
advantages also provide avenues of abuse which must be 
diligently guarded. For instance, steps should be taken to 
guard against the acceptance of fictitious orders since ficti- 
tious orders to purchase or sell may improperly affect the free 
market price of a security. Coupled with this we have noted 
the effect of the rapid dissemination of what proves to be false 
information which may be given an unwarranted credibility 
as a result of repetition by registrants. 


The Honourable Mr. Justice Kelly in his capacity as the 
Commissioner reporting on his investigation into the trading 
in the shares of Windfall Oils and Mines Limited devoted a 
chapter to ‘‘Rumours and Reports”. At page 88, he stated, 


‘In a free and open security market where prices 
are the result of investor decision to buy or to sell, 
knowledge of the changes in the affairs of a listed 
company is a major influence on price variation. 
Hence the desire to be informed as soon as possible of 
important changes keeps the investor vigilant for any 
sign which may indicate the advent of news. ‘This 
eagerness for news makes the broker and the investor 
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alike, in the absence of accurate information, recep- 
tive to any rumours concerning the listed company in 
which he may be interested. 


ce 


A rumour is a “‘current story passing from one 
person to another without any known authority for 
the truth of it”. There are certain characteristics 
about rumours and the attitude of people to them. 
The person who launches the rumour must have 
some interest in having it circulated; and there must 
be a probability, or at least a possibility, that it may 
be true. Also rumours travel faster when the subject 
matter has importance in the lives of the auditors, 
and their spread is accelerated when actual news 
about the matter is either lacking or ambiguous. It 
is also well known that a desire that it be true will 
widen its circulation, and that in passing from one 
person to another, it tends toexpand. It may gather 
authority from the alleged importance of its source 
and from the character of the person who passes 
it on. Finally its spread can seldom, if ever, be 
stopped or slowed down by a simple denial of its truth; 
and it will die only when it is superseded by an author- 
itative statement of the facts.” 


The Toronto Stock Exchange has met this challenge by 
what has been called their “timely disclosure” policy As a 
result rumour is not acceptable. To answer the rumour the 
Exchange requires an authoritative statement from the com- 
pany whose securities are the subject of listing. 


The Commission declared a policy regarding the use of 
information concerning mining and oil properties in its 
April, 1961, Bulletin when it set out detailed guidelines for 
registrants. While this policy was directed to reports, letters 
or other publications, it must be inferred that no lesser 
standard should apply to oral communication from a regi- 
strant to his clients. 


The present hearing resulted from an investigation into 
fictitious orders placed with member houses to purchase shares 
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of a speculative mining company. ‘This company was 
incorporated in Saskatchewan but has executive offices in 
Toronto. Its shares are listed on the Vancouver Stock 
Exchange. No less than thirteen Toronto brokers received 
such orders on the particular day. During the course of the 
enquiries it was learned that Mr. Donovan had, on the same 
day, placed an order to sell shares short for his own account. 
The order was placed through his employer. ‘This short sale 
would have been of substantial importance if Mr. Donovan had 
known that fictitious purchase orders were being placed. 
There is, however, no evidence to support such a theory. 


Mr. Donovan is employed in a branch office. ‘The order 
clerk at this office testified that he had received a telephone 
call from an individual whom he did not know and had never 
heard of that one of the promoters of the company had been 
arrested in Vancouver. When Mr. Donovan returned to the 
office the order clerk told him about the phone call. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Donovan placed the order to sell short. ‘The 
order was intercepted at the head office, referred to a super- 
visor, and in the end result was not executed. Instructions 
had gone to all salesmen, including Mr. Donovan, that the 
shares of this company were not to be recommended to clients 
and would not be acceptable for margin purposes. 


Why then should this order be a matter of concern? 
Certainly no public harm resulted. The order was not 
executed and accordingly was not reflected in the trading on 
the Vancouver Exchange. ‘The intervention of his supervisor 
saved Mr. Donovan from a further loss since the shares, rather 
than falling in price, rose shortly afterwards. The report 
regarding the promoter’s arrest was false. Mr. Donovan 
had attempted to act on false information. Mr. Donovan, 
without any enquiry, placed his short sale. He did not know 
the source of the information. 


Mr. Justice Kelly pointed up the fact that rumours gain 
authority from the alleged importance of their sources and 
from the character of the person who passes it on. When 
disseminated by registrants, notwithstanding the fact it may 
be clearly labelled as rumour, it gains credibility. Acting on

rumour similarly gives credence to it. This is but one short 
sale. Short selling from the east could give credence to a 
rumour in the west. The fact the spark was snuffed out 
before it could become flame speaks well for Mr. Donovan’s 
superiors. 


Was this isolated short sale serious or consequential in the 
light of all the facts? The answer obviously must now be 
“No”. The matter requiring comment is the irresponsibility 
demonstrated by this registrant in acting upon completely 
false information from an unknown source. Had there not 
been the spate of fictitious orders which led to the caution of 
superiors it is impossible to conjecture what the result of this 
and like conduct might have been. 


At the conclusion of the hearing, and after discussing the 
possible alternatives with counsel, I imposed a suspension of 
registration for the balance of that day. The penalty was 
nominal. However, in reviewing past events in the light of 
today’s circumstances, a reminder may not be necessary that 
high standards of care and responsible conduct is a require- 
ment for all registrants. Factual information upon which 
advice to clients may be based will become increasingly more 
available under the provisions of The Securities Act, 1966. 
Timely disclosure of facts must replace rumour. Registrants 
also have a duty to act responsibly in their own trading so as 
not to unwittingly assist those setting out to affect the market 
by spreading false information.

During the early evening of March 7th, 1967, a resident of 
Burlington received a telephone call at his home from Philip 
Gotleib, a salesman registered in the employ of James Stewart 
Limited, a broker-dealer. ‘The Burlington man’s previous 
connection with this broker-dealer was in 1964 when he had 
purchased shares of Ganda Silver Mines Limited as a result of 
the firm’s solicitation. Mr. Gotleib, after the usual question as 
to whether the Burlington man had received the firm’s 
literature about Kayjon Minerals Limited, told him that he 
should consider buying Kayjon shares because the company 
had just purchased a tin mine in Australia. When news of this 
acquisition was included in the literature the price of the shares 
would appreciate. ‘he prospect asked why the news could not 
be announced through the literature immediately and was told 
that it had to be approved by the Commission. 


The Burlington man did not purchase but in fact tele- 
phoned me the next day questioning the legality of the phone 
call and the representations made. His complaint was well 
founded. As a result investigation was instituted and the 
present proceedings resulted. 


Section 53(1) of The Securities Act, R.S.O. 1960, c. 363 
(re-enacted as section 67 of The Securities Act, 1966) prohibits

telephoning or calling at any residence for the purpose of 
trading in any security with any member of the public. Sub- 
section 2 contains a number of exceptions to that general 
prohibition. It states, 


‘““(2) Subsection 1 does not apply 


(a) where the person calls at or telephones to the 
residence, 


(i) of a close personal friend, a business 
associate or a customer with whom or on 
whose behalf the person calling or tele- 
phoning has been in the habit of trading 
in securities, or 


(ii) of a person who has requested in writing 
that information respecting a_ specific 
security be furnished him by the person 
so calling or telephoning, but in such case 
the person so calling or telephoning shall 
call or telephone only in reference to that 
security; or 


(b) to a trade in any security in respect of which 
registration is not required.” 


Mr. Gotlieb has held registration as a securities salesman 
for some time. His evidence was that his instructions to tele- 
phone this prospect came from Gordon Shear, a vice-president 
and director of James Stewart Limited. It was conceded that 
the telephone call to the complainant’s residence constituted 
a violation of section 53(1). Mr. Shear swore that the inclusion 
of the man’s card in the group given to Mr. Gotleib was an 
accident. 


In fact a draft amendment was then before the Commis- 
sion dealing, inter alia, with the proposed acquisition by 
Kayjon of a property in Australia. It is equally true that the 
engineer’s report submitted with that amendment was found 
to contain statements which did not appear to be supported by 
the facts. In the end result the Australian property acquisition 
was abandoned by Kayjon. 
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The sworn evidence of Messrs Gotlieb and Shear was that 
news of the Australian property had not officially been released 
to the salesmen. Mr. Gotlieb overheard the firm’s principals 
talking about it. He mentioned it to the complainant. ‘The 
complainant extracted the information about it from him. 


Even if this evidence were accepted at face value the 
training and supervision of the salesmen would be brought 
into issue. Mr. Gotlieb stated he received no training. Mr. 
Shear, in conceding this, took the position that the firm hired 
experienced salesmen who ought not to require training. 


The evidence of Messrs Gotlieb and Shear appears hardly 
credible. Accepting Mr. Gotlieb’s evidence at face value how- 
ever his use of the information concerning the Australian 
property was quite improper in light of the Commission’s 
declared position reviewed only a few months previously in 
Re Southern Brokerage and Holding Company Inc. (February, 1967 
O.S.C. Bulletin at page 3). Accepting Mr. Shear’s evidence as 
being in mitigation and having regard to the fact Mr. Gotlieb 
has no previous history of disciplinary action, at the conclusion 
of the hearing I suspended his registration as a salesman for 
two weeks. 


It should be noted that the complainant alleged that the 
impending release of the news of the Australian property 
acquisition was used to suggest that the price of the stock would 
then go up. 


Mr. Shear’s position seems indefensible. No reasonable 
explanation was offered as to how the complainant’s card was 
passed to Mr. Gotlieb for action. No attempt was made to 
train salesmen and it would appear almost as little super- 
vision. The conspiratorial atmosphere in which Mr. Gotlieb, 
overhearing the good news of the Australian acquisition being 
discussed by Mr. Shear and his partners, then passes the news 
along to the perfect stranger would form the basis of a plot for 
a modern melodrama. Mr. Gordon Shear’s registration or 
recognition as an officer empowered to trade was cancelled or 
withdrawn for a period of one month. 
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Recognizing that Mr. Shear is not the only principal 
shareholder of James Stewart Limited, yet having regard to the 
fact that the company has attracted suspensions on previous 
occasions, the registration of James Stewart Limited as a 
broker-dealer was suspended for one week. Until his suspen- 
sion is concluded Mr. Shear is not to attend nor participate in 
any way in the firm’s business. 


There are several factors to be borne in mind by interested 
parties. Firstly, now that the activities of the broker-dealer 
are confined to trading within the Province of Ontario, 
excepting when trading in another jurisdiction where he is 
also registered, the problems of the Commission’s investigation 
staff are simplified. Secondly, the use of the long distance 
telephone does not mean automatically that where the evidence 
of the complainant differs from the evidence of the registrant 
that the benefit of the doubt will be given to the registrant. 
Care must be taken by the registrant to ensure that the pros- 
pective purchaser is given fact and not left with misleading 
impressions. Thirdly, the registrant may request that the com- 
plainant be subpoenaed to give evidence if he is an Ontario 
resident. In this way the credibility of the complainant may 
also be tested.

ANNUAL RE-FILINGS - TH!) SECURITIES ACT, 


The Commission's previous position outlined in 
the January 1966 Rulletin was effectively revealed 
when The Securities Act, 1966 came fully into force 
on May isi. 

Section 56 states, 

“Where primary distribution ‘to the vublic. of the

This appeal from the order of the Director dated June 30, 1967, 
issued under Section 8 of The Securities Act, suspending the regis-— 
tration of Lars Hagglof & Company Limited as a broker-dealer came 
on for hearing on Thursday, July 27, and Thursday, August 3, 1967. 
The reasons for the Director's order are given under date of 


July 7, 1967, and it is not necessary to repeat them here. The 


effect of them was that with respect to the first of the 

two underwritings of speculative mining securities mentioned 
hereafter there was prima facie evidence that the Company 

was not, as stated in the prospectuses, acting therein as prin- 
cipal but was fronting for an individual who was unfavourably 
known to the Commission. Subsequently one of the Commission's 
auditors conducted an investigation into the second of the two 
underwritings with what appeared to be a similar result. The 
prima facie evidence consisted mainly in the fact that instead 
of selling, as broker-dealers underwriting speculative mining 
securities normally do, the shares taken down to members of 

the public generally at 4 substantial profit, the Company sold 
them to a small group of individuals at a profit roughly 
equivalent to an agency fee - and it was apparent in the second 
case that this small group immediately resold them at a substantial 
profit. 

Mr. Lars Hagglof, the sole owner of the company bearing his 
name, is a young man of 31 years of age and obtained registration 
as a broker-dealer on April 5, 1966. He told the Commission 
that his firm specializes in trading foreign securities in large 
volume at a narrow margin of profit, that 90 per cent of his business 
is of that nature and that it has only three salesmen, including 
Mr. Hagglof. It is a member of the B.D.A. and was disciplined 
twice by that Association. The Commission is satisfied, however, 


that the violation of the B.D.A. regulations was in one instance 


largely a technical infraction, which was rectified upon 
being brought to the attention of Mr. Hagglof, and in the 
other case was the result of his inexperience. The 
Commission is also satisfied that the two underwritings were 
his first venture into the field of speculative mining 
securities and that due to his lack of knowledge and experience 
in that field he may perhaps have failed to appreciate the 
Significance of facts which to others with more experience 
should have indicated he was being used as a front for others. 
In the light of the explanations offered by Mr. Hagglof at 
the hearing, the evidence adduced before the Commission gave 
some ground for suspecting but did not establish beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Lars Hagglof & Company had knowingly acted 
as agent in underwriting 200,000 shares of Copperville Mining 
Corporation Limited in December 1966, and 400,000 shares of 
Northville Explorations Limited in April 1967. At the same 
time the Commission is of the opinion that the appellant was 
being used or allowed himself to be used, however unwittingly, 
by individuals not registrants under the Act in what was 
essentially primary distribution of shares of the above companies. 
Consequently the prospectuses filed in each case indicating the 
appellant as underwriter were to say the least misleading, as the 
shares were in fact turned over to a small group of individuals 
at a small profit of one-cent or one-half cent a share, and then 
subsequently disposed of almost immediately at greatly increased 


prices. This enabled the group who purchased the stock from 


the appellant to engage in what is tantamount to primary 
distribution without being registrants under The Securities 
Act. To permit this type of operation to continue would 
provide means of primary distribution by underwriters who 
are not acceptable as registrants. 

Bearing in mind that the appellant has been deprived 
of his means of livelihood since June 30, 1967, and after 
careful consideration of the evidence adduced before the 
Commission, we unanimously decided on August 4, 1967 that the 
appellant will be afforded the benefit of the doubt and that 
the registration of the Company will re re-instated as of the 
opening of business on August 8, 1967 on the condition that 
the Company refrain from any further underwriting of speculative 
mining securities. The activities of Mr. Lars Hagglof as a 
broker-dealer will continue to be closely scrutinized by the 
Commission.

Decision of the Director

IN THE MATTER OF W.D. LATIMER COMPANY LIMITED 
Hearing: July 7th, 1967.

Company Limited,

This hearing was held pursuant to section 8 to consider 
the fitness for continued registration of W.D. Latimer Company 
Limited. In light of my conclusions the facts do not need 
exhaustive discussion. 

There are two distinct aspects. The first of these involve 
the circumstances under which W.D. Latimer Company limited (Latimer) 
acquired shares of Am-Can Productions Limited for its own account 
at prices of $3.50 to $4.00 early in 1962 during a period when 
Waite Reid & Company Limited were making a fixed price offering 
of 100,000 shares of the same company at $2.75. The second 
involved this broker-dealer's position when it assembles quotations 
for publication in a weekly mining journal which prove to be 
either fictitious or illusory. There were several decisions 
detailing the latter fact situation reported in the 1966 Bulletins. 
(Goldmack Securities Corporation Limited - January at page 14, 
M. Greene & Associates Limited - March at page 6, R.P. MacKay and 


Co. Limited ~ April at page 8, and G.D. Richmond Securities Limited, 


- May at page 1.) 

In each of the cases considered action has been or is in 
the course of being taken concerning the persons and 
companies responsible for the publication of the fictitious 
quotations. In the case of the Am-Can Productions promotion 
the evidence suggests that the promoter of the scheme intended, 
in persuading Latimer's to purchase, to create an appearance of 
a fictitious public market at above the offering price in the 
hope that the public would be persuaded to purchase the 100,000 
shares then being offered by Waite, Reid & Company Limited. In 
fact the scheme was a failure. 

I have concluded that no action ought to be taken against 
this firmts registration. In reaching this conclusion I am 
persuaded by the following facts. This firm and its principals 
have held registration for many years without any complaint or 
disciplinary action being taken. W.H. Whitebread, the salesman 
who executed the Am-Can orders has held registration with the 
limited company since February 22nd, 1949, also without complaint. 
The firm provides a market place through its activities for 
hundreds of unlisted stocks. Neither the evidence of W.F. Reber, 
then employed by Waite, Reid & Company Limited, or any other 
witness brought home knowledge of any evil intent to Latimer. 
There was no evidence that Latimerts participation represented 


a pattern.

So far as the fictitious quotations are concerned our 
staff conducted additional enquiries with a view to determining 
whether Latimer were aware that some of the quotations which they 
furnished to the publication were illusory. The evidence is 
that they did not. As to those companies in which Latimer 
called the market, as opposed to those in which they merely 
obtained the quotation from another dealer, the price published 
was a reflection of the prices at which they had traded or did 
trade. 

In assembling the quotations, while this has advertising 
value to them, it also provides a public service so long as the 
prices reasonably reflect prices at which shares are trading on 
the unlisted market. The difficult question faced by a firm when 
it accepts this responsibility is what standard of care must 
be demanded of it to ensure the information it causes to be 
published is accurate. W.D. Latimer Company Limited, and those 
who accept similar responsibilities, in the light of todayts 
standards must be more than mere conduit pipes. The fact of 


this hearing I hope will prove to be sufficient warning.

IN THE MATTER OF THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966 
AND 


IN THE MATTER OF LARS HAGGLOF & CO. LIMITED 


Lars Hagglof & Co. Limited (hereinafter referred to as 
'Lars") obtained registration as a broker-dealer on April 
5th, 1966. The Company had been approved for membership in 
The Broker—Dealerst Association of Ontario. The proposed 
registration gave rise to some concern because of the 
relative youth and limited experience of its principal share- 
holder, Lars Hagglof. It was represented that the firm would 
specialize in foreign securities, an area in which Mr. Hagglof 
was experienced. 

Mr. Hagglofts applications described him as coming to 
Canada in 1958. In 1960 he applied for and obtained registra- 
tion as a salesman. This registration was voluntarily 
terminated on May 25th, 1965. From that date until the company 
first made application under date of January 27th, 1966, 

Mr. Hagglof described himself as unemployed. 

We are always on guard lest the applicant prove to be a 
nominee or "front't for some individual or group whose application 
would be completely unacceptable. In light of the period of 


unemployment and the absence of enthusiasm from previous employers 
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the theory was tested so far as we were able. No evidence 
was developed. In support of the application Mr. Hagglof 

filed a statutory declaration that the subscribed capital 

was not borrowed by the principals. 

We remained actively interested in the registrant. As 
a result of the first regular annual audit a deficiency 
of net free capital of some $40,847.01 was disclosed as at 
November 30th, 1966, which was reported to ourselves and 
The Broker-Dealers't Association of Ontario (B.D.A.). While 
this was quickly remedied and the public clients accounts 
were not in jeopardy the firm was charged by B.D.A. and fined 
$300.00. In an advertisement published in The Globe and Mail 
on March 8th, 1967, Lars held itself out as "maintaining" 
markets in a long list of American securities. This advertise-— 
ment resulted in B.D.A. fining the firm $300.00 on each of 
two additional charges for its failure to submit this advertise-— 
ment to the Association for clearance. 

On December 19th, 1966, a prospectus dated November 30th, 
1966, relating to the securities of Copperville Mining Corporation 
Limited was accepted for filing. It stated that by agreement 
dated October 20th, 1966, Lars had agreed to purchase 200,000 
shares of Copperville at 10¢ per share, payable within twenty- 
four hours of the acceptance of the prospectus, with options on 


an additional 600,000 shares in blocks of 200,000 shares at prices 
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of 123¢, 15¢ and 20¢ per share. The Copperville prospec- 
tus, certified by Lars as the underwriter, stated, 

"Lars has informed the Company that it is 

acting on its own behalf and that there are 

no sub-options or sub-underwriting agreements 

outstanding or proposed." 

On June 15th, 1967, a surprise audit inspection was 
conducted under the supervision of B.D.A. Mr. D. McNeill, 
the Associationts Secretary and General Counsel accompanied 
the auditor. On June 30th, on the instructions of B.D.A.'s 
Board of Governors, Mr. McNeill reported the facts developed 
by mee In light of the background outlined above and these 
facts I issued an order pursuant to section 8 of The Securities 
Act, 1966, suspending the company's registration as a broker- 
dealer pending a hearing and review of these facts and my 
decision by the Commission. The Commission fixed the date 
for their hearing as July 13th, 1967. The facts leading to 
my decision are as follows. 

On December 19th, the day the Copperville prospectus 
was accepted, a cheque was issued by Lars for the $20,000.00 
firm underwriting. This cheque was not cleared by Copper-= 
ville eid January 15th. On December 19th Larst records 
show the sale of the 200,000 underwritten shares of Copper- 


ville to four individuals for a total of $20,927.19. This

represents a mark-up of approximately one-half cent per 


share or a normal agency commission. The purchasers were: 


Lillian Freeman - 46,000 shares - $4,830.00 
Ester Oventhal = 32,000 shares - $3,300.00 
Bella Freedman - 68,000 shares - $7,132.86 


Sophie Smith + 54,000 shares - $5,664.33 


Mrse Le Freeman, I am informed, is the wife of a former 
securities salesman, Sam Freeman (formerly Freedman) while 
Mrs. B. Freedman is his mother. Large quantities of these 
Shares were sold for the four accounts to other dealers. 

The firm's records made it difficult to determine the 
firm's position in specific stocks. There was no securities 
register. Trades were grouped and posted to one general 
ledger account. It was therefore difficult for the auditor 
to determine whether Lars maintained a position in any 
specific security. The information was given by the book= 
keeper. 

Subsequent to December, 1966, the auditor reports that 
Lars exercised the options on the 600,000 shares of Copperville. 
This involved the purchase of 200,000 shares at 123¢ 
($25,000.00), 200,000 shares at 15¢ ($30,000.00) and 200,000 shares 
at 20¢ ($40,000.00). While these transactions are not clearly 
recorded in Larst records it was explained that as they were 
taken down they were delivered to a chartered bank against pay- 


ment with the mark-up being again approximately one-half cent 
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per share. The original pattern of payment to Copperville 
again was followed. The cheques to the company were not 
certified. They were not cashed by the Company until after 
the take down and resale by Lars of the stock. 

Under the circumstances the only conclusion which can 
be inferred from the facts is that this broker-dealer acted 
in the Copperville underwriting as an agent for an undisclosed 
principal or principals. The underwriterts certificate on 
the Copperville prospectus is therefore false. The identity 
of the principal has not been established. 

On April 27th, 1967, we accepted for filing a prospectus dated 
April 19th, 1967, relating to the securities of Northville 
Explorations Limited. Lars is disclosed as the underwriter in 
precisely the same terms as in the Copperville prospectus. 

The officers and directors of Northville, including the named 
promoter and president of each, Robert Axmith, are identical 

to those now named in Copperville on our records. Lars is also 
named as the underwriter in two preliminary prospectuses currently 
filed, Colleen Copper Mines Limited and V.I. Productions & Arts 
Limited. Robert Axmith is the Secretary—treasurer and a director 
of each of these companies according to the preliminary prospec- 
tusese 

The combinations of these facts, particularly the prima facie 
evidence that Lars was acting as agent for an undisclosed 


principal in the Copperville distribution, the lack of adequate 
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records and the firm's participation or intended participation 
in Northville, Colleen and V.I. Productions, lead me to 
conclude that it would be prejudicial to the public interest 
to permit the firm to continue its activities until such 

time as the whole range of the firmts activities have been 


thoroughly examined.

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Commission Directions Orders and Rulings 


IN THE MATTER OF SECTION 24 OF THE SECURITIES ACT, 1966 
AND 
IN THE MATTER OF REGINA v M. RUSH et al 
AND 


IN THE MATTER OF REGINA v JOSEPH WILLIAMS et al 


These applications which were heard separately on 
August 15th, have identical facts; hence one set of reasons is 
issued covering both applications. 


Rush and Williams are defendants with others upon two 
counts of conspiracy involving sales of shares of stock of extra- 
territorial corporations. The preliminary hearing against the 
applicants and the others is currently proceeding in a magis— 
tratets court in Toronto. 


Certain of the witnesses called by the Crown in this 
hearing have stated that they had given information or evidence 
previously to investigators of the Ontario Securities Commission. 
The Ontario Securities Act forbids disclosure of the information 
or evidence obtained as a result of investigations under The 
Securities Act to any person without the consent of the Ontario 
Securities Commission. The present applications were made for 
such consents in order to permit the applicants to have copies 
of the statements from the files of the Ontario Securities 
Commission of witnesses at the preliminary hearing. The reasons 
advanced by the solicitor for Rush and by Williams in person 
(he not having a solicitor) were that each wished to have the 
transcripts mentioned in order to test the witnesses at the 
preliminary hearing by cross-examination. The applicants admitted 
that the evidence relating to the charges upon the counts of 
conspiracy was being given by the witnesses at the hearing. The 
application for the transcripts was not for the purpose of obtain- 
ing any additional information useful to the defense. 


When the Securities Commission is investigating possible 
breaches of The Securities Act or of the relevant sections of the 
Criminal Code, it, of necessity, obtains information and evidence 
from a great many sources. This information is usually taken 
under oath. Witnesses who are always entitled to counsel, if they 
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so desire, may or may not have the benefit thereof. The 
information obtained is not subject to the rules of evidence 
and it often, of necessity, covers many subjects and deals 
with the affairs of many people. In the result, much of this 
information has nothing to do with the charges that might 

be laid. The information so obtained by the Commission is not 
evidence in the sense that it is ever used as such, i.e. any 
person who gives information to the Commission will have to 
give their evidence in Court at a preliminary hearing and a 
trial in the usual way. Whether or not the witnesses formally 
ask for the protection of the Evidence Act the Commission 
invariably gives this protection to them. 


The Commission does not think that its policy of not 
making the information or evidence contained in its files 
available to outsiders should be altered in the present case. 
The evidence relating to the counts of conspiracy against the 
applicants will be given at the preliminary hearing and the 
applicants will have full opportunity of cross—-examining that 
evidence. In the opinion of the Commission these applicants 
should not have access to information given to the Ontario 
Securities Commission by otheres which may cover many other 
actions of the individuals concerned which have no relation to 
the charges as laid. The Commission is confirmed in the 
propriety of this decision by the case of Regina v Smith, 1963, 
1 C.C.C. at page 68 (especially at page 92). In this case in some- 
what similar circumstances the Court of Appeal held that the 
Commission was entitled to protect the information in its files 
from use by defendants for the purpose of cross-examination. 


For the above reasons the applications are therefore 
dismissed. The Commission always consents to any individual, 
who himself gives it information or evidence, a copy of his own 


statement. Each of the applicants, therefore, may obtain a 
transcript of his own evidence, if he so desires.

This is an application by The Keystone Company of Boston 
for an Order under the provisions of Section 20 of The 
Securities Act, 1966, that Sections 6 and 35 do not anply 
to The Keystone Company and that The Keystone Company need 
not register as an underwriter pursuant to The Securities Act. 
It is the contention of the administrative staff of the 
Commission that the activities: of the applicant require it to 
register as an underwriter and the purpose of this Motion is 
to determine whether or not such registration is required by the 
het. 

The facts of the business conducted by the 


applicant are not in dispute. The Keystone Company is a wholly owned 
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subsidiary of Keystone Custodian Funds, Inc. The 

latter concern is the Trustee and Manager of ten separate 
investment funds (which operate in Boston, Massachusetts), 
with combined assets of more than $1,000,000,000. These Funds 
are operated as what is called "Common Law Trusts" under the 
laws of Massachusetts. The Keystone Company is the principal 
agent and underwriter of the interests of the various Funds. 
The Keystone Company and the Funds appear to comply with all 
of the relevant registration requirements of the United 
States. Prospectuses for the Funds which are sold in Ontario 
are duly filed with the Ontario Securities Commission. The 
method used by the Funds to sell their units to the public 
gives rise to the present proceedings. The Funds themselves 
do not sell their units in Ontario. The solicitation of 
residents of this Province is made by agents and employees of 
Diversified Investment Services Limited. This latter concern, 
which is duly registered as an underwriter and which maintains 
a sales office in Ontario, specializes in the sale of shares or 
interests in mutual funds. When, as a result of sales 
activities by a representative of Diversified an order is 
received by the latter for units of one or the other of Key- 
stone Funds, the application and the cheque are sent by the 


salesman to the head office of Diversified in Montreal. The 
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Diversified head office places an order for the shares 

or units with the Keystone organization in Boston and the 
Latter enters on its books a sale of shares to Diversified. 
When the purchaserts cheque has been cleared and other 
formalities complied with, the books of Keystone Company show 
a transfer of these shares or units from Diversified into 

the name of the purchaser. 

The above procedure is followed in a cash 
purchase. An open account or instalment purchase is handled 
for the initial order in the same way as a cash purchase. 
Later, monthly remittances are usually mailed direct from the 
purchaser in Ontario to The Keystone Company in Boston and 
the latter mails back to open account customers in Ontario a 
statement of their accounts. As is customary in transactions 
of this nature, the sales commission charged to the customer 
is divided between Diversified who make the sales contact and 
Keystone who handle the administrative details. No employee 
of Keystone ever makes any sales contacts with individuals 
in Ontario, nor does Keystone itself write letters to Ontario 
residents soliciting business. All of the latter activity is 
handled by Diversified. All transactions involving shares 
acquired by Ontario residents, whether by way of purchase or 
dividend are shown as being sold by Keystone to Diversified 


and by the latter to the Ontario resident. 


The Securities Act, 1966, defines an 
"underwriter" in section 1 (1) 32 as:- 

"32. tunderwritert means a person or 

company who, as principal, purchases 

securities from a person or company 

with a view to, or who as agent for a 

person or company offers for ‘sale or 

sells sécurities invconnection. with, ‘a 

primary distribution to the public of 

Suc SeCUrILLeS and aneludesarperson 

or company who has a direct or indirect 

participation in any such distribution, 

but does not include a person or company 

whose interest in the transaction is 

limited to receiving the usual and customary 

distributorst or sellerst commission payable 

by an underwriter.! 

Keystone contends that since they do not perform any 
actions in the Province of Ontario and since all of the sales 
activities are performed in this jurisdiction by a duly licenced 
underwriter, that it does not fall within the above definition. 

On the other hand, it is the contention of the 
administrative officials of the Commission that Keystone is a 


"company who has a direct or indirect participation in any such 


2) 


distribution" (of shares). The Commission counsel 
further contends that the arrangements made by Keystone, 
as outlined above, in effect genetics a "projection! 
of Keystone into the Province of Ontario because of the 
activities of Diversified who for this purpose should be 
considered as Keystonets agent. In this connection, the 
case of Regina v McKenzie Securities Limited, 1966, 
56 DeLeRe (20), trey 6, aicded’, 

The Commission does not consider that the 
McKenzie case is applicable to the present situation. In 
the latter case the accused were convicted of selling in 
Manitoba through the medium of long distance calls from 
Ontario and the use of the mails from this Province for the 
purpose of soliciting buyers in the Province of Manitoba, 
This is not the situation ueeeeas to Keystone. All 
solicitation in Ontario is done by an independent contractor 
whose legal relationship with Keystone is that of buyer of 
its shares or units. The only actions on the part of Key- 
stone which can be contended to constitute indirect partici- 
pation in the distribution to the public of securities in 
Ontario is the fact that they in their Boston office accept 
cheques mailed to them by Ontario residents who have open 


accounts and they mail back confirmations to such persons.

Since the sales activities in Ontario which give rise 
to the opening of these accounts was performed by 
Diversified, which legally is the vendor to the Ontario 
purchaser, the Commission does not consider that Keystone 
is a company which has a direct or indirect participation 
in a distribution to the public of securities in Ontario 
as its business is presently conducted. 

Since the applicant does not need to register 
as an underwriter, there is no need for an order to be 


issued under the provisions of Section 20.

This is an appeal by David Leon Rotenberg from the 
judgment of the Director dated May 30th, 1967. In his 
judgment the Director suspended the registration of Mr. 
Rotenberg indefinitely. 

The grounds of the appeal were first, that the 
Director in arriving at his decision, was relying on actions 
which took place before the Saskatchewan Securities Commission 
in January, 1966 and on a judgment given by the Chairman of 
the Saskatchewan Commission on the 26th day of that month. These 


Saskatchewan proceedings were in a matter relating to a company 
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called NortWest Securities Limited. Mr. Rotenberg was not 
a party to these proceedings. 

Mr. Rotenberg's counsel contended that, in the 
case of Larrimore Securities Limited, 1956, O.W.N. 201, the 
Court of Appeal decided that proceedings in one forum (such 
as a Securities Commission hearing) could not be used as 
evidence against anyone by another forum unless the facts 
were proven independently before the latter. 

Secondly, it was contended that at no time had 
any person ever complained to the Ontario Securities Commission 
regarding the appellant's activities and that his use of the 
name "Allent! had been disclosed by him in his application for 
registration in Ontario and his reasons for the use of the 
name were fully explained. 

Thirdly, it was argued that the indefinite sus- 
pension of the appellant's registration was an unduly heavy 
penalty and several cases before the Director in which penalties 
of shorter periods of suspension were cited. 

On the hearing of the appeal, the Commission not 
only studied the proceedings before the Director, but in 
addition heard testimony from Mr. Rotenberg and had the advan- 
tage of statements from the Saskatchewan and Alberta Securities 


Commissions relating to the activities of NortWest Securities 
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Limited, with which Mr. Rotenberg had some association in 

the early part of this year. The Commission agrees with the 
Appellant that the proceedings before the Saskatchewan 
Commission relating to another company would not in themselves 
constitute grounds for the appellant's suspension in Ontario. 
However, the further evidence adduced before the Commission, 
justifies the suspension by the Director. 

In his testimony before the Commission, the 
appellant, although he has been engaged in the securities 
business for many years, displayed a woeful ignorance of the 
standards which the Commission requires of persons registered 
as salesmen. He could not recall many of the securities which 
he had been selling within recent months nor any particulars 
of others, except the names. It seems hard to think that Mr. 
Rotenberg could give useful advice to potential purchasers when 
his knowledge of the shares which he was selling was so sketchy 
or even non-existent. 

In addition, the statements which he admitted making 
to his employer in Ontario in December and the gaps in his story 
of the highly unusual events which took place in Saskatchewan, 
all lead the Commission to the impression that the suspension of 
Mr. Rotenberg was justifiable. 


In the circumstances, however, an indefinite suspension 
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seems too harsh. His suspension, therefore, will be for 

a year. Accordingly, it will be in order for Mr. Rotenberg 
to apply for re-registration in Ontario after January Lst, 
1968. At that time, of course, he will have to successfully 
complete the securities course in order to improve his 


background knowledge of the business.

Commission counsel contended that an order 
should not be made under section 20 in this case.

Revan Investments Limited has held registra- 
tion as a broker-dealer since July 28th, 1959. Its 
president and principal shareholder, George Sherman, 
first obtained registration as a salesman in 1944. 
Irwin Dubros obtained registration as a salesman 
in November, 1946. One of the salesmen involved 
in the matters considered is deceased. As to a 
third salesman it is my finding that no action is 
warranted and the hearing is closed withour further 
comment as to his participation. 

The conduct with which we were concerned 


occurred during the years 1965 and 1966. Investiga- 


af 


tion flowed from complaints and enquiries received 
from five individuals during the period June, 1966 
to May, 1967. The complainant with whom Mr. Dubros 
dealt is an Ontario police officer. One of the 
clients with whom the deceased salesman dealt was 
an Alberta resident who paid about $9,000.00 for 
the speculative securities being marketed by the 
firm. Indeed he was so well persuaded that he sold 
some $5,500.00 worth of listed oil securities and 
used $4,200.00 worth of the proceeds to purchase 
7,000 shares in a house promotion. 

In considering the evidence in the present 
case I am guided by two decisions. In its decision 
in Re Goldmack Securities Corporation Limited, 
January, 1966, 0.S.C. Bulletin 14, commencing at 
page 17, the Commission considered the standards it 
expected of registrants in their dealings with the 
public. While the whole of its remarks are rele- 
vant the minimum standard is epitomized in the state- 
ment, at page 18, 

"By seeking and holding registration a 

registrant in fact represents that he 
will deal fairly with the public." 


Applying these standards the decision of the 
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Ontario Court of Appeal in Burke v. Cory (1959) 
D.L.R. (2nd) 252 is of great assistance. The 
fact situations considered in that case and the 
conclusions of both fact and law reached by the 
courts are significantly similar to those re- 
viewed during the course of this hearing. Indeed 
the whole of the decision bears careful examina- 
tion in considering what is fair dealing. 

By any test this broker-dealer failed to 
meet this standard. Its business is the promo- 
tion of the sale of the speculative securities 
in companies in which Mr. Sherman is the moving 
force. The securities are sold through direct 
mail and telephone solicitation. A regular let- 
ter, styled "“Revan Financial Letter" is sent to 
prospects and customers as well as additional 
promotional material. 

People like the Alberta purchaser were en- 
titled to rely upon what was held out to them 
as the firm's guarantee (Exhibit 10) to provide 
that following" 

"(1) Carefully researched analyses of 

stocks we think will offer good 
chances for market appreciation, 


edited for easy reading and con- 
cise trading direction; 
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(2) Our regularly published 'REVAN 
FINANCIAL LETTER' providing our 
interpretations of the stock 
market, business and natural 
resource development news, 
selected recommendations and 
other valuable facts; 

(3) A special study on why we think 
a lot of money will be made in 
gold and silver mining shares, 
including a chart to show the 
'leverage' effects of $70. gold; 

(4) A sincere effort to provide a 
personalized service to meet 
your particular needs and 
objectives." 

The letters themselves were prepared by 
professional writers who were not registered with 
the Commission as either investment counsel or 
securities advisers. The dealer does not have 
a research department. It has had but one pur- 
pose, to sell the securities of the companies it 
is promoting. The “guarantee” and the investment 
advice given in the promotional letters merely 
creates a misleading appearance as to the regis- 
trant's ability to provide such advice in an 
effort to persuade the reader to purchase those 
securities. 


Neither the registrant nor its salesmen 


evidenced any interest in the prospect or customer 
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apart from the customer's immediate ability to 
pay for the securities. Although purporting to 
offer investment advice through "..a personalized 
service to meet your particular needs and object- 
ives...“ it was admitted that the firm made no 
effort to enquire into the investment needs of 
the prospect. Indeed counsel to the registrant 
submitted that the company had no obligation to 
do so. Having regard to the pretence made to 
offer such advice this is a submission with which 
I must disagree. 

In a Revan circular letter dated April 22nd, 
1965 (Exhibit 27) a statement was made regarding 
tenee, 701 LS Eound) «inwa -drild: «core. - This statement 
was not only taken out of context in such a fashion 
as to be false and misleading, but was emphasized 
through capitalization and underlining in the text 
of the circular. The engineer's report (Exhibit 
26) did say that some free oil had been noted but 
concluded that it would be twenty-four hours be- 
fore they could tell if it was significant. In 
factuLt twas: nok. 

At about this time the Ontario police officer 


states that Mr. Dubros phoned him to say that the 


Al 


company whose securities were then being sold had 
struck oil" Mr. “‘Dubros*dentes -ohisa* fui -séens 
most significant thatthe improper ‘report ‘concern-— 
ing “free oil" should be published in the circular 
letter at about the time the complainant alleges 
that he was told by Mr. Dubros that the company 
had struck oil. 

Mr. Dubros is a telephone salesman. It is 
noted that he was convicted on March 23rd, 1965, 
in contravention of the laws of Manitoba of trading 
in securities without registration while employed 
by another Ontario dealer. This conviction was 
sustained upon appeal. He has not been the subject 
of previous disciplinary action so far as his acti- 
vities in Ontario are concerned. The complaint 
has the ring of truth about it when the circums- 
tances are considered. However, Mr. Dubros appears 
to have reflected the deception inherent in the 
firm's’ Letter “in* the Light *of this) Mrs Dubros 
long history without previous disciplinary action, 
the hearing is closed so far as Irwin Dubros is con- 
cerned with the warning that his continued regis- 


tration is conditioned upon exemplary conduct. 
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So far as Revan Investments in concerned 
while we examined only a limited spectrum of the 
firm's activities the evidence, including that of 
the president and the salesmen, demonstrates not 
only a reckless indifference to the needs of the 
people to whom they wished to sell shares but 
the pains taken, borrowing from the language of 
Mr. Justice Schroeder (Burke v. Cory, supra at 
page 254,) to inspire the prospects with the 
greatest confidence in the firm and its recom- 
mendations. In addition the April 22nd, 1965 
circular letter is one of the clearest examples 
I have seen of a contravention of the Commission's 
policy regarding the use of fact and information 
concerning mining and oil properties (0.S.C. 
BaltetineeAprliu. LOGE); fhe fact of the’ “free 
oil" was extracted and emphasized without including 
the negative comment. The registration of Revan 
Investments Limited as a broker-dealer will there- 


fore be suspended for three months.

During January, 1967, information was received 
that David Leon Rotenberg, formerly an associate of Bernard 
Fingard, of Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, had returned to 
Saskatchewan to renew the association with Mr. Fingard. 
Mr. Rotenberg had left Mr. Fingard to return to Ontario as 
a securities salesman. Mr. Fingard became the president of 


NortWest Securities Limited, a company which had held an 


inactive registration as a broker-dealer under the Saskat- 
chewan Securities Act from July 25th, 1965. The suggestion 
was that it was intended to sell securities from Saskat- 
chewan using high pressure methods and the long distance 
telephone. 

On granting Mr. Rotenberg's application for 
registration in 1965 I did so with some mental reservation. 
This will be noted from the fact that written reasons issued 
in which I attempted to make it perfectly clear that Mr. 
Rotenbergts conduct would have to remain beyond suspicion. 

He obtained employment with a broker-dealer and has remained 
employed with broker-dealers. 

During the afternoon of Friday, January 20th, 1967, 
I received a telephone call from Mr. F.H. Sparling, 9.C., then 
Chairman of the Saskatchewan Securities Commission. Mr. 
Sparling was in the process of holding a hearing concerning 
the fitness for continued registration of NortWest Securities 
Limited. One, David Rotenberg, an Ontario registrant, had 
appeared to assist Mr. Fingard in his presentation. During the 
course of the discussions Mr. Rotenberg conceded that he had 
used aliases, one of these being Allan, to sell securities. 
Mr. Sparling understood him to say that the Ontario Commission 
not only knew of this fact but condoned it. He found this 


statement less than credible and phoned Ontario to learn whether 
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we would knowingly permit a registrant to use a name other 
than his own. We will not, of course. While Mr. Sparling 
was telephoning Toronto Mr. Rotenberg became ill and, on 
his subsequent evidence before me, left the Saskatchewan 
Commissionts offices, went to the airport and returned forth- 
with to Ontario. 

Mr. Sparling'ts questions of Mr. Rotenberg were 
not altogether idle. The information available to him from 
confidential sources indicated that one Davy Allan alias 
Rotenberg had been discussing the setting up of a so-called 
"boiler shop't in Saskatchewan. While there is no evidence 
that Mr. Rotenberg actually participated in the boiler shop 
operation from Saskatoon, indeed he has denied it, Mr. Sparling's 
reasons of January 26th, 1967, suspending the registration of 
Nor'West Securities Limited, are of some considerable interest 
in considering the statutory declaration of Bernard Fingard 
filed by Mr. Rotenberg with me. Mr. Fingard attempted to lead 
Mr. Sparling to believe that all of NortWestts trading had been 
within Saskatchewan. Investigation disclosed that close to three 
quarters of the sales made by that firm were into the Province 
of Alberta by telephone in complete disregard of the laws of 
Alberta. 

On learning that Mr. Rotenberg was in Saskatchewan 


I contacted his then employer of record to determine whether he 
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had terminated his employment with that firm. He had 

not. They believed him to be absent on what might be called 
sick leave. He had only worked briefly for them some time 
prior to Christmas, 1966. 

Upon his return to Toronto Mr. Rotenberg 
attended in an effort to explain his trip to Saskatchewan and 
the statement he made to Mr. Sparling. Although his right to 
counsel was explained as was the possible consequence of the 
hearing he made a preliminary explanation. Since he was 
without counsel we contacted the Saskatchewan Commission on 
his behalf on several occasions to determine whether there was 
a possibility of a misunderstanding concerning his statements 
to them regarding the use of aliases. Both Mr. Sparling and 
Mr. “immerman, the Saskatchewan Registrar, affirmed the 
substance of Mr. Rotenberg's statement that he had used the 
surname Allan in connection with selling securities in Ontario. 
Indeed some discussion took place with Mr. Rotenberg as to why 
Mr. Rotenberg did not change his name legally. 

Subsequently, during these hearings, Mr. Rotenberg 
in attempting to explain the use of the aliases did add that he 
had found it necessary to use them during his earlier period as 
a telephone salesman in Saskatchewan, prior to his return to 
Toronto. This was in addition to its use while he was employed 


with Mr. Fingard's United Seed. This involved the number of calls 
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the telephone operators would place for any individual stock 
salesman during his earlier period of employment in 
Saskatchewan. This use arose for the first time during the 
present series of hearings. 

I am of the opinion that it is not in the public 
interest to continue the registration of David Leon Rotenberg 
as a salesman and his application for renewal will therefore 
be refused. If the only matter were Mr. Rotenbergts dis-= 
closure that he had used names other than his own in connection 
with his business activities the result might have been other- 
wise. This disclosure against self interest, in the context 
of a NortWest Securities Limited hearing, at first sight would 
anpear meaningless. However, Mr. Sparling's question must be 
considered in context. 

At the end of November, 1966, The Broker—Dealers! 
Association of Ontario issued a directive to their members 
prohibiting them from trading in jurisdictions in Canada in 
which they did not hold registration. Several weeks prior to 
January 20th Mr. Rotenberg stated that he had discussions with 
Mr. Fingard regarding his becoming sales manager for NortVest. 
The names of the western clients developed by Ontario broker- 
dealers were now available. The literature being used by Norte 
West was identified by Mr. Rotenberg as having been prepared in 


Ontario. In both cases he denied having any connection with 
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either obtaining names or the preparation of the literature. 

The Saskatchewan Commission, by January 26th, 1967, 
had established a "boiler shop" operation by NortWest from 
Saskatoon largely into Alberta. Mr. Sparling, somehow becoming 
aware of this activity, convened his meeting on January 20th. 
One of the questions he had concerned a David Allan who, it was 
reputed, had come from Ontario to manage the telephone campaign. 
Mr. Rotenberg, appearing voluntarily before Mr. Sparling, it 
was not unnatural that Mr. Sparling should ask him if he had 
used any aliases. Mr. Rotenberg made reply with the resultant 
confusion which he alleges. 

In Toronto Mr. Rotenbergts employer believed him 
to be in the United States seeking treatment for a potentially 
serious ailment. Mr. Rotenberg admitted that he had not been 
candid with the employer. Mr. Gilbert, on behalf of Mr. 
Rotenberg, submitted that it was not unnatural that he should 
wish to conceal his desire for a change from his employer. Since 
he did little work for this employer and had no difficulty in 
obtaining new sponsorship upon his return to Toronto this reason 
seems more apparent than real. On all accounts Mr. Rotenberg 
found himself in Saskatchewan at about the time NortWest were 
selling into Alberta. He became ill when questioned by 
Mr. Sparling about his use of aliases and left when Mr. Sparling 


adjourned to telephone Ontario to check on his statements.

This matter came before the Commission on an 
application by the registrant, Adelaide Securities Limited, 
for a hearing and review of the decision of the Director 
cancelling Adelaide Securities’ registration as a broker- 
dealer. 

The evidence on which the Director's decision was 
based involved 16 instances or complaints received by the 
Commission against the registrant. These complaints may 
fairly be summarized as 

(1) Complaints of "overloading" i.e. 

selling more of the speculative 
securities than the buyer could 
possibly afford in his or her 
economic circumstances;

attention of the Commission staff at various times from 1964 


28, 


to 1966. The proceedings which led to the Director's 
decision were commenced by a notice sent to the registrant 
on December 21st, 1966. 

At the hearing and review by the Commission two 
main arguments were presented by counsel for the regis— 
trant. The first was that the earliest of the complaints 
made by a man by the name of Otto W. Grundmann, had been 
at the time referred by the Commission to the council of the 
Broker=Dealerst Association. The latter had considered the 
matter and fined the registrant at that time for unethical 
conduct in connection with this transaction. 

The registrant's counsel contended that, while it 
may not be illegal for the Commission to use the same 
evidence in a hearing which resulted in the registrant's 
licence being cancelled, it was improper action on the part 
of an administrative tribunal, such as the Commission, to 
place the registrant doubly in jeopardy in this manner. The 
Director, of course, may look to previous proceedings affecting 
a registrant when dealing with the appropriate penalty to be 
imposed. 

The second contention was that the combined effect 
of section 137(2) of The Securities Act, 1966 and section 14(2) 
of The Interpretation Act was to forbid the Commission from 
considering complaints which were more than a year old at the time 


the proceedings started. This legal position, of course, arises 


Dh. 


by reason of the fact that the former Securities Act 
did not have a limitation section in the same words as 
section 137. 

The Commission is in doubt as to the correct 
application of the Interpretation Act to the proceedings 
taken before the Director. Therefore, in all of the 
circumstances of this case, the Commission has decided that 
it would be equitable if the matter were referred back to 
the Director for a re-hearing. At such hearing the Director 
is not to consider any complaint which first came to the 
attention of the Commission staff more than a year before the 
institution of these proceedings for the purpose of deciding 
whether or not the registrant's licence should be cancelled, 


suspended or otherwise dealt with.

This is an application by Inland Chemicals Canada 
Ltd. (hereinafter called the Company) for a ruling under 
Section 59 of The Securities Act. The Company is about to 
make a rights offering to its shareholders. Two of the 
latter are Colin Campbell and Robert G. Campbell who own 
27,001 and 85,557 common shares respectively out of the 
250,000 issued in common outstanding shares. It is admitted 
that the combined holdings of the Campbells in common shares 
would materially affect control of the Company. 
The question is whether or not Section 1 (1)16(4i) 
would prevent the sale of the warrants issuable to the 


Campbells and their intention to sell these warrants through 


a broker using the facilities of the Canadian Stock Exchange. 
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On the one hand it was argued that trading in warrants would 
be trading in securities derived from the holdings of a 
combination of persons holding a sufficient number of any of 
the securities of the company to materially affect control. 
Disposition of rights or warrants therefore would be primary 
distribution under the Act. On the other hand it was argued 
that the proper meaning of "holdings" in Section 1 (1)16(ii) 
means the holdings of securities which entitle the holder to 
vote and hence to affect control. To rule otherwise would mean 
that a person who happens to hold the controlling interest in 
voting shares could not sell any bonds or debentures which he 
might own without the issuing of a prospectus. 

The Commission agrees with the latter contention that 
the meaning of Section 1 (1)16(ii) should be confined to 
transactions in securities which affect control of the Company. 

The ruling will therefore be granted that the sale of 
any or all of the warrants to Colin Campbell or Robert G. Campbell 
by the Company through the facilities of the Canadian Stock 


Exchange will not constitute primary distribution to the public.

This is a hearing and review of the decision of the 
Director dated August 2nd, 1967, requested by Earny Lustig. 

Lustig was one of the salesmen employed at one time 
by Adelaide Securities Limited and the same considerations 
applied to his case as applied in the case of Adelaide 
Securities Limited, namely, that the Commission in determining 
whether or not disciplinary proceedings were appropriate 
against Lustig, was concerned only with complaints which had 
been received by the Commission within a year before these 
matters had commenced. These complaints were two in number, 
one from Robert Richardson of St. Boniface, Manitoba, and the 


other from Leonard Martin of Wallenstein, Ontario. 


The evidence in connection with the Richardson matter 
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showed that in April, 1965, Lustig telephoned to Richard- 
son and persuaded him to buy 1,000 shares of a highly 
speculative company known as Marathon Mines Limited. This 
was a concern whose shares were being promoted by Adelaide 
Securities Limited, the employer of Lustig at that time. 

In the case of Martin, the complaint related to the 
sale to Martin by Lustig of 1,000 shares of the same company 
June 30th, 1965. 

In addition to the evidence of Richardson and the 
documentary material on the case, the Commission had the benefit 
of hearing evidence by Lustig himself. 

The facts appearing from the evidence show that Lustig 
was a salesman engaged in selling securities on behalf of 
Adelaide to clients. The sales material which he used, samples 
of which were filed with the Commission and the remarks which 
he made to the clients, all indicated a plan of sales under 
pressure and not the type of approach which one would expect 
from any salesman who had any proper sense of responsibility to 
the client. 

In the circumstances, therefore, the Commission has 
arrived at the conclusion that the decision of the Director in 
suspending the registration of Lustig until he shall have 
qualified by passing the Securities Course presently available to 
salesmen, is justified and should be confirmed.

CANSEC 


LEGAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE CONCEPTS 


From the time of the depression in the early 
1930s it has been appreciated that the Canadian constitution 
increasingly failed in meeting two objectives in the economic 
sphere. 


In the first place it did not match provincial or 
federal revenues with responsibilities in a manner which 
fitted the distribution of wealth in Canada as it has deve- 
loped since Confederation. Out of this fact there has arisen 
the whole complex series of Dominion-Provincial fiscal 
negotiations and agreements. 


The second problem of the distribution of powers 
in the British North America Act arises because many contem— 
porary problems which governments face straddle either the 
geographic boundaries of the provinces, or the constitutional 
boundaries provided by the Confederation statute. Security 
regulation is one of these problems and it is in relation to 
it that the concept of CANSEC is advanced as a solution. 


The basic idea behind the CANSEC proposal is not 
new. Lawyers faced with the division of powers set out in 
the British North America Act and faced with the new types of 
legislation which governments have in recent times thought to 
be necessary, have often canvassed the idea of joint agencies 
created by one level of government but exercising power 
granted by both levels. There have been several attempts to 
create such agencies but the constitutional pitfalls are many 
and only some of the attempts have succeeded. 


To-day there are two well-known examples of 
Dominion=-Provincial co-operative agencies of this type. 


The first example is in the farm products field. 
In the marketing of farm products, the courts have set up an 
artificial distinction which makes a co-operative marketing 
agency essential. 


Taking the example of an apple picked from a tree, 
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the courts say that if that apple once picked is destined 
to be sold outside the province, then the regulation of its 
marketing is a matter for the federal government. On the 
other hand, if the apple once picked is going to be sold 
locally within the province, the regulation of its market- 
ing is a matter for the province. This distinction is 
impractical. The wholesalers who buy apples from the 
orchards have no idea whether a particular load is going to 
go into the inter-provincial field or whether it will be 
sold locally. One only finds this out when the apples get 
to the marketplace. Thus, if governments want to control 
the marketing of apples, it becomes necessary to set up a 
board or boards which obtain powers from both levels of 
government. 


A board clothed with power from two sources need 
not be concerned when it makes orders and administers the 
market whether the commodities which it regulates are going 
into the inter-provincial stream of trade or whether they will 
be sold locally. There are a number of examples of farm 
products marketing boards possessed of powers both from the 
federal government and from a particular province. Note, how- 
ever, that such boards only represent co-operative ventures 
of the dominion government and one single province. 


The motor transport field offers a second example 
of co-operation between federal government and single 
provinces, necessitated by judicial decision. If a trucking 
company was picking up goods in one province and delivering 
them to a second, the courts would award the power to regulate 
the business to the federal government. If the trucking firm 
was picking up goods and delivering them within the same 
province the regulation was a matter for that province. 


With better roads and an increase in the use of trucks, 
many firms engaged in both types of activity. It became 
necessary, therefore, in order to achieve effective regulation, 
to create an agency with power from the federal government as 
well as from the provinces. In the result in each province the 
previously existing provincial agency has been granted power 
from the federal government. An applicant to that agency can, 
therefore, obtain a licence to engage in inter-provincial trade 
if he needs it, as well as licences for purely local transpor- 
tation. 


The idea of CANSEC is built upon these two precedents 
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but it carries the concept one stage further. 


In the field of securities regulation there are 
two contemporary problems. 


In the first place financial collapses and fraudu- 
lent activities have brought home to governments the need for 
much improved securities regulation and much more sophisticated 
and specialized staffs. Thus, the Ontario Government this 
year has brought in a new and modern securities act and has 
upgraded its staff until there are now more than 35 professionals 
(i.e. lawyers, accountants and trained investigators with 
senior police experience). Not many provinces have enough 
securities activity to justify the expense involved in employ— 
ing this range of talent. In the absence of a co-operative 
program along the idea of CANSEC, provinces are left with the 
invidious choice between, 


(a) not passing modern legislation and thus 
avoiding the requirement of additional 
staff but also failing to provide satis- 
factory protection for their people, or 


(>) passing modern legislation and either not 
enforcing it or acquiring expensive 
specialized staff who may, thereafter, not 
have enough to do to justify their existence. 


This is the first problem in connection with securities 
regulation in Canada, 


The second is the fact that the problem requiring 
government action cut across geographic and constitutional 
boundaries. The CANSEC idea therefore arises out of the need 


(a) to get over jurisdictional problems 
in conducting investigations, 


(b) to provide unified prospectus clearing 
and a common filing point for the increasing 
masses of material required of persons and 
companies subject to the Act, and 


(c) to eliminate unequal standards of administration 
in different provinces. 
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The situation which cuts across provincial 
boundaries within Canada is common. Companies issuing 
securities to the public commonly issue these in a number 
of provinces. During 1966 there were 848 issues cleared for 
sale in one province only. Three-hundred and thirty issues 
were cleared for sale in more than one province and these 
330 were the more important and larger issues. In each 
province theoretically some local agency had the duty of 
examining the draft prospectus and clearing it. The pos- 
sibility that different provinces may take inconsistent 
attitudes to the same prospectus is a practical problem for 
lawyers and investment dealers. Four provinces (Ontario, 
Quebec, Alberta and British Columbia) have currently the 
practice of independently examining prospectuses in the case 
of a nationwide offering without completely governing them- 
selves by the views of any other provincial administration. 
The possibility is more than academic that one province will 
require the prospectus to contain something which another 
province prohibits. 


A second aspect of this problem is the activity of 
persons in the business. The securities business is concen— 
trated in the very large cities of Canada and from these, 
by mail and by telephone, customers and clients are dealt with 
in other parts of the country. This fact creates enforcement 
problems in the absence of an agency like CANSEC. 


In the field of investigations a company with an 
Ontario head office may be indulging in misconduct in another 
province (or state of the U.S.). Although the company has 
its base in Toronto and is, perhaps, listed on the Toronto 
Exchange or is involved in the securities business here, a 
thorough investigation of its behaviour will take the investi- 
gator into other jurisdictions. Under present circumstances 
this creates problems with which the idea of CANSEC is designed 
in part to deal. 


Many companies are required these days to file 
various kinds of reports and returns to local securities 
administrations. It is a major and increasing source of an- 
noyance for the private sector to have to face the necessity 
of filing the same information in slightly different form in 
offices of different provincial and/or Ottawa. The CANSEC 
proposal will cope with this problem. 
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What exactly is the CANSEC proposal? Very simply 
the idea is that one Canadian government, probably the 
federal government, would create the Canada Securities Com 
mission (CANSEC). This body would be a three-tiered structure. 
On top would be a council of ministers with a minister from 
every co-operating jurisdiction with voting weighted in 
accordance with an agreed formula. The council of ministers 
would fix the operating budget, appoint the senior staff and 
discuss questions of policy and legislative change. 


Under the council of ministers would be the commis- 
Sion itself composed of full-time and part-time commissioners 
resident in various centres. The commission as a whole would 
only meet infrequently and only for the purpose of maintaining 
consistency. Its jurisdiction would be exercised sitting in 
panels of two or three commissioners in various centres across 
Canada as need arose. The chairman of the commission would be 
the chief executive officer of CANSEC and problems of day to 
day administration would be ultimately resolved by him. The 
Commission would hear appeals from decisions made at lower 
levels and in one or two important areas would have original 
jurisdiction to decide matters, 


The last tier of the structure would be the adminis- 
trative staff headed up by a director and associate directors 
in the chief locations in Canada. 


The largest centre of securities business in Canada 
is Toronto and the chief office should, therefore, be in that 
City. However, anything which could be done in Toronto so far 
as the public is concerned, could also be done at the chief 
regional offices in Montreal, Vancouver, or any other centre 
with a substantial volume of security business. There would 
be offices with more limited functions in each of the other 
provinces as required. Assuming the participation of the 
federal government, there would be an office in Ottawa. Ottawa 
would be the formal head office with Toronto the chief 
executive office. The organization in respect to the head 
office and the regional offices would be somewhat analogous 
to several financial institutions which presently have their 
head office and operational offices in different cities. 


In order to bring CANSEC into existence an organiza~ 
tional statute would be passed, presumably, by the federal 
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government. The co-operating jurisdictions including the 
federal government would then commit the administration of 
its own act to CANSEC. 


All existing persons in the federal or provincial 
civil services working in securities administration would 
either resign from or take leave of absence from their service 
and enter the employment of CANSEC whose employees would not 
be federal civil servants. Additional employees might have 
to be hired. 


One aspect of CANSEC is of vital practical importance. 
It does not involve a permanent surrender of power by any 
government. A government which has passed an amendment in 
order to bring themselves into the scheme can repeal that 
amendment. 


Once such an agency was brought into existence it 
would have all the power necessary to deal with any given 
situation. An applicant wishing to distribute securities 
in several provinces would only have to approach one regional 
office in order to obtain his clearance. Companies required 
to file returns would have to file a copy in one office (and 
this office would by modern communication make the information 
available all across the country). Investigations would be in 
no way deterred by the formalities of inter-provincial boundaries. 
In short, the constitution would not impede the work of securities 
regulation because administrators would be possessed of federal 
powers when federal powers were needed and of provincial powers 
when provincial powers were needed. 


In bringing such a scheme into.existence several 
problems have to be solved. In the first place some modest 
degree of uniformity has to be achieved in securities legisla- 
tLOn > 


It would be important for provinces in setting up 
their statutes to provide for similar schemes of administration, 
but not similar substantive rules. 


A homely analogy illustrates this point. Everyone 
knows that the rules of olympic hockey are different from the 
rules of N.HeL. Hockey, and yet the same man after examination 
of the rule books, can serve as a referee in either type of game. 
This is only possible because the role of the referee is the 
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same in each instance. In CANSEC securities administration 
it would be necessary for all provinces and for the federal 
government to grant the administration the same role even 
though the actual formal rules of the "game" differed from 
jurisdiction to jurisdiction. This would require the working 
out of the relatively minor amendments required in the 
legislation of some of the provinces and of Canada. 


The staffing of the new agency would involve some 
adjustments but it is really not a problem in that in all 
Canada there are probably not enough people now in office to 
do the job properly. Everyone now employed full time in 
securities administration work would be employed by the new 
agency. In CANSEC employees would be given pension rights 
and other employee benefits comparable with those of the 
federal civil service. 


Another problem area is the role of the cabinet 
minister in each jurisdiction who, up until the institution 
of CANSEC, has had exclusive power and responsibility over 
the securities field in his jurisdiction. 


The CANSEC proposal deals with the role of these 
ministers in two different ways. 


In the first place each securities act reserves 
certain specific powers and discretions to the minister. In 
Ontario, for example, the Ontario Securities Commission only 
recommends the institution of prosecutions under The Securities 
Act. The minister must consent. The CANSEC proposal presumes 
that these powers will be left with the individual ministers. 
Thus in Ontario, while the Ontario Securities Commission in 
form would disappear and be replaced by CANSEC, that agency 
would still have to go to the Ontario Cabinet Minister if it 
wanted to prosecute someone under the Ontario Act. 


Any and all authority vested in a minister would be 
preserved. The advice as to the exercise of this authority 
would come from CANSEC rather than from a provincial agency. 


The other type of responsibility presently possessed 
by provincial ministers is more general and difficult to 
define. The citizens of a province and the members of its 
legislature look to a minister to exercise responsibility 
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and oversight over the securities business generally in that 
province. CANSEC requires that the several ministers in the 
several jurisdictions merge this individual responsibility 
into a collective activity of all of them in the council of 
ministerse In this way the council would take over the 
individual role of general supervision. This is important in 
that the standards of governmental administration ultimately 
depend upon the will of a cabinet minister. Many of the 
differences between the Canadian provinces now are not dif- 
ferences in law so much as they are differences in administra- 
tione If a common standard of administration is to be achieved 
the role of general supervision has to be exercised in common. 


This point can pose a difficulty in the mind of a 
provincial minister who is used to the responsibility but is 
comfortable with it in that he has exclusive power as well. 

He can fire an administrator if things are not going well in 
his province. He can increase the staff to meet the same end. 
In the CANSEC scheme hiring and firing is to be a prerogative 
of the council of ministers. The individual minister will thus 
lose his power individually to control appointments. 


The authors of the CANSEC proposal make two points 
about this apparent fear that by entering CANSEC a provincial 
minister might lose control without any equivalent lessening 
in the political responsibility they bear. 


In the first place it is suggested that such individual 
provincial ministers do not have exclusive control of the 
securities business in their province at present. The problem 
is a national one and no one province can by any effort on its 
part really improve security matters unless its effort is 
matched in the other jurisdictions which affect the matter. 

Thus, under CANSEC an efficient administration will mean more 
effective control in which the minister is a "partner" with 
others rather than a "sole proprietor". 


The second comment by the authors of the CANSEC scheme 
about the apparent loss by a minister of exclusive control is 
that there are precedents which show that the system can work 
well. These precedents, however, are not in the provincial 
level of government but at the federal level. 


Canadians look to the Minister of Finance for the 


health of the economy and for fiscal and monetary administra-~ 
tion. To some extent his responsibility is matched by his 
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power over, for example, the Bank of Canada or the federal 
budget. But Canada is a member of a number of international 
organizations such as the International Monetary Fund which 
seriously affect our economy and our fiscal and monetary 
condition. For each of these organizations the Minister of 
Finance, or in a few cases another minister, is responsible 
to the Canadian Parliament and to the people of Canada, and 
yet within each such organization, the Minister has only one 
voice and must make his points by negotiation and compromise 
with other ministers from other countries. In other words, 
his responsibility to Canadians for the actions of these 
organizations is not matched by his individual power over 
their activities. Canadians are used to this situation and 
accept the limitations which obviously exist in the power of 
the Minister of Finance to control the activities of these 
vitally important bodies. Thus, say the authors of CANSEC, 
the citizens of provinces in Canada will similarly accept 
limitations on the power of provincial ministers concerned 
with securities regulation individually in the interest of 
improved nationwide administration. 


The fact is that the securities regulation problem 
has grown beyond provincial boundaries and can only be properly 
administered by the wider responsibility if a co-operative 
national organization in which each government has a voice. 

If we recognized this reality we would be imitating the kind 
of recognition we now give to another reality, the fact that 
the Canadian economy is part of an international economy to be 
regulated in part by international organizations representing 
many governments. 


In the ideal world it would not be necessary to 
create a CANSEC for one could assume that the separate 
administrations of the various provinces would co-operate 
perfectly. The fact is, however, that given the existence of 
ten different administrations and ten different governments, 
there are bound to be honest differences of opinion, political 
differences, inequalities in the resources available, in the 
standards of administration, in the interest shown and the sup=— 
port given by governments. The result is a permanent state of 
uneveness and imperfect co-operation in the administrations 
across the nation. With the best of will to co-operate, this 
situation will continue to exist. 


The minds of lawyers are always attracted to tidiness 
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and to clear-cut lines of jurisdiction. Canadian statesmen 
have happily been more pragmatic. The concept of a 
co-operative agency with its own employees possessed of all 
available power from the various governments, offers Canadians 
a chance to bypass the tortuous path of constitutional amend- 
ment and to achieve immediate beneficial results in the 
security field without derogating from the constitutional 
position of any co-operating jurisdiction.

We were informed that representations were being made 
in Europe that this was a $10.00 stock, whereas, local infor- 
mation was to the effect that there was nothing in the 
company's current history to warrant such representations. 

The Commission concluded that an attempt might be in 
the making to manipulate this stock for fraudulent purposes 
and, that it would be in the public interest to suspend all 
trading in this stock by those European banks who were known 
to be trading the stock and such a suspension was made effective 
on December 1st, 1967. 

It soon became apparent that this was not sufficient 
when new buying orders appeared from new sources and, there- 
fore, on December 4th, 1967, the Commission ordered that all 
registrants cease trading in this stock and gave notice that 
a public hearing would take place on December 14th, 1967, in 


order that all interested parties could make representation.

On the basis of these findings and the 
order denying the exemptions the application for registration 
of Harrons Developments Limited, controlled as it is by Mr. 
Irons, appeared objectionable. Pursuant to subsection 2 of 


section 7 of The Securities Act, 1966, the present hearing was

convened. 

From the outset it was apparent that I was to be asked 
to rehear the issues raised in the earlier hearings. Mr. Irons 
took the position that, on the instructions of his counsel, he 
gave no evidence during the original three days of hearing 
in September, 1964, and again, on the instructions of counsel, 
refrained from going into the issues which he now wished to 
raise. While it is true he gave no evidence at the initial 
hearing Mr. Stiles produced a ninety~six page transcript of the 
evidence given by Mr. Irons before the Commission on December 
14th and 15th, 1964. 

It seems to me that some analogy may be drawn between 
the difficulty in the present case and that faced by a former 
registrant whose registration has been cancelled. Under section 
9 of The Securities Act, 1966, a further application may be made 
upon new or other material or where it is clear that material 
circumstances have changed. It was not suggested by counsel 
that the evidence which Mr. Irons might give or that of certain 
witnesses which were available was new in the sense that they 
were not available in 1964. Mr. Irons gave some evidence in 
which he elaborated on the events prior to December, 1964, 
particularly the conduct of one, C. Miller. 


Mr. Hornell appreciated the inherent problems raised in 
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the application and after considering the matter further and 
with the consent of his client, waived the right to adduce 
further evidence in anticipation of a refusal which he might 
then appeal to the Commission. This procedure was adopted in 
the realization that through the application the Commission 
effectively will be asked to reverse their 1964 decision. 

The application of Harrons Developments Limited for

monies received from the investor. 


(5) To ensure these provisions are complied 
with, each contractural distributor or under- 
writer of a mutual fund is required to file 
with the Ontario Securities Commission 
annually the auditor's certificate that in 
the opinion of such auditor the company has 
complied with the provisions of this policy 
statement regarding commingling of funds or 
shares. 


(6) The failure to comply with these provisions 
shall be deemed conduct making a registrant 
subject to discipline by the Ontario Securities

During the relevant period the three individuals 
named above were employed as salesmen by a broker-dealer whose 
offer to surrender its registration has now been accepted. 

All three salesmen have been registered for something over two 
years. None of them have previously been subjected to any 
disciplinary action. 

The evidence assembled through the staff investi- 
gation covers a range of representations in those categories 
commonly referred to as "high-pressure" salest methods. These 
include a variety of representations, falling short it must be 
noted of guarantees or undertakings, leading the purchaser 


to believe that an active two-way public market existed for 
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the shares, that a profit was all but assured, and on 

occasion that the price at which the customer was being offered 
the shares was less than the normal price. The listener was 
invited to reach these conclusions through a number of fami- 
liar kinds of representations which need not be detailed here. 

At the outset of the hearing the substance of the 
complaints was acceded to by the salesmen and their counsel. 
The fact of the salesments relative inexperience and the lack 
of previous complaints was also noted. 

It is my conclusion in this case, as it has been 
in similar cases in the past, that salest methods used reflect 
the attitude of the employer. The kinds of allegations made 
by the clients were reviewed by me in some detail with the 
salesmen. They have been advised that while their relative 
inexperience and lack of formal training has been accepted in 
the present case, the present facts would weigh heavily in 
considering penalty should complaints of a similar nature be 
brought to our attention in the future. 

The registrationsof Sanford Gerlock, Alfred Mandel 
and Samuel Sheriff will therefore be continued but conditioned 
in the cases of Messrs. Mandel and Sheriff on their enrolling 
in the next session of The Canadian Securities Course and 


successfully completing it, and in the case of Mr. Gerlock in

his successfully completing The Canadian Securities Course 
in which he is now enrolled. The fact of these reprimands 
and the conditions imposed on the registration of each of 


these salesmen will be endorsed on their registration record.

This is a hearing and review of two Orders issued by the 
Commission on the lst and Ath days of December respectively. 
The Order of December 1st was an Order denying the exemption 
contained in Item 7, subsection (1) of section 19 of The Secu- 
rities Act to the parties named above. The Order of December 
4th was issued forbidding Ontario registrants from trading in 
the shares of Meta. Since the Order of December lst was in 
effect superseded by the Order of December 4th, the Commission 
has decided that it should be allowed to lapse. 


The situation which gave rise to these proceedings is as 
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followse Meta Uranium Mines Limited, hereinafter called Meta, 
was incorporated in 1951 and listed for trading on The Toronto 
Stock Exchange in 1953. The original uranium claims of the 
company, on which quite substantial amounts of monies were 
spent, proved disappointing and the mining operations of the 
company were terminated entirely in 1960 when a lessee was 
allowed to sell a small quantity of uranium ore then on the 
property for an amount under $4,000 in value. The company has 
engaged in certain other ventures with other companies in the 
interval but none of these have proven fruitful nor particu- 
larly beneficial. It recently sold its interest in Salamet, 
a British Columbia subsidiary. The amount received from this 
sale when collected would have a value of approximately 2 cents 
a share. In other words, there is no reason known to the 
management or to the officials of The Toronto Stock Exchange 
or of the Securities Commission, who investigated the matter, 
to justify any particular market activity in the shares of this 
company at the present time. 

In the months prior to October of 1967, there was a 
small volume of trading on the Exchange averaging some 3,700 
shares a day. This took place within the range of 8 cents to 
11 cents. Starting on the lst of November this pattern changed. 
On that date some 216,000 shares traded at prices as high as 


17 cents. This activity died down for a few days and on 
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| November 13th, 381,000 shares were traded. The volume was 
very substantial from that time until the time of the issuance 
of the Orders herein. This unusual activity came to the 
attention of the officials of The Toronto Stock Exchange, who 
enquired of the company as to what possible reason might exist 
and were told that the company knew of no reason for buying 
orders of this volume and the consequent increases in price. 
Further investigation by the Exchange indicated that these 
orders emanated from Swiss and German banking institutions 
who, in accordance with the practice in those countries, acted 
as brokers. Toward the end of November rumours reached the 
Exchange that this stock was being "touted" in Europe as being 
& prime uranium prospect. As a result, the Exchange stopped 
trading on December lst and the Commission issued an Order 

on that date. It was hoped that this action would slow down 
or stop this speculative pattern which had begun to develop. 
However, on the following Monday there was a new surge of 
buying orders from Europe so the Exchange again terminated 
trading and the Commission issued its blanket restricting 
order of December 4th. Investigations which have taken place 
since that date show that there was in fact a tipster sheet 
issued by one Ludwig or Louis Emrich of Baden-Baden, in which 
he was recommending the purchase of Meta and put it in the 


Class of well-known and stable Canadian uranium producers 
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such as Denison and Rio Algom. In fact, the sheet actually 
recommended Meta as being worthy of purchase ahead of them. 
Whether or not this man was the only one responsible for this 
or whether he had associates is unknown. The size of the 
operation leads one to assume there might well be other persons 
associated with him. 

The widespread pattern of buying in Europe extended to 
institutions not only throughout Germany and Switzerland but 
also into Austria. In accordance with the well-known custom 
of European banks, they did not disclose their clients so 
the Commission has no knowledge whether these institutions 
were acting for the persons who were perpetrating the scheme 
or for innocent victims. 

It would appear that the actions of the Exchange and 
the Commission have had the effect of slowing down, if not 
preventing, what could have been quite a serious fraud on 
investors in Europe. In connection with this matter it is also 
appropriate to assume that, if the market had been allowed to 
go unchecked, increases in price and volume might have drawn 
in Canadian investors. An additional reason advanced to the 
Commission for this action was to protect what is called the 
"investment image" of Canada in Europe. In recent years there 
have been one or two unfortunate cases where Europeans have 


been mulcted of their savings by unscrupulous people selling 
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securities of little or no value. 

In this connection, the Commission wishes to record its 
opinion that the management of Meta had no foreknowledge of 
these facts and had cooperated completely with The Toronto 
Stock Exchange and the Commission in endeavouring to have 
accurate information disseminated to the public. In addition, 
the banks and financial institutions named above are reputable 
concerns and were only named as parties because they were the 
only persons whom the Commission knew as being the buyers. 

For the reasons set out above the Commission is 
satisfied that it acted properly in issuing the Orders of 
December lst and 4th. The problem it now faces is the action 
which it should take with respect to the December 4th Order. 
The Toronto Stock Exchange recommended the cancellation of the 
Order. This would allow trading to resume by all registrants. 
The Exchange indicated that it would not presently allcw 
trading on the Exchange. This would mean that trading in 
Ontario would be confined to the over-the-counter market. 

The reason the Exchange gave for not trading is that the early 
resumption of trading might be construed in Europe as favourable 
to the market activity that had taken place. The Commission 
shares the same view and thinks that the same unfortunate 
interpretation might well be given if it were to remove its 


ban on trading at the present time. There are hundreds of 


9? 


thousands of shares presumably owned by the person or persons 
who were planning this coup and it is only two weeks since the 
first Order of the Commission. This, in the opinion of the 
Commission, is not sufficient time for adequate publicity in | 
Europe to insure, if possible, that potential investors are 
warned of the facts. It is the opinion of the Commission that 
when trading resumes it should be resumed on the Exchange and 
not confined to the over-the-counter market. There is little 
or no control over this type of trading. It was the facilities 
of The Toronto Stock Exchange that brought this situation to 
light in the first place and in the opinion of the Commission 
it would be a mistake to allow trading to resume without these 
safeguards in case further abuses arise. 

For these reasons the decision of the Commission is that 
the Order of December 4th should be continued in force until 
the close of trading on Thursday, February 15th, 1968. In the 
interval the Commission will take steps through appropriate 
sources to acquaint financial institutions in the area concerned 
with these reasons of the Commission so that these institutions 
will be in a position to advise any clients. The Order will 
allow any individual or company who might by reason of extra- 
ordinary circumstances to make application for relief, if his or 
its circumstances so warrant.

Argonaut Petroleum has 
recently agreed to dispose of its 300,000 shares to 5 purchasers 
for an aggregate consideration of $300,000. 220,000 of the 
shares are being acquired by one of these purchasers which is a 
U.S. partnership with 4 equal partners. None of these buyers 
is a resident of Ontario. All of them are either Directors or 
have some other connection with Wainoco and all are familiar 
with the affairs of Wainoco and knowledgeable in the oil and 


gas business.

The provisions of The Securities Act, section 
1 (1) 16 ii, define primary distribution as: 

"trades in previously issued securities 

for the purpose of distributing such 

securities to the public where the 

securities form all or ai part of or are 

derived from the holdings of any person, 

company or any combination of persons 

or companies holding a sufficient number 

of any of the securities of a company to 

materially affect the control of such 

company,''. 

The applicant contends that the transaction is 
exempt because the proposed purchasers do not constitute the 
public since they are non-residents. 

Section 35 of the Act prohibits trading in the 
course of primary distribution without the filing of a pros- 
pectus, but Section 58 contains certain exemptions from this 
prohibition, amongst which is ses. 3 of Section 19. 

The sale in question, insofar as 220,000 shares are 
concerned, appears to come within the provisions of this sub- 
section. Additionally, if the sale of the shares were to take 
place through the facilities of The Toronto Stock Exchange, it 
would be exempted by the provisions of s.s. 2(c) of Section 58. 

Section 59 is designed to resolve doubts in 
transactions of this type and the Commission therefore deter- 
mines that the intended trade by Argonaut to Palm Enterprises 
(the American partnership) and Messrs. Smith, Williams, Clarke 


and Wolfe is not a trade in the course of primary distribution 


to the public.
